THE CENSUS. _ 


A Description of the Work of the 
Enumerators 


What 18 HWxpected ot Cittzens. 


INTERESTING INFORMATION 
SUNDKY, 


FOR ALL AND 


In view ef the approaching taking of the 
consus throughout the Dominion, a glance at 
tho extent and nature of the work, with the 
mode of carryimy it out, will be found inter- 
esting. The particulars, ay thoy ace givon, 
have been gleaned from the list of instructions 
and schedules of subjects, which are made out 
for the guidance of the Commirsioners and 
Enumerators, respoctively, The instructions 
are minute, and relate to every subect in 
such 4 manner, that itis next to impossible 
that mistakes will be made, 

_ All persons will bo registered in the Prov- 
ince and locality in which their home and 
family reside, whether they may be absent, 
such as fishermen, or lumbermen, or those 
who may be travelling abroad. The consus 
of such persons, temporarily absent, will bo 
taken as being present. Therefore names of 
seamen at sea, college students, and children 
at achools, sick in hospital», those temporarily 
absent at educational, charitable, or ponal in- 
stitutions, are to be taken as if they were at 
home, And an enumerator finding any pereon 
whore home or dwelling is in any other Prov- 
ince will not make any entry of that name, 
as it will be taken in the Provinco where his 
home is, 

Servants come under the threo categories 
following :— 

1. Thoao having, or belonging to ; faiilies 
or homes of their own in the Dominion are to 
be taken with their own families, 

2 Those not having homes as above are to 
be taken with the families with whom they 
are living. 

3.1 hose in settled employment and resident 
with any family are to be taken as not having 
ahomg of their o«n,. 

Persons having no family abode,and no fix- 
ed domicile, will be taken wherever they are 
found, whether on board ships, in schools, in 
shanties, private houses, or elsewhere. Or- 
phans in public institutions, and persons in 
asylums, and prisoners without family abode, 
or sentenced to life, will bs taken where they 
happen to be. 

A family, a4 understood for the purpose of 
the census, may consist of one person living 
alone or of any number of persons living to. 
gether unter one roof, and haying their {ood 
provided together. 

The census returns of Population and Prop- 
erty are to consist of facts as they exist on the 
4th day of April 1881. Returns, which are 
to embrace a yearly psriod, such as the num- 
ber of births and deaths, the enumeration of 
products, &c,,are to be counted for the twelve 
months immediately preceding the 4th of 
April. Therefore, any person who was alive 
on the 4th of April 1881, although he may 
have died between that dateand the date of 
the enumerator’s visit, is to be recorded as if 
Hving ;aud for the same reason infants who 
may have been born after the 4th of April, 
are not to be recorded whether deal or alive. 

The enumerator will himself write the 
answers given to the questions arising out of 
the headings in the most scrupulous manner. 
The information must be the definite answer 
of the person to whom the question is to be 
put; and the enumerator 18 never to take upon 
himself to insert anything which is not stated 
or distinctly acknowledged by the person 
giving the information. But an enumerator 
may assist the person giving the information 
80 far as to point out any apparenterror, o1 
indicate a fact omitted. In every case he must 
read over the facts he has taken to the person 
from whom he has obtained them, for check- 
ing the correctness of his -entries, 

In case of refusal of any pereon to answer 
questions put, which are necessary to obtain 
information require’ for filling the schedules, 
or of the enumerator receiving any information 
which is apparently untrue, itis his duty to 
warn the person against the consequence of 
such crimina' course ; and if it is persisted in, 
it is hia duty then to briog the offender to 
justice, as provided by the Act. 

The enumerator must endeavor, taking for 
bis guide the spirit of the law :— 

1, Not to omit anything of importance, 

2. Not to record the same thing twice, 

3. Not to exaggerate anything. 

4. Not to underrate anything. 

The intercourse of the enumerators with the 
public is required to be marked with disore- 
tion and forbearance, Persons are to be as- 
sured that nothing taken down can by possi- 
bility injare or effect their standing or busi- 
ness: as the enumerator is sworn notto make 
known any circumstance whatever to any 
person, except to sworn officers of the Depart- 
ment, who are also sworn to secrecy, ‘ihe 
comm ssioners and eaumerators are forbidden 
to give any synopsis of the result of the ocen- 
sus, or any part thoreof, to any one, The 
result will be given by the Department at the 
earliest possible period. 

The onumerator must himself,in every case, 
go to every dwelling or industrial establish- 
ment in each district or division in which en- 
quiry is to be made, 

The ioformation sought forin this census 
relates solely (with the exception of the re- 
turns of population and deaths) to the amount 
of property held at the time for taking the 
census, and to the total amount of produocta 
of the last twelve months before such taking. 
For example, a farmer reports having grown 
500 bushels of wheat, of which he has con- 
sumed 100 bushels, sold 200 bushels, and has 
atill on hand 200 bushels, The whole 500 
bushels must be set downin the census, be- 
cay the farmer appears simply as a producer, 
On the other hand, tho storekeeper or mor- 
chant who has purchased the wheat has noth- 
ing to enter in the census for this, So with 
a manufacturer who has manufactured 10,000 
yarda of cloth during the last twelve months, 
He ia to enter the whole 10,000 yards, na 
matter what portion ho has sold, or what he 
has still in stock, 

The instructions to the enumorators are 
vory explicit throughout tho part of the work 
which is to be performod by thom, to be care- 
ful in every matter to be entered to avoid 
mistakes, to bo respootful in their bearing, and 
to seoure correct information on the points 
they have under onquiry.

The Ditterent Races of Bees and 
Their Crosses. 


[Read hefore the Northeastern Bee- Keepers As- 
sociation in Utica,by Julius Hoffman | 

When I undertake to ive my views and 
conclusions upon the questions indicated by 
the above heading, I do it fully apprehending 
the difficalty connected with it, more es- 
pecialiy so6n account of the recent introduc- 
tion of new varieties or races of bees into this 
country, I will not treat the subject scien- 
tifically forthe good reason that I most cer- 
tainly would fail insuch an attempt, avd 
furthermore L think it more in correspondence 
with thetendeucies cf this society of honey 
producera to write asa bee-keeper to follow 
bee-koepe s. 

We all know that in comparing our col- 
lonies of bees we find a marked difference in 
disposition as well asin productivoness; we 
are aleo aware of the fact that still wider dif- 
ferences exiat between ths several races and 
varities of the hovey-hee. Io view of these 
foots the intelligent bee-keeper of our day in- 
troduces foreign races into his apiaries, which 
by cross breeding give him the advantage of 
the good aualities that th» different races pos 
sess and diminish or eradicate such as are uo- 
desirable 

Iwill consider first, which is the best race 
of ths honey-bee in regard to practical hee- 
keeping, or rather. which possesses the best 
qu:lities. 

In reviewing the different races of bees, I 
will confine myself to those which belong to 
the species of Apis mellifica, which seems the 
one worthy of attention in regard to our ob- 
ject. In describing the different races or va- 
rieties, I will mention their good or bad qual- 
ities as they appear to me, 

L will bsgin with the dark or black bee of 
Germany, to which race alto belong the bees 
of Krain of the heather sections of Germany 
and other parts of Europe. These bees are 
principally found in the northern countries of 
Europe, but ara also iohabitsnts of Italy, 
Greece, Asia Minor, France and Spain, and 
other countries, and are widely spread in this 
country. They have some excellent qualities; 
the comb honey produced by them is of the 
nicest appearsnce, and their queens are long- 
lived aodinetigis but owing to their dar 
color and their habit of running off the combs 
when disturbed, the Qaeens are not easily 
found when wanted, and much time is lost by 
the beekeeper. ; 

The Italian or Ligurian race was originally 
found in northern Italy, in southern Tyrol 
and some parts of Switzerland, They were 
imported into Germany in 1853, and soon 
after to England and America, I think it 
unnecessary to describe their appearance, as 
it is well known to bee-kespers. They are 
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of their comb honey, In sealing their honey 
cella they leave an air spaco between the 
honey and the sealing, which makes the fin- 
ished comb look whiter. Italian and Cyprian 
bees do not do this, which makes the comb 
look darker, as the honey shows through the 
cappings. But as most of our Italians pro- 
duce quite as nico an article of comb honey 
a8 the blacks, and as the black bee bas bo 
other advantage which is not found in the 
yellow racas I think it best to exclude 
from the crosees to be made. I would 

exclude the Egyptian bees, as they build 
smaller cells and posseas other objectionable 
features. For the most desirable cross then 
Leal recommend the Italian and Cyprian 


In the Italian bec we already have the re. 
sults of cross breeding aosom plished apparently 
through the mingling of the black and the 
Exyptian bees. But the Italien bees neod 
perfecting. They vary greatly in their char- 
acter and in the color of the queens, and show 
too much of the blood from the black bee, 
These shortcomings we aay no doubt improve 
by the Cyprian blood, as the Cyprians are a 
fixed and purer race than the Italians, and have 
other good qualities which we miss in these, 

Although good results are obtained by a first 
croas between the two races, it will without 
doubt require patience and great skill to per- 
fect a race which combines the best qualities 
of the two races, 1n conclusion let mo remark 
that in cross breeding, we should consider the 
drones of as much importance and as having as 
much influence on their progeny as the queens, 
It will even be found that they will be more 
effective in transmitting the characteristics of 
& race than the queen.

tle and industrious than the common black 
bee, In times of scarcity they will gather 
honey from flowers which black bees will not 
notice. . 

They are also more qaiet in handling, and 
their queens being generally of tight color en- 
ables us to find them readily. In defending 
their homes against robbers and the moth, 
they are more vigorous than black bees. 
Their one bad feature is they do not carry on 
brood rearing as extensively as some other 
races toward the end of the honey season and 
therefore often go into winter quarters rather 
weak in numbers, 

The Egyptian bee is similarly banded as th 
Italians, but the bands are more of a red color; 
the thorax and abdomen are covered with 
white hair, They ae smaller in size than 
the Italian and build smaller cells, ten cells 
of the Egyptian worker's comb being equal in 
breadth to nine of the Italian or blacks and 
eleven drone cells measure about the same as 
ten of the other races. The depth of their 
cells is also proportionately less, They were 
introduced into Germany in 1864, and after a 
lengthy and thorough trial by F. W. Vogel, 
found to winter badly; they were also very 
gross and had other bad qualities. Mr. Vogel 
however arrived at some very iuteresting 
facts in crossing the black German bee 
with the Egyptian. He succeedod by 
repeated and careful crossing betwen the two 
reces, in producing the Italian bee so porfect- 
ly that no difference between this cross and 
tho pure Italian could be detected. L 

Tho Syrian bees were only introduced into 
this country last season and we know yet 
very little about them. German writers de- 
soribe thomasa variety of tho Egyptian 
boo, from which they seem to differ, by being 
a vory little larger and by having tho thorax 
covered with yellowish bair jnstead of 
white, 

Lastly I mention the Cyprian bee, which in 
appearanco resembles the Italian, although very 
different from thom in character They are 
oasily distinguished from the Italians by their 
slender and well pointed abdomen which is 
also a glossy bright yellow, They aro a purer 
blooded a more fixed aco than the Italian, 
which is shown by tho fact that thoir quoens 
aro moro uniform in color, Their et fs 
valuo oxists in their wonderful breeding 
quality in which thoy greatly surpass the Ital- 
ign and black bee, In consequence their colo- 
pies aro vory populons all through the soxson 
and go into winter well stocked, Another 
good point is the vigor and longevity of thoir 
quoens, which wo-mies in Italian queens, They 
aro highly spoken of in Germany aa honey 
gathorerr, for which qu slity they have not 
yet boon sufficiently toxtod in this oonptry, 
As far aa my own experienc » oxtendsa Ido not 
think them euperior to the Italian in this 
reapoot TI also haye found them to be more 
irritable and to be handled accordingly. | 

I do not speak of the lous distinct varictios 
of the preceding races, but will give my con- 
clusions in regard to the moat dosirable oroea 
botwo'n the vafforent races, We wish to ob- 
tain a race of bees, that will breed well and 
continuously give the beat results in honey 
producing, both in quality and quyntity, nos 
ie too crows for hendling, baye vigor us end 
long lived queens, and gasily dintinguished by

The Mechanics’ Institute. 


Tho Managers of the Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute are to be congratulated upon the suc- 
cess which has attended their efforts hith- 
erto; it remains with our citizens furthor 
to promote its efficiency. This is a public 
institution, in respect to which it needs but 
little reflection to recognize its importance 
and advantages. Indeed, it would seem to 
be rather a reflection upon the intelligence 
of the public to reason with them on the 
desirability of extending its usefulness, but 
in drawing attention again to the matter 4 
few words may not be outof place, simply 
by way of a reminder. 

It will be generally admitted that every 
town or city the size of Belloville ought to 
have a public library, and certainly we can 
scarcely conceive of a more simple,cconom- 
ical and beneficial mode that could be 
adopted for this end than by means of this 
institution, which is endowed to a certain 
extent by the Goyernment with a yearly 
allowance, that it may help the people to 
help themselves in this enlightened and 
enlightening object. 

Were each one who is able—and who will 
say he is not able ]—tobecomea momber by 
paying the small annual fee required, there 
would be little trouble in maintaining 4 
library worthy the intelligence of our com- 
munity, and constantly augmenting it by 
the addition of new and popular works. 
The nucleus of a library, consisting of up- 
wards of one thdusand volumes, chiefly 
standard works, has been formed through 
the liberality of a few of our citizens, and 
for any one to decline becoming a member 
of the Association on the ground that larger 
and more frequent additions are not made 
to it is only to contirm the very thing they 
deprecate. The one and only thing now 
needed to increase the stock of books, is an 
increase in the number of members. 

We are sure the investment in this way 
of the trifling sum required is an economic- 
aland profitable investment, for unlike 
other commodities, literature may be owned 
incommon by alarge number of persons 
and each derive the full benefit of the whole 
as much as if he possessed it all in his own 
individnal right. What of course is of 
value in books, being the contents, this 
esch can appropriate to himself and till 
leave it all to others, so that if there be a 
hundred members, over and above what 
are needed to pay current expenses, each 
one has value returned to him exactly one 
hundred fold. There is really no other 
conceivable way of spending money with 
the certainty of sueh an ample return, and 
we sincerely hope that the general public 
will show their appreciation of the Belle- 
ville Mechanica’ Institute and Library As- 
sociation this year by a larger increase in 
the membership than it has yet witnessed. 

We know some of the more wealthy may 
justly ssy that they have no personal in- 
terest to serve by becoming members, as 
they have extensive libraries at home which 
they can add to at pleasure, and as to a 
resort for reading and recreation,they have 
their own firesides and wide social circle, 
Yet we are eatistied that very few of these 
will hesitvte on reflection to add their 
quota forthe common good by enlisting 
themselyes as members. Further, if it 
were more generally known that provision 
is made for ladies becoming members of 
this association, we ere persuaded that 
maby more in the city than have done 
ao would willingly avail themselves ot the 
opportunity, seeing so much good may be 


accomplished theroby.

The Consolidated Kauway Act. 


The Act which the Government promised 
for the amendment of the Uonsolidated 
Railway Act, with the object of protecting 
the public interest in matters relating to 
the Pacific Kailway contract, has been in- 
troduced into the Senate. Its principal 
provisions ore ; 


Whereas doubts have arisen as to the true in- 
tent and meaning of the word ‘‘capital” in the 
eleventh sub-section of the seventeenth section 
+1 The Consolidated Railway Act, 1879,” here- 
inafter called ‘‘ The Railway Act,” and it is ex- 
pedient to ren.ove much doubta: Therefore, Her 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate and House of Commons of Canada, 
enacts as follown:— 

1. The said word ‘‘capital,” as used in the sald 

mb-section, meant and means the paid up stock | 
and share capital of the Comp sny, with interest 
added for periods during which no dividends are 
paid, to the exclumon of all subsidies and houus | 
os, andof the debt of the company. And this

admit of a cloar space of seven feet he- 
twoon'tho tops of freight cars and the lower 
beams of the bridge, provided that the 
Governor in Vouncil may except any &x- 
isting works covered by this clause frou its 
operation, 

The form of yoarly roturns to tho Minis- 
tor of Railways and Canals is largely ©x- 
tended. They embrace ;—1, Location and 
general description of railway, showing the 
county or counties through which the rail- 
way runs, the terminal points, connections, 
if any, and giving a goneral description of 
tho line and the country through which it 
passes, statomont containing copies of all 
contracts made by the Company for the 
construction of any part of the railway ; 2, 
capital amount ; 3, loans or bonuses from 
governments or municipalities ; 4, bonds or 
other securities negotiated by the com- 
pany ; 5, sales of land made by the com- 
pany ; 6, floating debt; 7, characteristics 
of the road ; 8, actual cost of railway and 
rolling stock ; 9, operations of the year and 
number of miles run ; 10, description of 
freight carried ; 11, rates of passenger fares 
per mile ; 12, earnings of the railway ; 13, 


Company ; 14, special rates of tolls eatab- 
lished by the Company ; 16, operating ex- 
penses ; 1(),summary of operating expenses; 
17, accidents ; 18, names and residences of 
directors and officers of the Oompany. 

This measure effectually disposes of the 
objections which the Opposition took in the 
debate on the contract as to the capital upon 
which, when 10 per cent is earned, rates of 
freight may be reduced by the Governor- 
General in Council. They loudly asserted 
that the capital was to include the whole 
value of the portions of the road which the 
Government are to construct and refused 
to accept the declarations of Sir Charles 
Tupper and the Premier to the contrary, 
Senator Scott stated in his speech in the 
Senate that if his doubts on this point were 
removed the bargain would be much leas 
objectionable to him. Probably others of 
his party will now think with him. 


Montreal and the N. P. 


The budget debate has been productive 
of a very large amount of informatiou in 
regard to the effects of the tariff upon the 
manufacturing and other industries of the 
country, and this information has been ofa 
highly gratifying character to all who 
place the prosperity of the country above 
mere party feeling and deyotion to the 
theory of free trade which is confessedly 
unworkable in Canada. Perhaps the most 
valuable—because the most particular and 
concise —statement in regard to the matter 
was made by Mr. Coursol, member for 
Montreal East, who presented the follow- 
ing facts in regard to the beneficial in- 
fluence that the National Policy has had 
upon the industries and commerce of Mont- 
real. He said : 


Manufacturing enterprises were springing 
up in every part of Montreal, factories were 
now working on full time which a couple of 
years ago were on half time, and the results 
in this connection were really marvellous. He 
would just like to show particularly what 
progress had been made jn Montreal under 
the tariff In the first place a new corset fac- 
tory had been opened. Then the Hudon cot- 
ton mills had been enlarged and would be 
still further enla 80 ax toemploy 300 al- 
ditional hands. There was anew skate fac- 
tory, the machinery for which cost $25,000, 
and would turn out one thousand skates per 
week, There were new chemicsl manulac- 
tories ; the capital of one was $125,000,and it 
employed tifty hands. Steiner’s biscuit fao- 
tory, opened since 1878, employed seventy- 
five men. MacDougall’s manafactory for the 
making of car wheels was closed in 1878; it 
now employs 200 men. Additions were being 
made to the rolling mills wi ha view to the 
manufacture of boiler tubing and gas and 
water pipes. There was a new hammer 
and tool etek by There was a new cot- 
ton factory being organized; it was 
koaown as the Merchants’ Cotton Mavu- 
facturing Company. The capital would 
be $400,000, 5.0 men would be employed, 
and bleached cotton would be its  pro- 
duct. Abbott & Co,, of Boston, had 
ovened a factory tor the manufacture of 
organettes ; it would emyloy 250 hands. Two 
new silk factories had b en opened, anda 
factory forthe making of twist, ribbon, &c, 
Toe glass works, which were closed in 1878, 
were opeaed again in 1879, and now employed 
35 bands. The now electro-p'ate works em- 
ployed forty hands. A new paper mill started 
in 1889 now employed for y hande. Red- 
pene sugar factory, re-opened, employed 500 

ands ; i¥ paid $200,000 per gnnum in wages 
and benefitted other trades largely. Wright 
& Matson’s factory, which was in bankruptoy 
in 1878, omployed 200 hands now. The 
steam engine and boiler works had been en 
laryed, ths mafufseturing of railway c\re 
had been entered into; a nail factory; a horse- 
shoe factory—(Opposition lauyhter)—a rub- 
ber factory, and carriage factories had either 
been started anew orenlarged. (Opposition 
laughter.) Hon, gentleman opposite might 
luuh satinecally, but if they had sen the 
empty workshops, the'desapondent maufac- 
turers, the unemployed workmen, the unoc- 
cupiel houses and stores of Montreal in 
1878, they would not have laughed, and if 
they could now visivthe city and observe 
the change they would laugh, not in satire, 
bat with satisfaction atthe change which 
had been effected. Ho might also mention 
that there was now soap factory in Mont- 
real ; that the boot and shoo factories had en- 
larged their business, and that the manufac 
ture of articles in brass and copper, of rail- 
way lsmypacf coal oil lamps and burners, and 
0 do r tinges and knobs, bad been commenc- 
o!. He was conscientiously convioced that 
lacking protection the imp-ovgment in ques. 
ti n Would not be so extensive, and we were 
o situated that without this policy our indya- 
tries wonld for years have rm maiued crushed 
under thu adverse inflaenve of American

One of tho reasons advanced at tho Ma- 
doo mee‘ing with regard to tho achome 0 
connecting the iron mines with Weller’s 
Bay by means of a railwoy, Was that Belle- 
ville does not offer sufficient facilities for 
the shipment of iron ore, It was alleged 
that, whereas not more than from 300 to 
400 tons could be taken from Belleville by 
each yeasel, craft carrying 1,000 tons could 
bo loaded at Weller’s Bay. The persons 
who made this statement must either have 
been grossly ignorant of the facts, or have 
purposely mis-stated them. Inquiry at the 
Custom House affords the information that 
a fow years ago one of Messrs, Page & Co.'s 
large barges, which tave been for throe or 
‘four years past laid up on the opposite side 
of the bay, carried a cargo of 516,000 feet 
of lumber hence to Oswego. The woight 
of 1,000 feet of pine lumber, fresh from 
the mill, asit is usvally shipped, is stated by 
different authorities at from 3,600 pounds 
to 4,000 pounds ; but taking the lowest esti- 
mate as correct, the weight of this cargo 
would be 927 tons. During last season, 
when the water was lower than it has been 
for many years previous, tho schvoners 
Marquis and Bentley took somo very heavy 


cargoes from Belleville and from Trenton. | 


The heaviest cargo hence was 488,000 feet, 
or 878 tons, and from Trenton we have 
reason to believe that even heavier loads 
were carried, Now as the two difficult 
points in the Bay navigation are at Nigger 
Island (between Belleville and Trenton) and 
between Telegraph Island and Mill Point, 
where there is a long flat with rock bottom, 
the facts above noted show conclusively that 
the statement above referred to was false. 
The Murray Canal scheme includes, we have 
reason to believe, the deepening of the 
channel at Nigger Island and west of Tren- 
ton, as well as at Telegraph Island. Even 
with the present channel, and with the 
water at the lowest pitch, cargoes of from 
900 to 1,000 tons cau be taken past the 
Nigger Island obstruction, and with a very 
small expenditure, a depth of 12 feet of 
water can be had throughout the Bay. 
The propeller Indian, drawing 11 teet, suc- 
ceasfully navigated the bay last season, ply- 
ing between Trenton and Oswego. 


The Grand Junction wharves extend out 
to 13 feet of water, su that, with the early 
completion of the Murray Canal, which is 
now assured, Belleville will present all the 
facilities that are necessary for the shipment 
of iron ore, and there will be no possible 
use for a railway to Weller’s Bay. 


Some Comparisons. 


In the course of his able speech on the 
budget, Mr Plumb made some compari- 
sons—drawn from the official returns in 
each case—which are of much interest 
and importance, The Ottawa Citizen states 
that he refuted the representation that 
the tariff had imposed heayy additional 
burthens on the Maritime Provinces, and 
especially upon New Brunswick, by show- 
ing from the trade returns that the percen- 
tage of duty on total imports of goods 
entered for consumption in that Province 
in 1877 was $28.74, and in 1880, $21.83. 
The rate of Customs duties per head in 
New Brunawick was $479 in 1874-75; 
$5.07 in 1878-79, and $3.05 in 1879-80. 
The rate of Costoms duties per head for 
the Dominion was $4.19 in 1875-76, and in 
1879-80 it was $3 83. Thus it will be seen 
that the rate for New Brunswick was 78c 
per capita less in 1879-80 than the average 
of the whole Dominion. Mr. Plumb made 
a strong point in a comparison of the trade 
resources and debt per head of the United 
States and Canada, assuming a popula- 
tion of 560,000,000 and 4,000,000 respective- 
ly, apropos of certain criticiems upon Oan- 
ada by an English Radical writer and those 
of the late Finance Minister in his speech. 
The United States imports in 1879 amount- 
ed to $446,532,718, equal to $36,000,000 
for Usnads, Canada actually imported 
$52,581,648. The United States exports 
in 1879 were 728,963,829, equal to $58,- 
000,000 for Canada. Oanada actually ex- 
ported $82,918,928. The United States ex- 
penditure in 1879 was $266,947,983, equal 
to 322,260,000 for Canuda. Canada’s ox- 
penditure was $24,850,361. But there are 
large expenditures made by the United 
States similar to those made by the Do- 
minion. The revenue of the United States 
for 1879 was $273,827 ,182, equal to $22,- 
812,000 for Canada. The revenue for Can- 
ada was $23,307,406. The debt of the 
Uuited States was $2,245,500,000 equal to 
$180,000,000 for Uanada. Tho debt of 
Canada is $156,942,471. There are aleo 
City and States debts of the United States 
amounting to $800,000,000. Tho acreage 
of public lands of the United States, ex- 
clusive of Alaska, is computed at 144,240,- 
056 or 29 acres per head of the population. 
The lands of Oanadain the North-Wost 
alone are computed at 260,000,000 acres 
of an arable nature, embracing the largout

It will be observed that thoro is nothing 
for the Eastern lines—for the Grand Junc-

or for the Napaneo, Tamworth and Que-

The Murray Canal Again. 


‘*€ Fools rush in where” people who pos. 
sess more experience stand aloof. The 
| Ottawa Free Press assails the Government 
| for placing a sum in the estimates for work 
| on the construction of the Murray Canal, 
whilst the Globe, taught by experience, 
holds aloof after a rebuff which it has re- 
ceived and keeps up a powerful thinking 
on the subject. The Ottawa Grit organ 
reiterates its baseless assertions that the 
| sum put in the estimates is simply for the 
| purpose of influencing tho election in East 
Northumberland and that the canal will 
not be built. It says: 

“Our perfectly legitimate observations on 
the Murray Cavsl, have apparently stirred the 
bile of the little Tory crowd, who imagined 
that by reviving the project, and getting the 
Government to put a pretentious item in the 
eatimates they might influence the election in 
East Northumberland in favor of their party. 
The device was as open as an old gill-net, but 
sufficient, in the estimation of these people, 
to trap the electoral fish of the county, Of 
course itis only natural that they ehould be 
angry at the exposure of their little game. 
Hence, all this how] against the Free Press. 
‘Lhe Murray canal, like the Ottawa ship canal, 
is one of those enterprises which have served 
a couple of generations or more of politicians 
with atheme to expatiate upon. Of late, 
however, like our own canal again, very little 
was heard about 1t till a vacancy occurred in 
the neighborhood tor the House of Commons, 
Then came the item in the estimates clearly 
intended to work in the manner of a bribe to 
East Northumberland. Itis quite fossible 
tbat all the advantages claimed for the canal 


may accrue from its construction, but we are 


uite satisfied toat the Minister of Public 
Worke has no notion of carrying his good in 
tentions that far, The sudden concession of 
a promise of a grant of $25,000 on the eve of 
an election is quite sufficient proof of that, 
should East Northumberland return a Liberal 
to the House of Commons, we will hear no 
more of the Murray Canal from’ either the 
Ministry or its now enthusiastic advocates, 
Eyen should the game succeed’ the probabil- 
ities are in the same direction, though not so 
strong perhaps. If the work is so important 
as the organs pretend how is it they did not 
discover its importance and its urgency until 
it was noeded asa cry co carry a county? 
The thing is transparent,and we will be great- 
ly mistaken should it have the effect of bam- 
poonling the electora of East Northumbor- 
and,.”’ 


Tn point of malice andignorance of the 
facts the above is a fitting addendum to 
the previous lucubrations of the same Writer 
on this subject. Had he read the Globe of 
a few days ago he would have learned that 
that journal claimed the credit of reviving 
the project, which, however, was done in 
October, 1879, by a meeting of the repre- 
sentative men of the district, including Mr. 
Striker, M.P.P., Mr. James, Mayor of 
Napanee,and numerous other Reformers of 
undoubted fidelity to their party. Last 
year the Minister of Railways and Canals 
promised distinctly that the work should be 
undertaken, and there was then no vacancy 
in the representation of East Northumber- 
land, nor any prospect of a vacancy, the 
allegation that the coming election has had 
any influence with the Government is so 
clearly disproved by the facts that no one 
save the editor of the Ottawa Free Press or 
some one equally ill informed would ven- 
ture to make such a silly charge. 

As to the good faith of the Government 
in the matter, that is something of which 
the Grit press can know nothing, and any- 
thing in thd form of prophecy which eman 
ates from them is not likely to receive much 
attention after their dismal failure with re- 
gard tothe N. P. The next proof of their 
intentions isin their words and actions, 
which latter hayo so borne out the 
former. To insinwate that they will throw 
away $25,000,or o greater sum—for we re- 
gard it as probable thata further amount 
will be given towards this work—is arrant 
nonsense, and could only emanate from a 
diseased and corrupt imagination.

Cheese. 

The New York Bulletin says :—Buyers gen- 
erally still appear quite slow and indifferent, 
and the mark-t presents few features to “write 
up,” Shippers wi'l look at stock at the shad- 
ings Sccantly made, and there is a fair pros- 
pect that some of the parcels offering, especi- 
ally of fancy grade, can be placed; but the 
demand generally Jacke spirit and affords little 
encouragement to hope for a quicker and more 
animated market. During Friday, Ssturday 
and to-doy there has in a quiet way been a 
o neiderable amount of stock worked off, and 
ata furthershading. Particulars are not given 
closely, but 13}c, is understood to be the top 
obtained for fancies, and some first grades are 
off in proportion, and shippers haye in some 
cases secured stock fc. under the asking figure 
of one week ago, The decline does not sem 
to be considered very attractive by shippers, 
and the majority still stand off and bid very 
carefully, Receipts for the week at New Yok 
were 19,761 boxes; exports, 28,214 boxes. 
There has been more doing in the finer grades 
of cheese, and the market hada little more tone. 
Holders of inferior and second grades were 
looking more for actual business than to main- 
tain nominal prices, and these kinda were free- 
ly offered, 

In Montreal there is a fair demand from the 
country, but the high prices now current seem 
to have effected the consumption. Dealers 
complain that they can make no profits, and 
do not push sales. ‘There is a feeling in some 
quarters that present prices will not be sus- 
tained to the end of the season without a 
bresk ; but, as the available supplies do not 
seem to be any more than sufficient to finish 
the season, it is very doubtful if lower prices 
will be experienced. Finest is still quoted at 
70s, at which most of the sales have been 
made, 

Cuxrse.—The Utica Herald says;—‘‘Tho 
home trade in cheese has continu through 
the week to be small and uncertain, but the 
exports continuing unchanged, the sales and 
price have kept up. The trade has been 
mostly confined to the better grades 
which are eaid to be in a comparatively 
few hoends. In accordance with advices 
from Europe shippers have. been a 
little less cautious, but the small changes in 
price during the week have been mostly in 
their favor. Tho greater part of the business 
has been at 13S@13ho. An accumulating and 
increased supply of creamery skimmed cheese 
ia noted, caused partly by the growth of this 
system in Pennsylvania, ‘The price for such 
has been 100, In Boston there is only 4 small 
supply of choose, the receipts Inst woek by 
709 boxes lors than the preceding week, and 
the exports were 757 boxes. Holders thore 
believe prices will be maintained.

Daily Mutelligencer, 
Dominion Parliament 


THIRD SESSION—FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 


Orrawa, March J, 1881, 

At the suggestion of the Premiera reso- 
lution disposing of a certain lease of prop- 
erty to the Church of England Female Or- 
phan Asylum of Quebec was adopted in 
Committee of the Whole, and afterwards a 
Bill founded upon the samo was introduced. 

Mr, Langevin moved the House into 
Committee of the Whole upon the reso- 
lution granting to Messrs. Fleming & Oo., 
the sole right of laying a cable from British 
Columbia to Japan during twenty years tor 
telegraphic purposes. 

Messrs. Currier, Hector Oameron, and 
DeCosmos opposed the resolutions, and the 
latter citing British Columbia’s experience 
when a colony showed that granting a cable 
monoply from the western coast of British 
North America was contrary to the Imper- 
ial policy. * 

Mr. Ourrier directed attention to the 
fact that another company. whose Bill was 
now before Parliament, proposed to lay a 
cable from British Columbia to Japan, as 
well as lay other cables and construct land 
lines, and were ready to place $750,000 in 
the Government’s hands as a guarantee of 
their good faith. 

Mr. Hector Cameron dwelt upon the en- 
ormity of the monopoly clause. 

Mr, Blake and Sir A.J. Smith both 
spoke against granting a monopoly. Mr. 
Langevin, after considerable discussion, de- 
cided not to press the motion forthe present. 

The Bill to extend the Act establishing a 
uniform currency forthe Dominion of Can- 
ada, to British Columbia and Prince Edward 
[eland, was read a third time, and the Bill 
to provide for the salary of an additional 
Judge of the Court of Queen’s Bench and 
an additional Judge of the Superior Court 
in the Province of Quebec, and that renew- 
ing the Bill respecting the Administration 
of Criminal Justice in the territory in dis- 
pute between the Governments of Ontario 
and Uanada, were advanced a stage. 

The House resolved itself into a Com- 
mittee of Supply, and after desultory dis- 
cussion passed the vote for the Dominion 
police, penitevtiaries, immigration and qua- 
rantine, arts, agriculture, and statistics. 

On the Committee reporting, Mr. Blake 
moved that the writ be issued for an elec- 
tion in East Northumberland, A discussion 
followed, after which the motion was pul 
and carried, and the House adjourned at 
midnight. 


Untario Legislature. 


Toronto, March 1, 1880, 

Amongst the third readings were several 
railway and other private Bills, and two 
Government measures, one of them the 
railway accidents Bill. 

On the motion for the third reading of 
the Bill respecting the Grand Junotion 
Railway, 

Dr. Boulter said that he would move 
that the House go into Committee of the 
Whole to consider the Bill, and moyed that 
the Bill be amended so as to extend the 
charter and allow the Company to con- 
struct a line eastward to connect with the 
Oanada Ventral Railway. 

Mr. Pardee explained the action of the 
Oommittevin deciding against theextension 
of the charter eastward to the Oanada 
Central. The matter might bo brought up 
at next seasiop, when perhaps the exten- 
sion might be granted in view of the cir- 
cumstances then prevailing. The Commit- 
tee thought the charter was asked rather 
to cover the ground than with a view to 
construction. 

Mr. Blezard said that the granting of the 
charter while the Toronto and Ottawa en- 
terprise was pending might defeat both. 
Therefore he supported the action of the 
Committee. 

Mr. Meredith said the action of the Goy- 
ernment at Ottawa had altered the question 
since the Bill had been discussed in the 
Railway Comwittee. 

Mr. Pardee said the action of the Goy- 
ernment at Ottawa had not altered the case 
at all. 

Dr. Boulter urged the amendment grant- 
ing the extension on the ground that the 
Company was acting bona fide with a view 
to construction, and had an equal claim for 
a charter with other companies. 

On a division the amendment was lost by 
47 to 24.

Dr. Boulter mover another amendment 
to the effect that the company be author- 
ized to extend the road north from Ohe- 
mong Lake to Bobcaygeon and Fenelon 
Fallsa—to a point of junction with the Vio- 
toria Road. ‘ 

Mr. Pardee said no notice of this motion 
had boon given, and it was impossible to 
toll what effect the proposed amendment 
would haye on other railway chartora, 
Under these circumstances it would be 
better to loave the matter over until next 
session, when a Bill could be introduced 
and the matter doalt with properly. 

Dr. Boulter said the notice of motion 
had been given to the Committee, This 
was meroly on amendment to the third 
clause, There had been no agreement 
against the proposed extension, either in 
Uommittee or in the House. 

Mr. Pardeo said if it was the fact, as 
atatod by tho last speaker, that the quos- 
tion of the proposed northward extension 
was not considered in the Committeo, but 
that it was merely struck out because it 
was ombraced in the same clause as tho 
oastorn extention, there might be good 
grounds why it should pass. If the Bill 
were allowed to stand the matter would be 

tifled, 
rKe Bill was allowed to stand, 

A short discussion sprang up on the Bill

but the third reading was carried on a 
division. 

Mr. Crooks’ University Bill was passed 
through Committee with some amendmonts, 
the most important being the striking out 
of tho clause giving a second ropresentative 
to High School masters, and the insertion 
of anew one empowering the Senate to fill 
vacancies for the uncompleted portions of 
the terms of members removed by death or 
resignation. 

Sovyeral Government measures were con- 
sidered in committeo, and the Market 
ees Bill was read a second time, and re- 
ferred to a special Committee, 

On motion of Mr. Deroche, a return was 
ordered for the correspondence relating to 
the admission of women to the University 
College. After passing several other 
motions the House adjourned.

The newspaper is a barometer in more 
sonses than one. Its editorial page either 
leads or reflects public opinion; its adver- 
tising columns give the measure of a 
country’s commercial standing, and its 
general typographical appearance is an in- 
fallible index of the degree of patronage 
which it enjoys. There is no more palpable 
proof of the revivalof trade within the 
past two years, than the mechanical im- 
provement of our leading papers. The 
Globe and Mail have been so transformed as 
to rival the leading American dailies. The 
change of the Gazette of this city from four 
to eight pages, was a bold stroke of enter- 
prise, which delighted eVen its political 
adversaries. Every journalist who goes 
over his exchanges has noticed « marked 
improvement in nearly all of thom within 
the past year. Ourthree or four paper 
mills are working full time, and our type 
foundry is kept constantly busy. A notice- 
able feature of Canadian journalism, simi- 
lar in this respect to that of the American, 
is its wide dissemination.

THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

The Ceremonies of Inauguration 
at Washington. 


President Garfleid’s Success. 


WAsHI»Gton, March 4,—All Washington 
Was astir to-day, and it is estimated that 50,- 


000 strangers were in the city to witness the | holders of the Company, and bona fide in- 


ceremonies of inaugurating Mr, Garfild as 
the New President of the United States. The 
weather was chilly, with mnow and slusb,after 
the night's storm, but about 10),000 persons 
assembled to witness the procession and 
decorations, etc. At 10:15 the Presidental 
party, Messrs, Hayes, Garfiold, Whe oler, 
Arthur and Senators Pendleton, Anthony and 
Bayard, took their carriages, and, precoded 
by the Cleveland troops as special escort, the 
procession started, various divisions following 
according to programme After a review of 
the procession by the President, the Capitol 
was reached, whore all available seats were 
already filled. General Gartield’s wife and 
venerable mother occupied front seats in the 
private gallery, next the diplomatic gallery; 
Mrs, Hayes sat between them, and Misses 
Mollie Garfield ann Fannie Hayes and a few 
personal friends were also of the party. Gen- 
eral Hancock, with Colonel Mitchell and 
staff entered, and was greeted with continued 
applause. The Presidental procession having 
entered, Mr. Arthur was introduced to the 
Senate by Mr, Wheeler, who pefformed his 
last official act by proclaiming the Senate ad- 
journed without a day. Mr. Arthur then as- 
sumed the chair as Vice-President, and the 
existence of the new Senate was made known. 
The roll showed 72 members, with only two 
absentees, he procession then moved to the 
rotunda, At 12:30 the new President took 
his seat, with the Chief Justice on the right 
and ex-President Hayes on the left. Mr. 
Pendleton introduc d Mr, Gartield, who with 
clear voico, delivered his address as follows; 

The supremacy of the nation and its laws 
should be no longer the subject of debate, 
That discussion, which for half a century 
threatened the existence of the Union, was 
closed at last in the high court of war, by a 
decree from which there is no appeal. The 
elevation of the negro race from avers to the 
full rights of citizenship is the most important 
politicalchange we have known since the 
adoption of the Constitution. No thoughtfal 
man can fail to appreciate its benefivent effect 
upon our institutions and people, It has 
freed us from the perpetusl dauger of war and 
dissolution, No doubt the great change has 
caused a serious disturbance to our Southern 
community. Thisis to bo deplored, though 
it was unavoidable. Thorc was no middle 
ground forthe negro race between slayery 
and equal citizenship, There can be no per- 
manent disfranchised peasantry in the United 
States. The emancipated race deserve the 
generous encouragement of all good men, So 
fur as my authority cen lawfully extend they 
shall enjoy the full and equal protection of 
the constitution and laws, 

It should be said with the utmost emphasis 
that the question of suffrage will rever give 
repose or safety to the States or the nation 
until, within ite own jurisdiction, it makea 
and keeps the ballot free by the strong sanc- 
tion of the law, But the danger which arises 
from ignorance in the voter cannot be denied. 
For the North and South alike there is but 
one remedy. All the constitutional power of 
tho pation and the States, and all the volun- 
tary forces of the people, should be summoned 
to meet this danger by thw saving influence or 
universal education. 

Confusion has recently been created by va- 
riations in the rejative value of gold and silver, 
but I confidently believe that arrangements 
can be made between fhe leading commercial 
vations which will secure the general use of 
both metals. Congress should provide that 
the compulsory coinage of silver now required 
by the law may not disturb our monetary 
system by driving either metal out of circu 
lation, 1 possible, such an adjustment should 
be made that the purchasing power of every 
coined dollar will bo exactly equal to its 
debt psying power in ail the markets of the 
world. 

The refunding of the national debt at a low- 
er rate of interest should be accomplished 
without compelling the withdrawal of the 
National Bank notes, and thus disturbing the 
business of the country, The fioances of the 
Government shall suffer no detriment which 
it may be possible for my Administtation to 
prevent. 

The interests of agriculture deserve more 
attention from the Government than they have 
yetreceived. As the Government lights eur 
coasta for the protection of mariners and the 
henetit of commerce, so it should give to the 
tillers of the sojl the lights of practical ecience 
and experience, 

Our manufactories sre rapidly making us 
industriously independent, Their speedy and 
healthy growth should be masintained. Our 
facilities for transportation should be promoted 
by tie continued improyement of our harbors 
and interior water-ways, and by an increase 
of our tonnage on the oceau, 


The development of the world’s commerce 
has led toan urgent demand for shortening 
the yoyage around Cape Horn by conatructiog 
ship canals or railways across the isthmus 
which unites the twocontinents, None of the 
plans have been sufficiently matured to war- 
rant the United States in extending pecuniary 
aid, ‘Che subject is one which will immedi 
ately engage the attention of the Government 
with ‘a view to the thorough protection of 
American interests. Wo will urge no narrow 
policy, nor seek peculiar or exclusive privi- 
fase in avy commercial route. 

It is a reproach to the Government that in 
the most popylous of the Territories a con- 
atitutional guarantee is pot enjoyed by the 
people, and tho authority of Congress is sot at 
naught. The Mormon Ohurch uot only of- 
fends the moral sense of mankind by sanction 
ing polygamy, but prevents the administration 
of justice, Itis the duty of Congress to pro- 
hibig within “its jurisdiction all criminal 
practices of that class which destroy family 
rolations and endanger social order 

The Civil Service can never bo placed on a 
satisfactory basig till it is regulated by law, 
I shall, at the proper time, ask Congress to 
fix the tenure of minor offices of the several 
Executive Departments,and presorihe grounds 
upon which romovals shall bo mado during 
the terms for which incumbents have boon ap- 
pointed, It will be the purpose of my Ad. 
ministration to maintain the authority, and 
in a! places within its jurisdiction to enforce 
obedience to all the lawa of the Union in the 
interost of the people; to demand rigid 
eoonomy in all expenditures of the Govern- 
mont, and to require the honest and faithfal 
sorvive of all executive officers, remembering 
that offices were created, nt for the bonott 
of the incumbents or their supporters, but 
for the service of Government, 

I shall greatly roly upon tho wisdom, and 
patriotiem of Congress, and of those who may 
share with mo the responsibilities and datics 
of the Administration; and above all, apon 
our effortate promote the welfaro of this 
yroat peoplo and their Government, I rever 
ontly invoke tho support and blessing of Al. 
mighty God,

In the Commons Bills were introduced 
incorporating the Northern, North-Western 
and Sault Ste. Marie Railway Company, 
and also the Acadian Steamship Company. 
The Minister of Jostice also introduced a 
Bill to amend the Act respecting the An- 
drew Mercer Ontario Reformatory for 
Females and the Central Prison of Ontario 
The Minister of Agriculture laid his annual 
report upon the table. A resolution mak- 
ing better provision for the inspection of 
steamboats and boilers was passed in Com- 
mitteo, and afterwords a Bill introduced by 
the Minister of Marine founded upon the 
same. 

Sir Leonard Tilley introduced a bill re- 
specting certain savings banks in Ontario 
and Quebec. In Committee,an interesting 
debate on the Minister of Agriculture's bill 
to amend the Patent Act of 1872 took 
place. This is a Bill purposing to remove 
several patents which have lapsed by reaso 
of the patenteo’s negligence. Progress was 
reported after debste. 

After recess,several ivrivate Bills were 
advanced a stage, among which was the 
Ontario and Quebec Railway Company's 
Act of Incorporation, which went through 
Committee of the Whole. 

In Committee of Supply,the votes for the 
improvement of the harbors and rivers® 
dredging, slides and booms, roads and 
bridges, televraphs, &c., onder the head of 
public works and bnildipgs chargeable to 
income, and the yotes for militia and 
scientilic institutions,marine hospitals for 
sick and distreased seamen, steamboat in- 
spection, superintendence of insurance 
companies, geological survey, and customs 
were pased. 

The Committee reported progress,and the 
House adjourned at 1:40 a. m.

In the disoussion which took place 

tho Legislature on the Kailway aid resolu- 
tions, Mr, Pardee claimed that the Gov- 
ernment had introduced no haphazard 
achome, but one based upon A principle. | 
What other “principle” than that of ouk 
tivating the favor of the western section of 
the Province we are at a loss to know, as 
not one of those roads aided, except the 
Pacific Junction, comes up to either the 
letter or tho spirit of the Railway Aid Act. 
Asthe Peterborough Review points out, 
“thoy do not open up a single acre of new 
territory for settlement. Tnoy are all lo* 
cated ina country alroady well, if not 
oversupplied with railway facilities. The 
one from Rondeau to Dresden in a distance 
of loss than forty miles crosses both the 
Canada Southern and Western Railways, 
hence the people there cannot lack railway 
facilities; tho second in running from 
Harriston to Wiarton runs through the 
county of Bruce, which is already supplied 
with the Toronto, Grey and Bruce, aud the 
Wellington, Grey and Bruce Railways; and 
tho third is equally sorrounded with rail- 
roads, so that in every one of these cases 
the grants are a gross injustice upon the 
people of this province; and a wilful waste 
of public money, unless, indeed, it be laid 
down as the duty of the Provincial Legis- 
ture to aid in building a railway to every 
man‘sdoor—that is to every man’s door 
who lives west of Toronto, because we in 
the east, no matter how deserving our 
achemes, or how far our proposed lines 
may be from competing ones, or how much 
they may be designed to open up ordevelop 
the unsettled portions of the province, must 
go without a dollar.” 

The resolutions, asia the custom of the 
Government, were brought down in the 
last days of the session, when thero was 
not sufficient time for full discussion, and 
of course were carried, The grave injus- 
tice thus perpetrated will doubtleas be re- 
membered by the electors of this part of 
ithe Province. 


A New Sugar Hefinery. 


“Whilst the Grits have been loudly decry- 
ing the tariff, the much-abused N. P. has 
gone on steadily in carrying out the wishes 
and expectations of its promoters. The 
varied interests of the country have been 
wonderfully stimulated by the effects of the 
tariff during the two years now closing in 
which it has been in operation. 

Especially ncteworthy have been the 
tesuits with regard to the sugar refining 
industry. Under the Oartwright tariff 
Redpath’s refinery in Montreal was closed, 
being unable to compete with the bounty- 
fed product of the New York refineries ; 
but by the readjustment of the tariff Mr. 
Redpath was enabled tu resume business, 
with what a highly boneficial effect Sir 
Leonard Tilley fully showed in his budget 
speech. The establishment of another re- 
finery in Montreal followed ; still another 
large concern went into operation at Monc- 
ton a short time ago, and a fourth—called 
the ‘‘Nova Scotia sugar refinery’—will 
commence business at Halifax within o few 
days. This establishment, to a description 
of which the Halifax Herald devotes up- 
wards of six columns of small type, is a 
yery extensive one, and will add much 
the prosperity of the city where it is 
located. The building, which is the 
largest structure in the Maritime Proy- 
inces, occupied nine months in construc- 
tion, cost $123,000, and gave omploy- 
ment, directly and indirectly to 1,000 per- 
sons. The machinery cost $200,000, of 
which $50,000 worth was made in the Pro- 
Vince ; constant employment will be given 
to 160 men; and the refinery is capable of 
turning out 500 barrels of sugar daily. This 
refers only tothe men employed in tho 
refinery building. It will indirectly give 
employment to hundreds of men in mining 
coal, making and trucking barrels, to sea- 
«nen and vessels bringing the raw material 
to Halifax ; and the shipment of the manu- 
factured article will be an important item 
of freight to the railways, the coasting 
yeesels, and the eastern and western coast- 
ing, St. Pierre and Newfoundland steamors, 
In every respect the refinery ig a first class 
one, and its prospects of success sro ox- 
cellent. The company whoconduct it have 
a three months’ supply of sugar and 6,000 
barrels to start with, aad doubtless its pro- 
duct will soon be placed on the market. 

With such proofs of the beneficial effects 
of the National Policy as aro afforded by 

the carrying into effect of this and other 
large projects in different lines of business, 
the Grits may continue to extol the virtues 
ot free-trade ns strongly ax they choose, 
Facts are stubborn things, apd tho facts 
are exactly contrary to their theories.

| ways (I rofer particularly to Manitoba and 
the North West Territory), so will the 
|numbers expand. Tho dissemination of 
the reports of the tenant farmers delogates 
and the other pamphlets issued to the pub- 
lic, and the more frequent visits to the 


in | country now made by literary men and 


tourists, will extend the knowledge of it, 
resources, while the construction of the 
Pacific Railway,and particularly the speedy 
completion of that portion of it from 
Thunder Bay to Winnipeg, cannot but 
prove an immense advantage, both to the 
old and new settlers in the western por- 
tions of the Dominion. 

The depression existing in agricultural 
circles in England and Scotland is causing 
many to look around for fresh fields in 
which to employ their energy and capital: 
Tho price of lands,and high taxes and tithes, 
bad seasons, and the competitions in the 
grain and cattle trade is making it impos- 
sible for British farmors to hold their own; 
and the reports of the delegates upon the 
suitability of Canada aaa field for agricul 
turists,and the advantages it possesses in 
the way of cheap land, low taxes,good edu- 
cation, facilities for transport of produce, 
etc., (and not least of all,its position 28 a 
British Colony) are attracting the attention 
of the agricultural section of the community 
and the press, It is expected that the 
second series of the reports to be shortly 
published (and which contain the opinions 
of some prominent agriculturists) will also 
carry much weight, 


The deplorable distress which has been 
so prevalent in Ireland, and the present 
disturbed stato of that country has natur- 
ally led to a large emigration, which has 
not been directed to a great extent to 
Canada, although the passengers by the 
mailboats from Derry in 1880 have been 
double that forthe same period in 1879. 
But it is well known that the passages of 
at least three-fourths of the people leay- 
ing were prepaid by their friends in other 
countries, and not controlled from this 
side. Jt isgenerally considered that the 
real remedy forthe existing difficulties 
must be a further emigration. 


The Volunteers. . 

We copy from the annual report of 
Lieut-Uol. Straubenzie, Deputy Adjutant 
General, his remarks as to the condition of 
the local volunteer corps, when inspected 
by him last year ; 

15TH BATTALION, 


This Battalion was inspected by me in 
camp, Massasiaga Point, near Belleville, on 
the 26th August, the Major General com- 
manding being present, I'he arms, with tho 
exception of some few rifles, were fairly 
clean, The sccontrements clean, but the 
clothing old and dirty and some deticiencies. 
The strength, including all ranks, 250; num. 
ber of reoraits, 111 ; marched past in column 
aud qguartr column, then formed line and 
Were put through the maoual and firing exer- 
cises by Major Henderson; both fairly per- 
formed, considering the number of recruits 
in the ranks, followed by battalion movemonta 
and skirmishing uoder the command of Lieut 
Colonel Lazier, In all these movements I 
owerved a marked improvement on last year, 
the men looking and drilling decidedly bet- 
ter, Uaptaios of companies messed their men, 
the rations costing the all wance granted by 
the Goverament, The health of the men was 
reported good aud their conduct excellent, I 
noticed several boysin the ranks, and on 
makiog enquiries I was surprised to learn 
that the men had not been medically inspect- 
ed previous to going into camp, and owing to 
this negleet on th» part of the Surgeon, 
youths physically uofit were a lowed to per- 
form drill, and the orders and regulations on 
the subject totally disregarded, I was also 
much struck with the waat of knowledge of 
drill of some of the non-commissioned officers, 
notably the one in charge of tho Camp 
Quarter Guard on the day of inspection, 
who turned his guard onfto the General, 
bot hed not the faintest idea how to 
turn it in sgain. I must again repeat what 
Isaid in my first report sent to Head Quar- 
ters in 1876, that uoless ‘‘some mvans 
are provided forthe instruction of officers 
anil nou-commissioned officera of Infantry 
there will be, ima very short time, no quali- 
tied offivers or non-commissioned officers in the 
foreo,” In thix Ba\talion, with the exception 
of the senior offivers,therp aro ovly one or two 
holding certificates, the others beiog young 
and inexp rienced, aod unless these take stops 
to quality, the regiment cannot be expected 
to attain toa high state oleffidiency.

Debate on the Subject. 


(From the Oficial Report, March 3.) 
Mr. BowkLt moved that the House do ro- 
solve iteolf into a Committeo of the Whole to 
consider the following resolutions :-— 
That it is expediont so to amend the 


Vict., chap. 10, amending the 
the Customs, as— 

(1) To make better provision respecting the 
abatement of ad valorem duties on goods import- 
ed by water and damaged, and to extend such 
provalons to goods im 

and conveyance and 

(2) To make better 
oaths and declarations 
as to appralsement of 
collection of additional 
valuation : 

(3) To provide more effectually for ensurin 
the payment of duties on goods warchoused, ond 
for the punishment of frauds on the revenue by 
smuggling, using false invoices, or by certain 
offences with respect to goods warchoused : 

* (4) To make better provision for the decision 
of cases respecting goods seized and detained for 
breach of the Customs Laws: 

(4) 'To empower the Governor in Council to 
transfer, for a time to bo named in the Order,to 
tho list of foods which may be imported free of 
duty, articles Nebracactes natural products or pro- 
ducts of manufactures) used as materials in Ca- 

jan manufactures, and to grant a drawback 
on the duty paid on articles so used as a specific 
sum in lieu of such drawback. 
He ssid—It has been found necessary in the 
working of the Customs Act, to make rome 
slight amendments to that Statute. The first 
amondmont I propose to make is for the pur- 
pose of remedying»s difficulty which exiats nt 
present with regard to allowances on goods 
which have come into the country by rail. 
At present a reduction can be made on goods 
which come into the country by water and 
are damaged, but there is not a similar pro- 
vision with regard to those which come in by 
rail. Provision is alsoto be made for the 
better ascertuining of the amount of damage 
upon certain articles or goods. At prosent if 
a bale of goods becomes damaged it is often 
put up at auction, andthe amount which it 
may bring is tbe amount upon which duty 
may be collected. In other cases the valua 
tion of the goods is made upon their valuation 
in Canada instead of in the country where 
thoy are purchased. The intention is to have 
the rebate in value upon the price paid in the 
market when the goods are purchased. The 
next clause will provide when officers in the 
Customs shall have the power of ‘administor- 
ing oaths. At present the law isso general 
that this power devolves upon any officer, 
from the collector down to the preventive 
officer, but we propose to amend the law by 
confining this power tothe collectors, sub- 
collectors, surveyors and chief clerks. Tho 
next proposed change also has reference to 
the oaths to be administered and to the cor- 
rection of a clerical error. At present pow- 
er is given to the Governor in Council 
to limit the terms of the oath which 
it may be necersary to administer to import- 
ers, but no power is given to enlarge its terms, 
This latter power it is proposed to give when 
necessary ; we also eg to take the final 
decision with regard to the valuation of g.0ds 
out of the hands of the collectors, At pre- 
sent if any difficulty arises in the Customs in 
regard to the appraisement of goods, if the 
appraiser adds to the invoice and the impor- 
ter objects, the appraisoment must be approv- 
ed by the collector, . If the merchant objects 
to the increase in the valuation, then by giv- 
ing notice, two merchant appraisers may be 
appointed to whom the question is referred, 
but in case they do not agree the collector 
who has previously given his decision becomes 
the final umpire. @ propose to take this 
power from the collector and confer it upon 
the Commissioner, whose decision shall be 
final, “The proposition is also made to amend 
the 46th clause of the Customs Act, by atrik- 
ing out certain words upon which a great deal 
of difficulty has arisen, from the fact that, as 
administered by my predecessors and myself, 
the law prohibits any reduction in the in- 
voices when presented for duty, The prao- 
tice has been when goods have gone up in 
value, and the invoice is presented upon 
which the duty is to be paid, for the apprais- 
ers and collectors to exercise the power of 
raising the value of the goods to the market 
price existing at the time at which they were 
exported from the country in which they were 
purchased ; but though the goods may haye 
gone down in value from 20 to 30 per cent. 
the law strictly forbids any reduction in the 
invoice. We propose to strike out the follow- 
ing words : 

“And the value of any goods for duty shall 

never be appraised at less than the value for 
duty, asit would appear by the invoice and bill 
of entry.” 
I think the House will readily admit that 
when an importer is obliged to swear that the 
price at which hois entering the goods is 
their true markets value at the time of ex- 
portation, heis placed, under the law’as it 
bow stands, ina position in which he should 
not be placed. ‘he proposed change will en- 
able the collector to add to or take from the 
value of the goods, according as their value 
has risen or failen between the time of pur- 
chase and the time of exportation, By the 
next amendment, penalties will be imposed 
when goods are allowed to be removed from 
tho custody of the Customs, unless the duty 
has been paid, We have found that the 
revenue has euffered by the practice of allow- 
ing merchants to remove their goods upon 
the understanding that tho duty shall be paid 
at future time. Wo intend to prevent that by 
fining any collector or officer of the Customs 
who will do anything of tho kind, It goes 
furthor, and it is intended to prevent what 
has been in the past termed the constructive 
bonding of goods, that is, allowing goods to 
go into consumption by receiving a bond from 
the importer, which is filed away in tho de- 
partment at Ottawa, or, perhaps, at the diffor- 
ent ports, and is forgotten, while such articles. 
may have been consumed, or in the caso of 
machinery, and the revenue lost to thet ox- 
tent. 1 think that the House will agreo with 
mo that all importors should be placed in tho 
samo position, and that no advantage should 
be takon of a permission made in the past of 
allowing men to bring any influence to boar 
either upon the collector, or the Goyernment, 
or tho Minister of Customs, and through that 
influence to obtain a bond which will enable 
him to keep goods fur any length of timo and 
causo a loss to tho revenue, I have hada 
number of casce under my observation during 
the last fow yoars ; one caso was in the West 
and anothorin Montreal, and in both cases, 
in closing their bonds, and compel.ing thom 
to pay their datios duo tho Government, | 
havo ocollectod from thom something lke 
$10,000 oach bofore they could roloase their 
bonds. Whenever articles of that kind como 
in, the better way would be not to give any 
collector power to grant tho admission of goods 
undor such bonds, which shall only be dono 
by the Governor in Council, who shall assume 
the whole responsibility in tho mattor,

all articles alike, It is proposed also to 
amend the 34th clause, which provides that 
goods in whole packages may bo ox-ware- 
housed when they are to be immodiately sont 
out of the country, and inno case can goods 
bo sold ex-warehouse unless the duty amounts 
to $20,000, unless it be the remaining stock 
that in in the warchouse, ‘Tho proposition is 
to allow for exportation any whole packago 
that is taken out of the warohouse and ex- 
ported, if the merchant desires to do so. The 
amendmont to clauses 76 and 81 of the 
Customs Act is merely the addition of a few 
words, forfeiting the goods which havo been 
scizvod. Thoamendment to the 94th clause 
is meroly technical. Tho clauses 119 and 
120 give to the Minister of Customs almost 
unlimited power in the disposal of all goods 
seized undor the violation of the Customs Act, 
For those clauses I Propose to substitute 
ethers by whioh, after an investigation into 
any violation of the Customs law which comes 
before him, he shall yive his decision, which 
shall bo finalunless the partios aggrioved think 
proper to appeal to the courts of law. My 
principal object in #0 amonding this law is to 
take from any Minister tho power which {s 
given to him in clauses 119 and 120 of the 
Customs Act, which enable him, no matter 
how groes the violation of the law may have 
been, or how long the man may havo been 
smuggling, or to whatextont he may havo 
dofrauded tho revenue, to relieve tho offen- 
der, if he thinks proper,of the whol penalty. 
That in a powor that ought not to be given to 
any Minister, Ifthe ]lawisto bo enforced, 
the Miaistor, after having come toa decision, 
can tell the party what the provision of the 
law is by which he must abide, otherwise he 
can appeal to the courts. These are the prio- 
cipal amendments to the law. Then there is 
a clause with reference to the payment ot 
drawbacks, which is made a little more liber- 
al. The present law gives power to the 
Governor in Nouncil to grant a drawback 
upon any article which enters into the manu- 
facture of another article in this couotry, but 
it gives the Government no power to do that 
which the House will romember the Govorn- 
ment was urged to do a few nights ago, We 
propose to add to that clause the words: “or 
for granting a certain specific sum in lieu of 
svoh drawback,” which will enable the Goyer- 
nor in Council, if they deem it necessary in 
the interest of any industry in this country, 
to ascertain what the amount of such article 
would be and give a sum in lieu of it, The 
same principle prevailed in the Customs Act 
of the United States in which, after having 
gone thoroughly into an investigation of the 
goods that are consumed in the manufacture 
of any particular article, the Government may 
declare by an order of the ‘Treasurer what: 
sum shall be paid in lieu of the duties which 
would bave been paid if the article had been 
imported. ‘The amendment leaves it optional 
with the Governor in Council to take such 
action as they may deem necessary with res- 
pect to the question of drawbacks, in order 
not only to facilitate the administration of 
the law, but to make it less troublesome to 
those who are more directly interested. I 
move the House into Committee of the 
Whole, 

Mr, DeCosmos. Before speaking on this 
question, I wish to enquire whether it is the 
intention of the Minister of Customs to reposl 
all the provisions of the Customs Law with 
respect to drawbacks, and introduce an en- 
tirely new provision. 

Mr. Bowell. No; the llth sub-section of 
section 125 of the Act provides : 

“ For trangferring to the list of goods which 
may be imported into Canada free of duty, and 
for all articles (whether natural produots, or 

ucts of manufactures) used as materials in 

‘aradian manufactures and for granting a draw- 
back of the whole, or part of the duty paid on 
such articles which may have been used in Cana- 
dian manufactures; and any such materials 
transferred to the free list by such Order in 
Council shall be free of duties of Customs for the 
time appointed therein appointed for that pur- 
pose,” : 


For this I propose to substitute the follow- 
ing clause : 

‘* For transferring to the list of goods which 
may be imported into Canada free of duty, any

What the Sail Vessel has to Con- 
tend With. 


Twenty yearsago the Cunard steamship 
Persia, then the finest vessel afloat, used to 
consume 6 7-10 pounds of coal per hour per 
horse-power. So great was the spaco requir- 
ed for tho coal that, though the vessel was 
of 2,000 tons burden, she could only find room 
for 250 tons of payingoargo, Contrast this 
with the performances of a new steamer of 
the present day, The Arizona is about dou- 
ble the size of the Persia, but she consumes 
only 1f pounds of coal per hour per horse- 
power. The consequence is that she can 
carry 3,400 tonsof paying freight and can 
steam 164 knota against the Persia's 13, thus 
burning but one-fifth ofaton of for 
each ton of goods carried acreas the Atlaotio 
instead of the 6% tons burned by the Persia. 
The present expenditure of coal n carrying a 
ton of goods across is therofore less than 1-30 
of what it was twenty yoarsago, and improve- 
ment is still going on, It is no wonder that 
sailing vessels find it harder and harder to 
mako a decent living. 


Firrreen Hunprep Miixs A MinuTE.— 
Tho cable mossage to Australia respecting the 
Hanlan-Trickott match was an extraordinary 
achievement in telegraphy—in fact, it has 
never been excell The total extent of 
lines—namely, 12 000 miles—was travelled in 
one hour and twenty minutes. The greater 
portion of this time was oooupied in trana- 
mitting the messago through Lodia, From 
Singapore to Sydney, 2,070 miles,the mossago 
ocoupied only thirty-five seconds in trans- 
mission, This moseage was ropeated fourteen 
times, from station to station, between Lon- 
don and Sydney.— Sydney Mail.

The Annual Drill. 


Parliament has, at tho instance of the 
Government, added $75,000 to tho amount 
appropriated for drill pay, for which pur- 
pose $250,000 has been voted. Mr. Caron, 
the Minutor of Militia, stated that it is 
contemplated to drill 20,000 officers and 
men, with 1,500 horses. Seventeon thou- 
sand officers and men would bo placed in 
brigade camps for twelve days, and pay 
would be allowed for every day on sorvico, 
including days occupied in going to and 
returning from camp. Transport, forage, 
&o., will also be provided for, As Mr. 
Caron truly said, to provide for six days 

drill is spending money to very little pur- 
poue--in fact, it would be better could a 
longer period than twelve days be 
afforded. The number of camps has not 
yet been finally decided upon, but it is 
likely that there will be four in Ontario, 
three in Quebeo, and one each in Nova 
Scotis, New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island. These camps will accommodate 
17,000 officers and men, and the other 
3,000, made up of city corps, will be drill- 
ed at the local headquarters at the times 
most convenient to them. This latter pro- 
vision is owing, as the Minister explained, 
to the fact that it was impossible for some 
of the city corps to drill in brigade camps, 
owing to the fact that during the season 
when these camps would assemble it was 
hardly possible for young men employed 
in banks and offices to leave their occupa- 
tions for even soshort a period as twelve 
days. He thought that 3,000 men would 
include persons so situated, and they would 
be drilled in the winter, being paid like 
volunteers who asaembled in camps for 
their twelye days. The pay of officers 
would be $1 and of men 50 cents per day. 
These arrangements will, we have no 
doubt, be highly acceptable to the force, 
as they evince a consideration for their in- 
terests which is deserving of appreciation.

For several yeara the 
assessment had positively been little more than 
copying tho roll of the preceding year, Tho 
assessors were not wholly to blame for this, 
seeing that they were not allowed sufficient 
time in which to perform their duties, and did 
not receive sufficientremuneration, The sys- 
tem of having threo assessors had been well 
tried, and had failed ; he proposed to try ano, 
ther system, and appoint one assossor at a 
salary of 3500.

Tho Mayor eaid thattho influence of the 
delegation was used against the clause pro- 
viding for the amalgamation of the G. J, and 
Ontario and Quobeo Railways. 

Ald, Dickson recounted at lengththe ground 
on which the delegation had taken the action 
which they did. Ifthe Bill providing for 
the amalgamation of the Grand Junetion 
Railway with the Quebec and Ontario Rail- 
way had passed the house it would mean the 
taking away from the Grand Junotion of all 
ita value as far as Belleville wis concorned; it 
would make that road me ely part of a great 
truok line running east and west, whoreas the 
policy which Belleville should support with 
reference to the Grand Junotion was that it 
should be part of a great line connecting with 
the projected Sault line, thus tapping the 
Canada Pacitio railway, and making Holleville 
one of its termini, ‘This latter policy, if oar- 
ried out, would make Bellevills one of the 
greatest railway centres and transhipping 
ports in the Provinco, 

Ald, Starling did not believe that Belleville 
woald ever become much of a port of tran- 
shipment,tho chief obstacle being the shallow- 
ness of the bay. 

Ald. St. Charles thought the thanks of the 
Council were due the deputation to Ottawa 
for the services performed by them in the in- 
terests of the city, both with respect to the 
Murray Canal aud the Grand Junction ques- 
tion, 

The chairman said if the whole back coun- 
try was a network of railways it would not 
affect Belleville’s interest. The course of 
trade would find its proper chaunel, and if 
these railway companies found it to their in- 
terests to make their lines converge into Belle- 
ville they could do so ; if they didnot think 
ro, they would not, Hethought it a mis 
take to oppose the amalgamation of the Grand 
Junction with the Quebeo and Ontario Rail- 
way. 

Lhe report was adopted. 

The report of the Fire Committee being 
taken up, Ald. St. Charles objected to the 
clause recommending that the lowest tenders 
for drawing engines and bose-carts to and 
from fires be accepted. It would not be to 
the interests of the city. He moved that

Customs Act Amendment

Debate on the Subject. 


(From Ue Official Report, March 3.) 
IN THE COMMITTRE, 


Mr, Anglin hoped an outire romission of the 
duty would bs granted on tho artioles used in 
canning fish. It wasa business entitled, if not 
to enoouragoment,at least to freedom from oll 
unpecossary burdens, 

Mr. Bowell. Reference was made 
to au article in the Halifax Chronicle in which 
it was stated that prior to a certain timo 
the Mackenzie Government had paid such 
and sach drawbacks. Eveu that article shows 
that the drawback was paid on tio alone, and 
no other principle has been recognized so far 
as I Lave beon able to ascertain. Even the 
American Government, which pays so much 
attention to this subject, ia not go liberal in 
this respect as we are in this country, The 
question of giviog the full amount of the 
drawback on every conceivable article going 
into the manufacture of tin cans, is certainly 
worthy of great consideration. But I hove 
grave doubts,from the short experience I haye 
had, whether the canners would receive any 
more on the whule than they would by receiv. 
ing @ specific amount. But I readily concede 
this point, that, as tho fluctuations in the 
market take place, the amount which is to 
be paid should be calculated accordingly; that 
is, that the one rule of 34 cents which was in 
existence for some time,shuuld not be the fix 
ed amount for all time to come. My hon. 
friend refers to the question of paying back 
those drawbacks as one of no particular mo- 
ment in regard to the amount of labor which 
it imposes upon those who have tu make the 
calculations. In order to sustain that posi 
tion he quotes the returns from eleven ports, 
from which thosa exports have taken place 
which have received drawbacks But this 
drawback is not paid by the collector at any 
of these porte. In tact, it will never be 
safe to entrust that power to the collectors, 
except, perhaps, at such ports as Halifax, 
Victoria, and other important ports, If we 
gave the power of granting drawbacks to 
every collector in the Dominion, I am afraid 
we would soon get into difficulty, and that a 
very large amount of money would be paid 
out which ought notto be paid out. All 
these claims have to be sent to the depart- 
ment, and one reason whyI adopted the 
principio of payinga specific sum in lieu of 
this drawback, was to ayoid the difficulty of 
masking the calculations which the practice 
has 1invosed upon the departnent in making 
a thorough iivestigation of every invcice 
which covers all the articles referred to by 
the hon. member for Vi. toria (Mr. DeCosmos). 
{ notice that the principle has worked 
admirably with reference to the drawbacks 
which we have been paying to the shipbuild- 
ers of the eastern Provinces. I have heard no 
complaints from any gentleman éngaged in 
this important busiuess) While I am not 
prepared to say at the present moment that I 
quite agree with the hon. member for Glou- 
cester, that we should return to the old prin- 
ciple of making calculations upon every 
demand we receive, and referring back to 
invoices received months or years ago, or per- 
ead office 
at all, still I may say that the remarks made 
by the hon. gentleman upon this question 
shall receive the earnest consideration of the 
department, 

Sir Richard J, Cartwright. If Lunderstand 
the hon, the Minister of Customs aright, he 
proposes to modify the law in one direction 
which is now logical and symmetrical enough; 
that is to say, he proposes to allow parties to 
receive a rebate when the value of the goods 
they have imported has fallen. There is no 
gainsaying the logic of his proposition, but it 
occurs to me that the result will be that the 
Customs authorities will be fully advised of 
all the reductions that take place between the 
date the goods were purchased and the mak- 
ing up of the invoice ; but I doubt if they will 
be equally well adyised of the cases in which 
goods have been purchased at s lowrate and 
a large adyance has taken placo. It seems to 
me the importers will have a very considerable 
advantage in dealing with the Customs’ 
authorities, who cannot be supposed to be 
cognizant of the changesin the market as well 
as the persons who are constantly dealing io 
the market. Then I see that in clause 5 the 
hon. gentleman proposes to empower the Gov- 
ernor in Council to transfer fora time to be 
named in the order, the list of goods to be 
imported free of duty, I would suggest that 
it would be better to defer the granting of a 
power like this until next Session, and then 
the sense of the House should be taken as to 
whether all these thiogs should become a part 
of the law of the land. I do not object, 
speaking for myself alone, to the experiment 
being made for a reasonable length of time, 
but I think it is precisely oxe of those things 
upon which, after a certain time, the Govern- 
ment should take the responsibility of submit- 
ting to the House such changes as may be 
deemed desirable, 

Mr. Bowell. This is no new principle. It 
is in the Customs Act as it now exists, There 
is no limit in it at which these articles shall 
be declared free. The law says that we may 
transfer to the lists of goods which may be 
imported into Canada free of duty, any or all 
the artiole being uatural products, which are 
used as material for Canadian manufactures, 
When the hon, gentleinen opposite were in 
power, and their attention was called to the 
fact that a cortain raw material was ysed in 
some particulyr manufacture, they frequently 
found it advisable to placo that article up -n 
tho free list. Thero i# no restriction as to 
tho time it shall remain on the free list, thet 
being left at the discretion of the Governor in 
Council. It not proposed to extend this pri- 
vilege in any rispeot, except that the latter 
part of the clause providing for the payment 
of the drawback when difficultios arise in 
arriviog at an exact sum, is amended sp as to 
empower the Counoil, after the approval of the 
Treasury Board, to declare that 4 certain sumo 
shall be given in lieu thereof, 

Sir Richard J. Cartwright. I am quite 
awaro of the exittenco of this power ; lam 
merely suggesting whether it would n t bo 
better when we are alt ting tho Act, to cause 
all these thiige to be brought formally before 
Parliament for discussion aod approval. “As 
to the other point roised by the hon, Minister 
that as the Government, having ones pjicod 
an orticle on the free lat, could, by an Order 
in Council, re-tnipose the tax, my impros ion 
is that they could not, that that would have 
to be done by Parliament again, But that is 
a legal question on which I give morcly my 
Impremsion, 

Ate. Burpee (St, John). It seams to me 
that the duty on tin gang, which the hon, 
Minister haa referred to, is equivalont tv a 
drawback, It seomato mo the difficulty is mado 
no loas by giving a speoitio sum than it would 
bo by paying back tho ad valorem duty. 
The value of tho tin increasoa and deoroages 
almost every throo months of the year, and 
the officer hes tho trouble of ascertaining tho 
value of the imports from time to time, in 
order to know what to give back to the im 
porter of the cana. I never losrned the rea 
sons why the practice of giving tho ad valorem 
duty back was changed to that of giving a 
apecifio amount. I think & more convenient 
method of arriving at the true valuation of 
goods ia to avoraye the pricos for a worica of

Mr. Bowell. When this matter was dis- 
cussod a short time ago, I stated that the 
practice of the departmont when the hon. gen- 
tleman was a Minister, was to take off the 
duty on the value of the goods at the time of 
their exportation from the country where they 
were purchased. Tho hon. gentleman then, 
au now, denied that statement; but, accord- 
ing to the affidavit which he himself put upon 
the Statute-book, every importer has to swear 
that the price of the goods mentioned in the 
invoice is the “ fair market value of such goods 
at the time aud place of exportation,’ Many 
difficultics ariee under that law, as goods are 
frequently purchased for months before they 
are exported, The object in changing the law 
18 to prevent merchants from being placed in 
a false position. 

Mr, Paterson (Brant), It appeara from what 
the hon, member for Victoria han said, that 
there has prevailed in the department the rule 
of imposing this spccilfio duty without the 


authority of the Act. Instead of grantiog a et 26Aly 
drawback on certain duties that are paid, he Cure that cough! You can do it sposdily 
has taken power to grant ao certain specific safely and surely with Hagyards Pectoral Hal- 


sum, It appears from the remarks of the hon. 
member for Victoria that that rule has been 
followed in the department hitherto. He has 
told us thatin granting drawbacks on the 
lobster cans, iostead of returning the amount 
of daty paid, a certain specific sum fixed by 
the hon. Minister, regardless of thé duty, 
bas been given as drawback, that sum in 
somo cases exceoding and in others being 
lees than the amount of duty. With re- 
gard to the difficulty to the revenue point- 
ed out by the hon. member for Centre 
Huron, I do not see that there is any danger 
in that respect, Within the last twenty-one 
months, some millions of dollara worth of 
manufactured goods have been exyorted upon 
which not asingle cent of drawback = 
b:en allowed. The present hon. Minister of 
Castoms has followed the traditional policy 
that when the Government once gets hold of 
some money it will not giveitup. I would 
ask the hon. Minister whether the wording 
of this resolution does not empower him to 
grant drawbacks on certain articles that, I 
judged from his remarks the other day, he 
considered it beyond his power to grant, 
namely, finished articles used in the manu- 
factured article. This sub section of clause 
125 gives him power, not only toallowa 
drawback on natural but aleo on the products 
of manufacture that enter into another ar-icle 
that is to be manufactured in the country. In 
that class, boiler plates and tubes, which are 
finished articles according to his interperta- 
tion, would be entitled toa drawback when 
they enter into the construction ofa boiler 
to be exported toa foreign country. I would 
like to learn from the hon. Minister whether 
he intends to pureuea more just policy in 
future than that which has bitherto prevailed 
and which has had a very prejudicial eftect on 
our export trade, © 

Mr, Bowell. When we reach the hon. 
gentleman's motion, I will be able to con- 
vince, even him, that the department has 
acted quite corresly in not having made the 
drawbacks to which he has referred. The 
question of granting drawbacks on manufac. 
tured articles is a question of policy, not a 
question under the law, The Government 
haying adopted a policy for the purpose of en- 
couraging manufactures in thie country, 
it would be unfair to pay a drawback on arti- 
clea manufactured in the country. 

Mr. Paters pn. Butif they are not manu- 
factured in the country ? 

Mr, Bowell. Theduty will still operate 
as an encovragement to their manufacture, 80 
long as they can be manufactured in the 
country. Butif they can be imported and 
exported again without paying duty, the 
question arises whether that would be en- 
couraging home manufacture. Under the 
old law, machinery not manufactured here 
Was admitted free, and it was found a large 
portion of the machinery admitted under that 
class was found to be manufactured in various 
parts of the country. The question is open 
for discu:sion, My own opinionis that if 
we desire the manufacture of these articles, 
we should impose a duty on the foreign 
articlo. 

Mr. Paterson, The policy I recommend 
simply points in the direction of extending 
foreign trade, When I represent that there 
has been $2,000,000 worth of articles export- 
ed in a few lines of goods on which not a 
single cent has been returned as drawback, 
there must be obsticles interposed by the de- 
partment that can hardly be justified. If he 
really does not want to lose the export trade 
of manufactures altogether, there must be a 
more just and liberal policy than the present 
pureued. ‘he proportion of the export trade 
is yery small in comparison with the entire 
trade, The manufacturer of one line of goods 
entering into the manufacture of another line, 
is protected to the full extent of the home de- 
mand, tis only the minor portion exported 
on which he loses the benefit of protection. 
if you kill off the export trade altogether, 
you will not benefit your home manufacturer. 
But if you keep your export trade alive, by 
giving this remission of duties on the raw 
material—and you cannot do so without it— 
you will have done no harm to the home 
manufacturer, who will still have enjoyed the 
protection afforded by the Tariff on all the 
products sold in this couatry. The only oase 
in which he will lose anything is in the minor 
amount exported, and unless encourgement is 
given the export trade it will ceato, when the 
manufacturer cannot hope for any benefit. 

Mr, Bowell, No drawback was paid in the 
past under either the former Administration 
which the hon. gentleman (Mr. Paterson) eup- 
ported, or that which preceded if, on inanu- 
factured articles. WhatI maintain is this: 
It the duty paid on the raw materials of Ca- 
nadian maoufactures be remitted to the man- 
ufacturor, he stands in a better position than 
before its imposition, How it can affecs or 
deatray the export trade is somothing the hon.

Department of Agriculture 


The annual report of the Minister of 
Agriculture and Statistics was laid before 
Parliament on Friday last. It is stated 
that the cattle trade with Great Britain 
has, during the past year, assumed larger 
Fecpornons than in any previous year, and 
it is daily gaining favor in the British mar- 
kets. This is, no doubt, in a great mea- 
sure owing to the healthiuess of Canadian 
stock, and to the very full and complete 
regulations and watchfulness exercised at 
the cattle quarantines, which protect it 
from many diseases that other countries 
sufferfrom. The total number of cattle 
exported from Oanada during the past year 
was 50,905, being an increase of 25,896 
over last year, as will be seen from the fol-

During the year 1,601 applications for 
patents were made and 1,406 granted.

THIRD SESSION—FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 


Orrawa, March 7, 1881. 


In the House of Commons the entire 
afternoon was takon up with a discussion 
on the first order on the paper, the third 
reading of the Ontario and Quebec Rail- 
way Bill. 

Mr, Boultbee moved the recommittal of 
the Bill for the purpose of adding a clause 
to the following effect:—‘* The company 
and their agents and servants may lay out, 
construct, furnish, and operate a double or 
sivgle independent line of railway running 
easterly from a point at or near the Union 
Station in the city of Toronto, in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, through the counties of 
York, Ontario, Victoria, Durham, Peter- 
boro’, Hastings, Addington, Frontenac, 
and Lennox, to a point at or near Carleton 
Place, via the towns of Peterboro’ and 
Perth, with powers to construct a branch 
line to the town of Lanark, and from the 
said point at or near Carleton Place through 
the county of Carleton to the cily of Otta- 
wa, and across the Ottawa River at or near 
the city of Ottawa, into the Province of 
Quebec, to effect a junction with the rail- 
ways in that Province.” 

Mr. Boulthbee moved another amendment 
to provide an arbitration for securing com- 
pensation to the Toronto Company. 

There was ashort sharp discuasion, in 
the course of which Sir John Macdonald 
strongly urged the propriety and justice of 
giving compensation to the Toronto com~ 
pany for the expenditure they had inour- 
red and the charter they had been com- 
pelled to abandon, But the House was in 
a different mood, and rejected the propo- 
sition of Mr. Boultbee by a vote of 82 to 
69. 

Anothtr amendment was made for com- 
pensation to Mr, Hubertus for bis services 
in originally promoting the line, which was 
lost on a division, 

Mr, McCuaig’s demand for further se- 
curity for bona fides on the partofthe On- 
tario and Quebec Railway Company was 
also disposed of in the negative, 

Mr, Macdonnell, of Lanark, wanted an 
amendment authorizing the new company 
*to build to Lanark, which was likewise 
negatived by a vote of 118 to 38. 

The Bill was then reaa ao third time and 
passed, 

Several other Private Bills wero advanc- 
ed a stage, amongst others, Mr. McOarthy’s 
Sault Railway Bill was read a second time 
and referred to Committee. 

In the evening a debate of some length 
took place on the motion of Mr. Macdonell 
(Inverness) to discontinue the official re- 
porting at the close of the present session. 

Mr, Jones, of Halifax, proposed to 
amend the motien by restricting the length 
of speeches toone hour, and stipulating 
that no member shall have opportunity of 
revision. 

Mr, Landry propozed an amendment 
providing for a summary only of tho 
speechs being taken, 

After some discussion the amendment 
and resolution were declared lost on division. 

At the sugyestion of the Leader of the 
Government the order paper was cleared of 
alarge number of unopposed motions,after 
which the House adjourned at 11;35. 


Orrawa, March 8, 1881, 

After routine business, 

Sir. L. Tilley moved for a committee on 
the following resolution: ‘* That in ordor 
to encourage the introduction of the manu- 
facture of beet root sugar in Canada, this 
House declares that such industry should 
be exempted from the payment of Excise 
oe for eight years from the first of July, 

Sir. L. Tilley said that there was doubt 
that the experiment would be tried if the 
resolution was adopted by the House. In 
1874, while in England, he visited France 
and enquired into the beet root sugar in- 
dustry there. Ho believed there were two 
conditions necessary to success in Canada, 
namely that the requisite percent- 
age of saccharine matter is contain- 
ed in Canada grown beets, and that 
farmers could be induced to raiso sugar 
beets in sufficient quantity. He had no 
doubt that the enterprise could bo succosa- 
folly carried on toa moderate oxtent in 
Canada. The indirect benefits from its in- 
troduction would be that the soil would 
need to bo kept under a higher degreo of 
cultivation, and that the refuse aycup 
would be valuable for fattening cattle. 

Mr. Colby thought there should be no 
opposition to the exemption but he believed 
it did not go far enuugh. There were 
many difficulties to be encountered and 
contingencies to be proyided for, which 
had hitherto deterred capitalists from, 
embarkir g in this now enterprise. There 
were three new factories now starting in 
the Province of Quebec, the proprietors 
of which felt considerable trepidation 
in venturing upon an untried enterprise, 
He hoped the Finance Minister would 
be disposed to spocially assist the projectors 
of this industry for tho frst yoar or two of 
its inception ; and he accordingly moved 
that the resolulion be amended by adding 
the following words, ‘and such parta of 
machinery as may be imported into Cann- 
da to be used in the manufacture of beot- 
root sugar as aro not manufactured in this 
country be admitted freeof duty till Orot of 
September next.

The shipments to Europe make up only a 
moderate total for the past week, a fact that 


seoms somewhat peculiar in face of the re- 
ports by mail and by cable from the London 
market.

of very limited supplies there, and in one 


instance, it is affirmed, that there is not to ex- 
seed 3,000 pockets in the hands of growers in 
England. By cable we are advised of an ad- 
vance of five to ten shillings in English stock, 
though it does not appear that better prices 
than those ruling a fortnight ago have been re- 
alized for American hops.

Growing Anxiety for Peace. 


WAK SONG OF THE BOERS. 

Lonpon, March 8,—The Boor war song 
creates much interest hore, being a valuable 
Contribution to the knowledge of the spirit 
actuating the people of the Transvaal. Tho 
following iv ita text :— 


Handa off! Stand back! Leave us alone! 
You shall not rob us of our own ; 

We will be free! We will be free ! 

God and the right shall our standard be. 


Our fathers’ sweat and our fathers’ blood 
Haye soaked the ground on which they stood ; 
Our mothers’ tears, our mothers’ toil, 

Haye hallowed our blest Afric’s soil. 


This is our land! This is our land! 
Reclaimed by our good fathers’ hand ; 
Reclaimed by them, we claim it now, 

As a garden made for the yeoman's plough. 


We ask but what to us was left, 
Nor shall it from our grasp be reft ; 
For fatherland and freedom we wi 
Or live victoriously.

Line steamer Holland will 
take drafts and cavalry remounts to Natal, 
THE GOVERNMENT AND THE ARMISTICE. 

In the Commons to-day Mr. Gladstone said 
the Government never instructed General 
Wood to ask the Boers for an armistice, but 
it fully approved of one. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says :—Many will 
condemn the attempt to conclude peace until 
the Boers are crushed, It is gratifying to find 
this irrational sentiment rated at ite trus 
value by'the Government, which does not 
share ths falee pride which prevented the 
Government of George III. from treating with 
the American insurgents until they had laid 
down their arms, 


THE BOERS’ SITUATION. 


The Durban correspondent of the Times 
points out that the armistice will tend to the 
advantage of England, The Boers admit that 
they must eventually be beaten. There is 
much sickness among them, and it is reported 
that the bulk of their force is anxious to re 
turn home, It seems probable that they will 
abate their present terms, which are so ex- 
orbitant that ail tho loyal colonists think the 
British had better quit South Africa than ac- 
cept them, 


THE ARMISTICE NEGOTIATIONS, 


A Durban despatch says :—General Wood 
on Monday communicated to the newspaper 
correspondents an account of his interyiew 
with the Boers. The Boers fret suggested 
that the reinforcemeuts now on the road to 
the camp sheuld halt, Wood demurred, and 
said he had arouaod him already all the infan- 
try he intended to tight with, and that ouly 
cavalry and guns were on the road up. 

A correspondent at Darban states that 
General Wood informed the Boers that if 

eace was not concluded he would assaalt 
iog’s Nek immodiately the armistice was 
ended. Wood says he inferred from the tone 
ot the Boers that they were desirous of peace. 


Cheese Making. 


Mr. Harris, of Antwerp, New York—who 
the past season visited the factories in the 
Eastern division of the Province for the pur- 
pose of instructing the cheese makera—at- 
tended the mecting of Dairymen at Peter- 
borough last week. He gave some results of 
his inspection of various factories, showing 
the causes, of various natures, why thoir pro- 
duct was not successful inthe market He 
also gave the So directions to cheese 
makers, which will be found valuable to our 
fariners and dairymen: ‘1'o soak renjet prop- 
erly—Use water in stone or marble jars ; lst, 
soaking use | Ib, salt to each gallon of water ; 
allow the rennet to remain in thie two or 
three days, rabbing thoroughly two or three 
times aday. Strain this liquor into another 
jer to get out all the animal fibro, and with 
all the salt it will dissolve and keep in a cool 
dark place, To get out all the strength, put 
the same rennet into another brine, Then 
you secure a uniform article, a quart of which 
will coagulate a whole vat of milk, and no 
trouble in keeping, Making cheese, It milk 
is perfectly sweet, heat to 90° Fahr., but if a 
little old and well-matured, §2° to 85° is high 
enough, When this temperature is reached, 
shut off steam and stir five minutes, so that 
the heat is equally applied and the whole mass 
one temperature. Then add the rennet, If 
in spring months, and cheese required to cure 
in 15 to 20 days or less, use sufficient rennet 
to coagulate in 8 to 12 minutes. Milk well 
matured will coagulate with less rennet than 
when sweet. but this should make no differ, 
ence with the quantity used, as the curing 
of the cheese ig the object, Always timo 
the process of setting and stir five minutes, 
so as to thoroughly incorporate the rennet 
with the milk. In curing the curd, twice 
and one half the time occupied in cosgu- 
lation is a good rule, If twenty minntes 
is consumed in coagulation, then tifty 
minutes from the adding of tho rennet is tho 
time to cut the curd, If later in tho season 
and you expect to hold your cheese longor, 
reduce the amount of rennet eo that 20 or 30 
minutes will be occupied in ccagulation. 
This is important, a8 ronnet and salt control 
the keeping of the cheese, In cutting the curd 
caro should be taken not to bruiseit, Cut 
lengthwise, then across with perpendicular 
knife, then, with horizontal knife, cutting 
carefully into cubes; avoid slashing, After 
cutting allow the mass to stand a fow mia- 
utes that the whoy may separate, then with 
the hands gontly raise fea the bottom, taking 
oare ag you raise to cut with the perpendicular 
knife such masses as have escaped the for- 
mer cutting. If good milk ds not cut too 
tino—a small bean is a good guide. Now tura 
on tho steam, gradually at first,as tho ourd is 
soft and will not endure barsh usuage by- 
to much stirring. Astho curd hardens in- 
crease the atoam, but on no account heat 
faster than you can keop the the mass from 
matting by ordinary egitation. BScald to 96 
or 98° and then shut off the steam, and stir 
two minutes to allow tho steam to cool offa d 
obtain yoiform temperature, Ae soon as tho 
ourd is cooked draw off the whoy—it is of no 
furthor use and often contains somo disturb- 
ing olemont, and the texture and flavor of tho 
curd js improved by exposure to tho atmos- 
phere. Now dump tho vat and divide the 
curd on oach side to drain ; then break up by 
hand as fine aa possible to allow tho whoy to 
escape, If our io gassy, the moro it is ox 
ponod, keoping the tomperaturo at about 85", 
tho better, Itis now ready for grinding pe 
paratory for salting. Tho grinding should be 
thorough,no large pioces to be loft in the ourd 
to atop the work of the ealt in chooking acidi. 
floation, Do not bruise the ourd, bub cut, 


die, 


using a knife, as broising starte the white 
whoy and robs tho cheese. The ourd ix 
now ready forthe salt, but if wassy must 
be stirrod till the gas leaves it, and ifs 
floater, should haven second cutting. Salt 
thoroughly, as this gives cheese its moaty 
charactor—2), to 3lbs. are not too much, 
Stir thoroughly and let it stand 10 or 15 min- 
utes before hooping. By haste the salt ia 
pressed out before it has accomplished its 
Purpose, and tho chesce is ‘‘alack,” lacks 
moat, flavor; ote, In hooping, hoop as rapidly 
a5 pomible, never allowing a full hoop to 
stand exposed, as it occasions defective rind, 
In pressing proceed gradually till tho whey is 
nearly out, and then put on all the power 
you have, that thore may bo little or no whe 
aftor bandaging. Bandaging. Iftho curd is 
cold when put to proses, remove the hoop 
When adjastiag the bandage and rinse the 
whoy out of the cap cloths in cold wator ; 
then dip them in scalding water, and place 
on the cheeso as soon as possible to secure a 
tough rind. This done put on all the pressure 
possible, The cheese should bs turned the 
next morning after going to press, to sce that 
the bandage is properly adjusted and to 
remedy dofects inform. I¢ the gang press is 
used this isnot novessary. Nover put a 
cheese io tho curing room till it is a, Ait in 
form. Tho curing room should be perfectly 
freo from bad odors, well ventilated, cloan, 
not too dry, and maintained at a temperature 
of from 70°to 75" Kahr, Everything about 
the factory should be scrupulously clean, vats 
in hot weather scoured with salt two or three 
times a week and then scalded. Every utensil 
when used should bo scalded before being laid 
away. The floor should be frequently washed 
with soap, rinsed and scald By diligent 
attention to these rules success is attained, and 
general success iu a county or district, will be 
speedily followed by the highost prices.

The Iron Trade. 


The Bulletin of the American Iron and 
Steel Association for February supplies the 
following official statement—compiled from 
the returns of the manovfacturers them- 
selves—of the amount of iron manufactur- 
edin the United States during 1880 :— 
“The production of pig-iron in the United 
States in 1880 was 4,205,414 net tons, or 
3,835,191 gross tons. The production in 
1879 was 3,070,875 net tons, or 2,741,853 
gross tons. The increase in 1880 over 1879 
was,thorefore,1,224,539 net tons,or 1,093,- 
338 gross tons, or 40 per cent. The pro- 
duction of 1879 was larger than that of any 
preceding year, but the production of 1580 
was not only 40 per cent, larger than that 
of 1879, but it was 50 per cent larger than 
the two preceding most active years, 1872 
and 1873, and it was double that of the 
Centennial year, 1876, when the produc- 
tion of pigiron during the panic years 
reached its lowest point. The following 
figures, in net tons, will make these extra- 


ordinary facts plain tothe eye. Produo- 
tion ; 


“Of the total production of pig-iron in 
1880, 1,807,651 not tons were made with 
anthracite coal ; 1,950,205 tons with bitu- 
minous coal and coke: and 537,558 tons 
with charcoal. The increased production 
of the year over the product of 1879 was 
very ovenly divided among the different 
fuels. It is, however, worthy of notice that 
the production of charcoal pig-iron has in- 
creased pari passu with that of anthracite 
and bituminous pigiron. In the four 
years preceding 1880, it had deolined rola- 
tively as compared with its tworivals, Tho 
charcoal iron product of 1840 has only 
twice been excecded in our history—in 
1873 and 1874, when the production was 
respectively 677,620 and 576,577 net tons. 
As has heretofore boon the case, some of 
tho anthracite fornaces used more or less 
coke in 1880 as a mixture. The oxact 
quantity of pig-iron prodused in 1880 
with this mixed fuel was 714,631 net tons. 
“Twenty-three States. made pig iron in 


rains 


entering tho list for the frat time with her 
Duluth charooal furnace, North Oarolina 
has not made any pigiron since 1877. 
Oregob, with hor Oswego charooal furnace, 
doubled in 1880 her production of 1870. 
Another Stato, Oolorado, haa ite fret fur- 
nace at South Pueblo, ready to bo put in 
blest, Oalifornia and Washington territory 
are gotting ready to make pig iron, a fur- 
nace in each being well under way, Utah 
territory has made no pig iron since 1876; 
but tho largest and beat of its two furnaces, 
the one at Ogdon, is likely to bo blown in 
thie year,” 

These figures are very suggestive to 
Canadians, Our neighbors with, in all but 
a fow favored localities, natural advantages 
vastly inforior to those posseasod by our 
own poople, supply thomsel vos largoly with 
the indisponsable metal, They bring much 
of their raw material Jong distances at 
necessarily heavy cost to the furnaces, 
whilst ia Ontario, with the richost of ores 
at our doors; with coal procurable at cheap 
rates; and with forests whioh otter a prac- 
tically inexhaustible supply of charcoal, not 
a pound of pig iron is made, and the pro- 
duce of our mines is sent to our avighbors, 
who pay a heavy duty on the raw material 
and return a part of ita product to Canada, 
either as pig iron or somo ono of the many 
manufactures of that motal, The secret of 
thia seemingly anomalous condition of 
affairs is that tho United States protecta its 
manufacturers by imposing a duty of $7 
per ton on pig iron imported from foreign 
countrios, whilst in Canada the duty is but 
$2 per ton. The people will endorse the 
action of the Government should they im- 
pose such a rato of duty as will lead oap- 
italista to ongage inthe business Of smelting 
iron from the ores in Ontario. 


UOoal Mining» and the N. P. 


With a persistency which, in tho faco of 
tho facts, is simply astonishing, the free- 
trade press continues to assort that tho 
duty on coal has proved of no bonofit to 
tho coal mining industry of Nova Scotia. 
The Halifax Herald, which has contribut- 
ed much valuable information on this sub- 
ject, returns to its discussion in a recent is- 
sue, and presents some facte and figures 
which are unanswerable, Tho increase in 
the output of coalin Nova Scotia during 
the fiscal year onding June 30th, 1880, was 
257,116 tons and the inorease in home con- 
sumption $41,154 tons of coal which, says 
tho Herald, had formerly been oxported 
without protit, having been sold profitably 
at home. Acomparison of the totals ex- 
hibita more clearly the full importance of 
the increase, In 1878 9 Oanada consumed 
554.603 tons of Nova Scotia coal, and in 
1879 801t consumed 811,716 tons, an in- 
crease of nearly fifty per cent ! 

Tho cause ot the increase of importation 
is to be foundin the stimulus which the 
National Policy gave to manufactures. 
Factories sprang into existence, or revived 
from their slumbers, all over the country, 
and coal was required to feed their fires. 
The freight business on the railways 
increased so much that a great deal 
more coal was needed for the consump- 
tion of the engines. Much of the in- 
creased demand was necessarily in por- 
tions of the country which the want of 
cheaper transportation facilities has pre- 
vented the Nova Scotia miners, so far,from 
supplying, and the result is, therefore, 
that there has been increased importation 
inthe aggregate. The total quantity of 
coal used in Canada in 1878-9, native and 
imported, was 1,444,343 tons, while in 
1879-80 it had risen to 1,785,497 tons. Of 
this increased quantity a fraction over one- 
half was imported or 973,778 tons, an 
increase of 94,038 tons. We find, therefore 
that of the increased quantity used, 341,- 
154 tcns, Nova Scotia supplied 257,116 
tons, while the other 94,038 tons were im- 
ported. But when we come to analyze the 
importation we find that the Canadian 
mines come much nearer to supplying the 
total demand for bituminous coal than ap- 
pears from the figures already given. Of 
the total importation 561,528 tons were 
anthracite coal, showing that onlya small 
percentage ofthe bituminous coal usedin 
the country is brought from abroad. 

In the face of such facts as these, it is 
idle to assert that the duty on bituminous 
coal has not had the effect which it was 
intended to have. Ose of the best proofs 
that those concerned are satisfied is the 
feeling amongst the people interested, and 
this can be gauged by the nomination by 
the Grits in Uape Breton at the by-election 
in 1879, of a candidate the principal plank 
in whose platform was an increase of the 
duty on soft coal to 7b cents per ton.

At 
Vivtoria, a emall sottleomeot south of White 
Fish Lake, on the Saskatchewan, a Methodist 
mission is catablished undertho care of Mr, 
McLachlan, Forty miles north of White Fish 
Lake is Lake La Hiche (Great Door Lake), 
which is from 30 to 40 miles long by from 5 
to 10 wide, A very large Ronian Catholic 
mission is flourishiag here, It is managed by 
a Bishop and half a dozen Jesuit priests, who 
have numerous assistants, Several Sisters of 
Charity also roside there, a nunnery having 
been erected for them, A few of our people 
live at Lake La Biche, and I occasionally go 
there to preach to them, and am always weil 
received, sometimes having Catholics como to 
hoar mo preach, The inhabitants of the 
vicinity of Lake La Biche are all French hallf- 
breeds, Fifty miles north-west of Edmonton, 
at Lake Ano, is another Roman Catholic 
mission, but itis small in comparison with 
the one at Lake La Biche. The country near 
this mission is also settled wholly by French 
half-breeds, About fifty miles south ot 
Edmonton ia a Methodist mission, at Pigoon 
Lake. It is conducted by Mr, Nelson, a 
school teacher. Lake La Bicho aud Lake St. 
Ann are the farthest north of any missions 
that I know of.” 

The soil and climate of the Northwest were 
next touched upon, With regard to the 
former Mr. Steinhauer said: ‘The soil is rich 
and very fertile. Itis forthe most part black 
loam; you very rarely sce sandy soil, I can 
testify to the fertility and richness of the soil 
from my own experience, I have for twenty- 
three years used the same land for growing 
grain and vegetables, year after year, without 
manuring it, aud the soil shows not the 
slightest evidence of giving out; onthe con- 
trary it seems rather more productive now 
than when I commenced to farm it. The only 
grains grown inthe Northwest aro wheat, 
barley and rye, bat I cannot see why any 
gralar—o8 in fact anything—that is grown in 

ntario could not be grown with at least 
equal success in my country. We sow about 
the beginniog of May and reap in September, 
The winter of the Northwest isno doubt felt 
to be severe by newcomers, but itis not felt 
nearly so much by those who have lived thero 
a number of years, Now, I have suffered 
more from the weather since Ihave been in 
Ontario than I have ever sufferedin the North 
west, I can’t stand your damp cold here,and 
havo been suffering from a cold ever since I 
came—almost, The air in my country is clear, 
dry and bracing, and you don’t think of the 
cold if you are properly wrapped up.” 

“But are not the wiaters very long?’ asked 
the reporter dubiously, 

“Yes, they are longer than your winters, 
any last six months usually, beginning early 
in November and lasting until the beginning 
of May.” 

“Do you ever have any blizzards up your 
Way ?” 

‘"No. I have never experienced anything 
approaching to what I have read of the bliz- 
zariin Minnesota, Montana, Dakota, and the 
other Northwestern States. The air with us 
is usually astilland clear, We have very 
little snow-~s0 little that we often allow our 
cattle to roam atlarge tbroughoat the whole 
winter, and pasture on the prairie greats, 
Three or four inches of snow isas much as we 
ever have; but the steady low temperature 
prevents this from going away, and we have 
steady eleighing from the timo the winter sets 
in until the foal break up. This country,” 
continued Mr, Steinhauer branching off, ‘is 
Amagoilicent stock-raising country, and it is 
a wonder that it has not been used for that 
purpore before this by the great stock-raisera 
of Oatario and: f the States. It is probably 
unsurpassed in this respect. Why, when I 
first came to Ontario was startled at the 
miserable half-starved appearance of the cat- 
tle hore. I would like to plave beside them a 
fow of our splendid fat Northwest cattle, 
You would be considerably struck by the con- 
trast." 

“* How far westward does the line of settle. 
ment extend, Mr, Steinhauer ?’’ asked the ro- 
porter, 


“Well, the trail extends all the way to tho 
Rockies,’' was the reply, ‘‘ but offcourse it is 
not settled all the way along. From Winpi- 
pee to Fort Ellice, along tho trail, you are 

ardly ever out of sight of a house. Betwoen 
Fort Ellice and the Touchwood Hills—a good 
two days’ journey on horseback—thoro is 
searoely any ovidence of civilization visible. 
Then there is another long break between the 
Hills and Humboldt, where there is only a 
¢ uple of houses, Then after travelling two 
days you strike the South Branch of the Sas- 
katchowan,thecountry between Humbolde aud 
that point being a wilderness. Prince Albert 
is fifty milos down the river from the point 
whre you strike, A fow miles down it is 
thinly settled, but the rest of the distance the 
banks of the river give no evidence of civili- 
zation. Noar Prince Albert the Saskatchewan 
joins the North Branch. from there back to 
Carlton, which ison the North Brauch, it is 
just about fifty miles, so that Carlton is just 
opposite the point at which you first strike 
the South Branch. Tho distance betwcon 
this point and Carleton is about 30 miles, A 
small sheet of water callod Duck Lake ( at 
whioh there is a pmall s.ttloment ) lies mid- 
way between the two branches, on the trail 
toOarlton, Battleford—~a rising settlemont— 
is 100 miles from Carlton on the south bank 
of the North Saskatchowan, and Fort Pitt 
(a Hudson Bay station) is 90 milos from 
Battloford on the north bank. Two hundred 
miles farthor on is Saddlo Lake ; twenty milos 
farther and you strike Victoria, and aftor 
eivhty miles more travel you reach Edmonton, 
Between theso points thorp is little or no 
sottlomont; and besides, you must romembor 
that those settlements are only ontho Sas. 
katchowan and the great trail; there is no 
settlemont at allin the interior. 1 think I 
oan safely say that Edmonton is the western 
limit of settlomant,” 

Tho reporter then asked if the reports about 
the flooding to which the land of the North. 
Wost i# periodically subjected, wore true, Mr, 
Steinhauer anid that this was undoubtedly an 
ubploasaut foature of the North-weat; but 


their neighboring villages in the matter of

of Hesse Darmstadt, his marriage being 
wholly a love match. In 1846, when 
Nicholas resided for several months in 
Italy, he dologated to his son all his vast 
powers, and on the death of Nicolas he 
mounted the throne on March 2nd 1855, a 
highly critical timo in tho history of 
Rusia, the Crimean war being then in 
progress, The contest was continuod by 
Alexander, but Sebastopol fell in Septem- 
ber 1855, and on the 30th of March in the 
following year a treaty of poaco was con- 
cluded at Paris. On September 27th 1856 
Alexander was crowned at Moscow, and at 
once began the great measures of reform 
which will ever be associated with his name. 
He reorganized the army, freed public in- 
struction from military discipline, relaxed 
and limited the cenzorship of tho press, 
and finally, aftor effecting other important 
reforms, emancipated the serfs, which was 
decreed on March 3rd 1861,and carried out 
in the two following years. In 1870 the 
hereditary character of the priesthood was 
abolished,the army was reorganized on the 
Prussian model, and vast measures for ed- 
cation were inaugurated. The war with 
Turkey and the Khivan and other cam- 
palgns added greatly .to the power and 
territorial extent of the empire, and thus 
not only did Alexander endeavor to benefit 
his subjects at homo, but to add to and con- 
solidate the strength of the great nation 
over which he rulod. 

There was one blot on the character of 
the Emperor, and that was his infatuation 
for the Countess Dolgorouki, which greatly 
embittered his domestic relations during 
the last few yeare. On the.death of the 
Empress, it will be remembered, he con- 
tracted a morganatic marriage with this 
lady, who enjoyed all the powers of an 
Empress, 

So liberal a monarch did not, however, 
escape the detestation of fanatics,as numer- 
ous attempts have been made on his life 
previous to that the success of which we 
to-day record, In 1866, in 1867,and several 
times subsequently, attempts were made, 
by various persons, whose devices were as 
varied as their personality, to deprive him 
of life, but failure was the result in each 
case. That Alexander II., who was per- 
haps tho best ruler that ever occupied the 
Russian throne, should thus have fallen 
will be regretted by all friends of freedom 
the world over. 

The successor to the throne is the second 
son of the deceased Ozar,(the elder brother 
Nicolas having died in 1865), Alexander 
Alexandorvitch, who was born March 10th 
1845, and in 1866 married the Princess 
Dagmar of Denmark, sister of the Princess 
ot Wales. The Ozarewitch is noted for his 
sympathies with the old Russian party, who 
are prejudiced against the Germans and 
against foreigners.

Quebec and Ontano Rauway. 


The Quebec and Ontario Railway Bil! 
has passed its third reading in the Souate. 
An Ottawa tolegram of the 11th atates that 
on that day tho Bill was discussed in the 
Senate Railway Committee. Mr. J. Loys, 
counsel for the Toronto and Ottawa Railway 
Company, was heard in opposition to the 
Bill, and delivered a long apoceh, dealing 
with every point raised in the Commons, 
and arguing strongly that the Bill should 
net be permitted to pasa. Mr. Heotor 
Cameron, M. P., who was heard in its 
fayor, used the arguments now #0 well 
known. Mr. Gordon, of Toronto, appoared 
on behalf of the Credit Valley Railway, 

‘also in support of the Bill. Hon, Mr. Flint 
presented the claims of Mr, Flubortus, as 
the original projector of tho line, before 
the Committee. Sir Alex. Campbell and 
the Hon. Messrs, Scott, Gibbs, Carvell,and 
others supported the claim. It was ugrood 
that the Solicitor of the Ontario and Quebec 
Railway Company should write « letter to 
the Hon. Mr. Allan, who has charge of the 
Bill recognizing Mr, Hubertus’ claim. The 
Bill was afterwards reported and passed its 
third reading in the Senate. 


Mr. BradJaugh Again. 


The case of Mr. Bradlaugh, the notorious 
infidel who was elected as a representative 
of Northampton in the Imperial House of 
Commons, aud whose ‘ conscientious scru- 
ples’”’ prevented his taking the ueval osth, 
is again exciting attention in Evgland. ‘he 
difficulty which signalized his ontrance into 
Parliament was productive, it will be re- 
membered, of a highly exciting debate, and 
Mr. Bradlaugh was allowed to take his seat 
on making an affirmation as to his loyalty, 
&c. Proceedings to test the legality of this 
course were taken before a Justice of the 
Peace, an action being brought to recover 
£500 from Mr. Bradlaugh for having sat 
in the Commons without taking the oath. 
Judgment has been given in the caso, the 
Justice holding that Mr. Bradlaugh’s de- 
fence, that the right to make an affirmation 
instead of the oath, as allowed in courts of 
law, was wrong. 

Mr. Gorst, a Conservative, gave notice 
of a motion in the Commons on Friday that 
he would to-day move for a writ for an 
election tor Northampton in the room of 
Mr. Bradlaugh, but as the latter has given 
notice of appeal, the Government would 
oppose the motion on the ground that the 
case is still undecided. 


Coal Ou. — 


The Government Bill to regulate the 
Petroleum Inspection Act of 1880 passed 
its second reading in the Commons on Fri- 
dey. The Minister of Inland Revenue, in 
moving the second reading of the measure, 
stated that after making due’ inquiry and 
research, the Government had arrived at 
the conclusion to maintain the gravity test 
in interest of the public safety, and the 
flash teat stood in the same position. The 
excess of paraffin in the oil operated very 
injuriously, as at acertain degree of tem- 
perature it crystallized, precipitated, and 
generated explosions. The Government 
began to regulate thistrade in 1868, and 
last year the flash test was placed on Cana- 
dian oil at 115 and on imported oil at 120, 
and the gravity test at 8.02. They now 
proposed to put the flash test at 115 on 
both Canadian and imported oils, and had 
no objection, if the House desired it, to 
place the gravity test at 8.05. In the 
States oil was not allowed to be oxported 
unless it was subjected to both the tests 
mentioned, and the grayity test wos there 
fixed at 8.02. They also proposed to intro- 
duce an amendment to prevent smuggling, 
enacting that packages from which the 
marks, etc., were not obliterated would be 
seized and forfeited to the Crown, the pen- 

alty being $1 for each offence. 

Mr. Oolby accepted the proposition of 
the Government, and the specific gravity 
test was accordingly lowered from 8.02 to 
8.06, the effect of which action will bo to 
slightly reduce the price of the refined oil. 

Tho subject isa most difficult one to 
legislate upon, os whilst the object of the 
Government is to benefit the consumer by 
fixing the standard of the oil at as low a 
rate as is consistent with safety, they feel 
that the safety lino must not be departed 
from. ‘The evil results of laxity in this 
direction in the United States is so appar- 
ent that no persons in their senses will do- 
sire any other policy than one which will 

provent the sale of coal vil which explodes 

under circumstances that aro of daily 
ocourence. Itis quite possiblo that some 
years’ oxporience will be required in ordor 


to determine just where the safoty lino may 
be drawn.

Prof. Macoun in Ottawa. 

An Ottawa reports says :— ‘* Professor 
Macoun delivered a lecture before the 
Scientlio Society last night. He declared 
that the summer elimate of the Peace River 
region was similar to that of Ontario, and 
the same cereals that came to perfection in 
the latter place would do in the former, 
Actual cultivation has proved the statement 
to be true. Amongst many illustrations he 
cited that of the cabbage, which being a 
seaside plant grow equally well in the 
North-West, asthe soil contained much 
alkaline matter, although some people 
maintained such soil was of no value, He 
referred to the law of production and show- 
ed that all plants produce more growth the 
nearor they approach thoir northorn limit 
and demonstrated by various oxamples, ap- 
parently satisfactory to the audienco, that 
the same number of stalks to tho acre in tho 
North-West would produce double the 
quantity of grain asthatof the best cultivat- 
od land in Ontario, After a lucid oxpla- 
nation of tho grassos aad their modo of 
growth asfound in the North-Woast, he 
brought a lengthy lecture to a close by re 
forring to the raising of atock,andshowed that 
groat plains which supported tho enormous 
herds of buffalo would yot be the homo of 
countleas herds of cattle, and it was a woll 
known fact that the buffalo never wintored 
in tho forest, but alwaya inthe brokon 
country, where hills and doop valleys gave 
them pasture and better shelter, Professor 
Macoun was acoorded a hoarty yote of 
thaake at tho close.”

Australian Contederation. 

The Australian Colonies are moving in 
the direction of a Confederation, for which 
purpose an international conference of 
Ministerial representatives opened at Syd- 
ney, New South Wales, on January 17th, 
and contiaued for ten days. The proceed- 
ings of the Conference are thus summarized: 
—Resolutions have been agreed to that 
Warrants issued in one colony for tho arrest 
of offenders, including wife-desertors, and 
tor the recovery of damages,shall be opera- 
tive in all, The conference has appointed a 
joint commision to arrange the basis of a 
uniform tariff for all the colonies ; but as 
the Victorian representatives dissent from 
the proposal, there is no likelihood of an 


agreement on the subject. Victoria in- 
sists that the basis shall be her own tariff, 
while the other represontatives have 


adopted the New South Wales tariff'ns 
the basis, Tho proposition for a Federal 
Council lapsed in consequence of the. re- 
presentatives being equally divided. A 
resolution was adopted that tho introduc- 
tion of Chinese at the public expense in 
apy ono colony, was injurious to the 
colonies a8 a whole, A memorial was ad- 
dressed to tho Secretary of State asking 
for the reversal of the reovipt Act paseed 
by the Western Australian Logislature re- 
garding Ohinese labor, A motion waa 
brought forward that additional naval pro- 
tection was required by the colonies, which 
will pay half the costs, An amendment to 
the offect that the wholo of the expenditure 
should devolve on the Imperial authoritios 
the colonies on their part undertaking the 


land fortitications, was negatived. he 
draft of a bill for an Australian Oourt of 
Hnal appeal was approved.

Thirteen Ghosts in an Hour. 


“Materializing” on a Large Scale. 


ANOTHER QUEREK PERFORMANCE IN BIGHTII 
AVE,—WILLIAM EDDY'S REMARKABLE EX. 
PLOITS —SPOOKS OF ALL SIZES AND AGES, 


(From the New York Tribune.) 


“There will be no seanco to-night,” said Wil- 
liam Eddy as he came to the door of a house 
in Eighth ave, in response te the ring of a 7'rib- 
une reporter, ‘‘Whoen will thore be another?” 
“I don't know; wo are going away in a fow 
days."’ Can't I come in and talk with you a 
moment |" ‘Well, there’s nobody hore bu 
a fow friends, I think-noy**  * o 
seen the accounts in the papers about the at- 
a to expose you the other night ?” 

This question aroused Mr. Eddy’a curiosity. 
He had heard of the newspaper reports but 
had not seen them, and he opened the door to 
learn more about them, but shut it relontless- 
ly in the face of a black-bearded man who 
stood behind the reporter and said he was 
going to California soon and wanted to see 
the spirits before he left New York. In the 
little front room over the meat shop were as- 
sembled the members of the housebold anda 
few family friends. Horatio Eddy was ab- 
sent. The party consisted of William Eddy, 
his cousin Frank, who acts as business mana- 
gor of the seances; Mr, and Mrs. D., the oo- 
cupants of the flat, an old Polish doctor, a 
Frenchman and his wife, a young woman, said 
to bea medium, and the reporter, whose 
name and avocation were unknown to the 
company, and who was received in a friendly 
way as a contirmed spiritualist, 

It was Sunday night, and William Eddy 
made up his mind that there should be no 
public seance, but only a quiet little affair for 
the entertainment of the party of friends ; so 
herefused to answer numerous rings at the bell. 
The reporter determined to adapt himself to 
the ways of the company, make no attempt 
at disturbing the ghosts, keep his eyes open, 
and closely observe the parlor scances, A 
look into the little hall bedroom from which 
the spooks appear showed that the bed had 
been placed squarely in front of the suspicious 
hall door, which was besides looked and bolt- 
ed, It seemed tolerably plain that the ghosts 
would not come through that door, which, by 
the way, led into the common hall used by 
the three families inhabiting the building. 
As the one window of the room looked out on 
Eighth-ave., the apparitions could not reason- 
ably be expected to enter there. 

The theory uppermost in the mind of the 
observer was that William Eddy disguised 
himself with clothes hidden in the , and 
personated the differont apparitions. Some 
color was given to this idea by the smudgy, 
indifferent appearance of the ghosts seen at 
the preyious sitting des»ribed by the Z'ribune. 
This theory did not stand the test of the even- 
ing’s performances, however, as will be seen 
hereafter, and a new one was developed. 

Ata quarter after 8 William Eddy went 
into the hall bedroom and lowered the curtain 
hanging across the open door. Cousin Frank 
struck up ‘‘The Sweet Bye-and-bye,” <A 
brown paper shade was put over the lamp, 
but it was still light enough to distinguish 
ladies across the room. No sooner was the 
tane sung through than the curtain was lifted 
and out stepped an elderly woman in white, 
with a gray woollen shawl across her should- 
ers. ‘*Good evening, Mrs. Eaton,” said one 
member of the company after another, 

The spook said, ‘‘Good evening” in a per- 
fectly clear feminine voice and chatted awhile 
familiarly. By the side of the door hung a 
key and a clothes brush, which furnish a 
convenient mark for the reporter to measure 
the comparative height of the apparitions, 
The woman was considerably shorter than 
tho medium in the dark bedroom and not so 
stout. Evidently it was not he. ‘‘Turn up 
the light, Frank,” seid Mrs. Eaton, as she 
stepped behind the curtain. The paper shade 
was removed and out came the ghost agaia, 
this time in the full light. Face and clothing 
were plain enough now. The voice as she 
talked with different members of the circle 
had the usual tono, and the language had the 

rammatical faults of the colloquial dialect of 

ew-England country people, 

Out of that little hall bedroom came twelve 
other professed materialized spirits in quick 
auccession—men, women and children. The 
whole time occupied by the thirteen was ex- 
actly fifty minutes, or an average of a little 
less than four minutes toeach ghost. There 
was a very old woman whom the Polish doo- 
tor said was his grandmother, and with whom 
he spoke in Polish ; a woman of about sixty 
whom the wife of the Frenchman said was 
her mother, and who spoke German ; a young 
woman recognized by the same person as her 
sister Ella; anegro womav, who tried to 
dance but did not succeed; a sweet little 
girl of about six years, ina white dress and 
hood, jingling a string of yellow beads; 
another child about \he same height, a boy 
called Oscar, whom Mrs, D. said belonged to 
her ; a middle-aged woman called Mra, Ellis, 
and a number of men, All were recognized 
by some member of the company, except a 
remarkably tall, muscular, black-whiskerod 
man, who came out in the full light and 
pointed to the young woman in the circle, 
who, however, said she did not know him. 
No fewer than four of the ghosts asked to 
have the shade removed from the lamp, and 
came out a second time in the well-lighted 
room, 

The most remarkable of the masculine ap- 
paritions was atall, portly man with a large 
head, bushy gray hair and long gray beard. 
He wore black trousers and a dark sack coat, 
but he had not taken the trouble to put on 
either his waistcoat or his boots, » nogleot of 
the proprictics which was pardonable from the 
circumstance that the old gentleman evident- 
ly felta homo. He was introduced as E, V, 
Wilson, ao spiritualist lecturer well-known 
throughout the country, who died not long 
ago. Frank said ho had been recognized by 
fifteoa hundred people at a Spiritualist camp- 
mooting last summer, Tho face was distinct 
and strongly individual, and a peouliarity of 
the figure, besides its portlinoss and size, was 
the shortness of the arms and a singalar awk- 
wardness about the movements of one shoul- 
dor. Mr, Wilson domanded a strong light, 
and, reappearing, delivered o brief lecture in 
a loud clear bass voico. Ho was sorry thore 
woro so few present, and wished those per- 
sons who had attompted to one the por- 
formance a few nights ago had como again, 
‘Tt is well for thom that they cannot expose 
it,” he continued, ‘for if they could, if this is 
alla humbug, thon thore is no future life and 
thoy thomeelves aro of no moro account than 
the sands on tho sea shore.” After somo fur- 
thor romarks, expressing his pleasure at meot- 
ing hia friends, the portly gentleman with 
drow. ; ; 
In all of the apparitions oxcopt two of the 
children the flesh tints looked natural, but the 
oyos were invariably filmy aud oxpressionloss, 
rosombling the eyes of a dead person, Tho 


drapery looked substantial onough to bo real. 
Frank said he onee woighed all tho familiar 
spirits pn a platform scale, Mra, Raton, o 
stout matronly porson, who looked as if sho 


would tip the boam at 160, weighed only 40 
pounda, 

The last ghost was tho same good-natured 
Mra, Eaton, who announced that the porform- 
auce was over, Soargely had sho withdrawu 
than Frank pulled op the curtain and out

stepped the medium, William Kddy, lookin 
as if ho had been asloop, After afew minute's 
conversation, Rddy brought a brown cotton 
curtain from tho back room, placed a round 
table in the corner of the parlor, put a bell 
and tambourine on the table, and hung the 
curtain acrots so as to partition off just 
enough space for tho table. Hoe then nat 
down in front of the curtain and called the 
Frenchman and the young woman to sit with 
him. Cousin Frank then buttoned a lon 
4pron around the necks of the medium and 
the woman which fell over their knees and 
concealed their hands, Behind the curtain 
thero was not room enough for a man to stand 
on either side of the round table. The throe 
sitters word of course yisible, as thoy sat dir- 
ectly in front of the curtain which ‘camo up 
back of them to a height of about eighteen 
inches aboyo their heads. The room was 
well lighted, Immediately hands were 
shown through slits in the curtain and tho 
instruments mado a racket, A guitar and 
banjo were handed over the top of the curtain 
to the ghostly inmates of the triangular space

© most interesting part of the perform- 
ance, however, was the writing of the mneesages 
upon cards an scraps of paper which were 
handed with a pencil to the outstretched 
hands and flang back into the room, Five dis- 
tinct handwritings were thus produced, Two 
were evidently the work of illiterate persons, 
thospelling and grammar being very bad. Ono 
message, signed by a woman’s name, was writ- 
ten in a beautifal feminine hand. One pur- 
ported to ceme from the brothor of the Polish 
doctor and one from the brothor of the master 
of the house, 

Now for a theory to account for these mys- 
teribus doings. There was nobody behind the 
curtala—that was shown at a previous sitting, 
when a newspaper man sprang behind it 
with tho agility of a terrier after a rat, and 
found nothing but the table and the musical 
instruments, Besides there was no room for 
anybody larger than a ten-year-old child. 
Not one of the thirteen ghosts that came out 
of the hall bedroom was William Eddy, who 
was the only person there when the perform. 
ance began. ‘They might have come through 
4 secret opening in the wall from the adjoin- 
ing honse, but the profits of the Eddy’s seances 
would not warrant the expense of hiring two 
buildings on Eigthth-ave, and employing thir- 
teen persons to personate spirits, The report- 
er thinking the affair over on his way home 
was disposed to fall back on hypnotism, Dr, 
Hammond says he can make a man believe a 
broomstick is a pretty young woman and can 
set women dandling sticks of wood supposing 
them to be real babies: Why should not the 
power of bypnotizing subjects be extended so 
as to embrace a room fall of people and make 
them fancy they ece and hear materialized 
spirits, True, the reporter did not feel hyp- 
notized. Hethoughthe was wide awake. 
He joined in singing the Sunday-school 
hymns, talked with the ghosts and was vastly 
entertained. But maybe he was mistaken. 
Perhaps the whole company were in a mag- 
netic sleep, and only fancied themselves 
awake. in any case it was a queer peérform- 
ance,

The centenary of George Ste »yhenson, on 
June 7th, 1881, is to be celebrated. 

The Leith Town Council have asked for a 
loan of £10,000 from the Public Loan Com- 
missionors, with a view to improving the 
town,

The operations at the Tay Bridge, which 
have been Fpreny retarded during the Inst 
thres months by stormy weather and ice in 
the river, have been renewed with vigor, 

Mr, Carlyle’s friends, it is reported, wish 
to put the little house in Ecclefechan in 
which he was born in repair, and keep it as a 
monument—making it perhaps into a public 
library. 

An interesting publication is expected in 
Berlin shortly in the shape of a selection 
from the political correspondence between 
the Prince Coasort and King William, now 
the German Emperor. 


The local authorities of Stirling have, with 
the view of preventing tho spread of foot-and- 
mouth disease, placed restrictions upon the 
removal of cattlo into the district from Eng- 
land or Wales from the 11th ult, 

Un account of the increasing episcopal 
duties, consequent on the growth of the 
archdiocese, desolving on Cardinal Mauning,a 
coadjutor-archbishop to his Eminence will, 
it is understood, shortly be appointed.

The British Society of Arts has decided 
upon awarding three silver medale for the 
three London houses which, among those 
submitted for competition, are furnished with 
the best appliances for sanitary purposes.

An extended system of industrial education 
is to be introdiced in connection with the 
communal schools of Paris.

ITS DEPARTURE FROM THE NEWFOUNDLAND 
PORTS. 


Sr. Jouys, N. F., March 10.—This morn- 
-zg twenty-six superb steamships sailed from 
our ports for the great northern oil field,from 
which a rich harvest is periodically gleaned 
by the adventurous and hardy fishermen of 
Newfoundland, These twenty six steamers 
represent an. aggregate capacity of 11,150 
tons,, and are manned by 7,075 men. As 
there is a special actof Parliament prohibit- 
ing the sailing of the steam'sealing fleet be- 
fore the 10th of March, in order to prevent 
the destruction of immature seals, the whole 
flest moved out to sea slmost simultaneously, 
amid the firing of gang, the di e of rock- 
ets and blue lights and deafening choers of a 
thousand brazen throats, Before a fortnight 
elapses the greater number will have returned 
to St. Johns, reeking with fat, veritable oils, 
argosies of enormous value. 

A good sealing voyage on the eastern coast 
of Newfoundland and along the Labrador 
coast would produce $1,000,000 worth of 
blubber and seal skins. The amount of cap- 
ital invested in these sealing steamers reaches 
the large sum of $2,220,000, apart altogether 
from the outfitting of the ships and the main- 
tenance of the crews. Eight years have 
elapsed since the only United States steamer 
that over attempted to compete with the 
Newfoundland in this great ocean harvest 
sank off St. Pierre Island, homeward bound. 
This was the screwsteamer Monticello, well 
known as a privateer in southern waters dur« 
ing the war of secession. She was fitted out 
by Lorenzo Wilsov, of Boston, but proved a 
disastrous failure, being wholly unfit in model 
and requisite strength for combating with 
Northern ice floes, Since that time Scotland 
has entered the lists against Newfoundland 
and placed on our waters six noble little seal- 
ing steamships of an average capacity of 600 
tons and capable of floating thirty-five thous- 
and seals each. 

By telegram from the northward this morn- 
ing your correspondent learns that the seals 
have already struck into the land, as they did 
last year when the memorable ice floe tragedy 
was enacted, and alecady thedaring sealer is 
at his work on the treacherous and faithle:s 
ice, and already several hundreds of seals have 
been hauled on shore at Bonavista, the scene 
last yoar of tragical loss of life, surrounded by 
circumstances of a peculiarly calamitous char- 


acter.

The Ozarowitz at Home.

Al xandor Alexandrovitz, the eldest  sur- 
viving son of the Czar of Russia, received a 
sopsrato establishment and a very handsome 
income when hoe married the second of tho 
three beautiful danghters of the King of Den. 


mark in 1866. The Anitchkov Palace, which 
is his residence in St, Petersburg, stands close 
to the bridge of the samo name in the Perapro- 
tive Now-ky, alivoly part ot thecity,and about 
a mile anda half from tho Winter Palace, 
though the wide spaces and imvense length 
of the public buildings which lie between 
them make the distance Appear much low, It 
looks far better fitted for the cojoyments of 
family life than the huge erection inh sbited by 
the Czar, and all reports spoak highly of the 
domestic virtuos and private happiness of the 
Ozarowitz and his wife,and of their unaffected 
kindness to the poor, 


The Cz srowitz is hardly so tall as bis father 
was in his best days, but ho must be nearly, 
if not quite, six foot in height, and is remark. 
ably deop-chostod and broad sho ldered, with 
all tho appearance of grest stronyth, His light- 
grey eyos resemble those of his mother’s relati- 
ons at Hosse-Darmatadt more than his fathor's, 
who has the dark-blue eyes (euch as the French 


| call blue-black) which are to be sen in the 


picturos ef Alexander L, Pau’, Peter the Great, 
and several other membors of the House of 
R manoff. In tigure and general style he is 
also like hia unclo, the late Grand Duke ot 
Hesse-Darmatadt, The shape of his head 
which is above tho average sizo—as with most 
of his family—is rather peouliar; one of those 
only fitted by a large hat, w ich, when worn, 
appears out of proportion to the comparatively 
small face below. A phrenologist would sa 
it was a shape betokening groat ‘energy ond 
strength of will, with a talent for mathematics. 
His forehead is high; but the organs of vener- 
ation, firmness, and self-esteem are most large- 
ly developed. This form of head may have 
been produced, according to the Darwinian 
theory, by several generations of desputio 
power, ae Alexander ft has more of it than is 
generally seen, though not as much as his son, 
A small mouth, with extremely good teeth, 
which he only shows when he laughs, is the 
Czarowitz's beat feature; his hair ia auburn, 
and his complexion yery fair. In St. Peters- 
burg he usually appears most correctly attired 
in uniform;bat when enjoying a holiday among 
his wife's relations he may be seen in a ver 
loose washed suit of shepherd's plaid, a blac 
tie,a white hat, and with neither gloves, ring, 
nor watch. That he has been no carpet sol 
dier is evident fr m the marks of frostbites on 
the third and fourth fingers ot his left hand, 
and a slight scar on his temple, where a bullet 
grazed his head in one of the battles of the 
Turkish war, 


The Czarowitch is very popular in Vopon- 
hagen, where he and the Priacess Dagmar, as 
she is still fondly called, by the Danes, walk 
about the town together in the most uncere- 
monious manner,and are always ready to take 
their part in any popular entertainmont during 
the long visits which they perio lically pay at 
her father’s court. It also speaks well for him 
that he is supposed to reqare no extra amuse- 
ment there ; but to be perfectly happy, roam- 
ing about tho park, and spending quiet eve- 
nings in the castle, Inthe summer of 1875 
the whole Danish Royal family, including the 
King and Queen of Greece, were entertained 
for six weeks at his palaces in St. Petersburgh 
and Trasrkoe-Selo Tho Prince’s study in 
the Anitchkov Palace isa smali room fitted 
up with maps and globes, anit well-filled book 
cases, in which historical works in all lan- 
guages predominate, That he is a roader is 
shown by the piles of newspapers which he 
collects atthe Jifferent stations when ona 
railway journey to persue on tne road, and he 
has takon personal ioterest in the publication 
of the State correspondence ot Russia. Sime 
yeara ay» he wrote himself to the heirs of La 
Harpe, who was a tutor to the Emperor Alex- 
ander I, to ask for the loan of any letters 
from his great-uoole to La Harpe, which might 
happen to bo still in his hands, 


Whether justly or not the Czarowitz had 
the credit of being a very obstinate,capricious 
bad tempered boy, and it was undoubtedly a 
groat shock to his futuro subjects when the 
unexpected death of his elder brother placed 
him next tothe throne, They had alwaya 
been playfellows,and greatly attached to each 
other, and when but ten and eleven years old 
were brought to the death-bed of the Empor- 
or Nicholas, in 1855, to receive their grand- 
father's blessing and afew words of advice, 
As might be expected 4t their age and on such 
an occasion they both shed many tears, That 
the present Czarowitz married the Princess 
Dagmar [who, on her re-baptism into the 
Kastern Church, received the names of Mary 
Fedeorovna] at thespecial request of the dying 
Prince to whom she was betrothed, is well 
known; «nd though the request seemed hardly 
natural, theelder brother probably remem- 
bered that she was not without ambition, and 
had thought much of the position which she 
would some day occupy,and which, in his un- 
selfish love, he strove to secure for her in tho 
only possible way. The Czarevoa has four 
beautiful children—tho eldest, Nichols, a 
boy of 12; the second, George, about 9, who 
bears a striking resemblance to rhe early pic- 
tures of Aloxander II. ; and two muoh youn- 
ger ones, Xonia and Michael. She has ac- 
companied her husband to all parts of Euro- 
pean Russie, and has gained the affection of 
the people. particularly of the Poles. In the 
winter at the Anitohkov Palace she has an 
annual Christmas tree; but it is net oe 
tho children of the nobles who aro inyited, 
but a number from the most squalid homes 
in St. Petersburg, reoommended by some of 
the members of the Society for Relief of Dis- 
tress; and those are always sdnt away with « 
good stock of warm olothing, as well as tho 
customary presents, 

Such very contradictory stories are told of 
the Prince's attitude with regard to politics, 
that one-half at Joast of them must bo in, 
vonted; and, asamanof 35 sellom holds 
the samo viows that ho did at 25, the proba- 
bility is that bis ideas have changed consider- 
ably during the laet ton years, His manner 
is abrupt, and wants cordiality ; ho is a caro: 
leas though not a great talker; and, as ao 
younyer man, was koown to give way to vary 
unbecoming displays of temper. He hay 
great powers of endurance, and oan tiro out 
most ordinary peoplo; but field sporta and 
amusgomonts are only secondary objects with 
him, Ho is a diligent attendant at the meot- 
ings of the Imperial Councils, where he bas 
long had a place. Aloxandor II, bas boon » 
good deal troubled at differoat timos with 
the vagarios of hie sons and pophows, par- 
ticularly with the young Princess of Louch. 
tenbu g; but, whother wisely or not, ho has 
yielded on several oovasions to tho prossure 
of his heir, as in the osse of M_ Nalouicff, 
who was dismissed in 1869 from hia post of 
Min ater of tho Interior, or obliged to resign, 
having inourred tho ill-will of the Czarow tg, 
who at that dato was undoubtedly an uphol- 
der of the old antooracy, as opposed to tho 
more liberal views of hie father and of M, 
Valouic ff.

The Transvaal. 


How the British Fought and Died | 


on Mount Majuba — General | 
Colley's End. 


Tho special correspondent of the London 
Times, after giving the details of the carlier 
fight oo Mount Majuba, aaya :— 

At ono o'vlock a terrific fire came from the 

left. All the available reserves wore hurriod 
up, and they answored the fire well for ten 
minutes, Thre were 50 men of tho Naval 
Brigade, the Highlanders, and the 58th firing 
agairst 200 Boors, The Boor ficieg became 
very telling, and our men wore shot dowr 
right and left, Atthis point all were expored; 
no man could show his head without » dozen 
shots being tirod athim, Our men broke in 
fiftorn minntes, The officers shouted, ** Rally 
on your right,” which would bring them to 
the left rear, near the Geoeral with about 50 
men, They did rally, and came to tho or-st 
of the hill, where Col nel Stewart, Major 
Fraser, Captajo McGregor, Staff Officers, and 
indeed overy « thcer present, with revolver and 
sword in hand, encouraged the men by word 
and action. - The whole Boer fire was concen- 
trated on the last point of defence on the l- fe 
rear, Tho men were crowded behind oclump 
of stonos, but the officers oalled and directed 
thom to deploy slightly right and left to pre. 
vont our being flanked. Our rear on the other 
side of the hasin was only heid by 15 or twenty 
men. our direct front by a score more, but 
they said there were not many Boers there, 
Io the direot rear the ground was very pre- 
oipitour, and none eh 2 scac it. It was 
also free to a certain extent {rom cover for 
the enemy. The Loers evidently resolved to 
take the poiats and the crest in detail, and 
all their efforts were concentrated on the ‘eft 
Major Fraser sang out, “Men of the 92ad, 
don't forget your bayonets!” Colonel 
St#wart called to the 58th, and Captain Mo- 
Gregor called to the Naval  Brivade. 
General Colley was directing the movement 
as coolly as if ata review. The men fixed 
bayonets, and standing shoulder to shoulder 
in a semi-circle poured a volley bick for each 
of the enemy's volleys. Numbers fell, but 
there was no shelter to which th-y could be 
removed, The last stand continued for ten 
minutes, and the men then ran snort of am- 
munition, They only had the 70 rounds 
whion they carried in their pouches. A party 
of Boers crept up to 40 men hulding the true 
front ; the men charged with bayonets, but 
did not get within striking distanoe. All 
were shot down but three or four, With the 
General and the main body thers were not 
more than 100 men left. The officera encour- 
aged their men to fire low, and only when the 
Boers jumped up to fire a volley, and to give 
them the bayonet next. This was the last 
command I heard. In a moment our poor fel- 
lowa broke and rushed for the crest in the 
rear, Tranwith thew. How any one gained 
the ridge at the rear and escaped to the camp 
down a precipice, a steep fall of 39 fect, and 
then on over enermous boulders, stones, and 
bush for a quarter of a mile, under a storm of 
bullets raining from all cides, 1 do not know. 
Four men dropped by my side as 1 ran across 
the basin. The Boers were all round, andbul- 
lets oame from all directions, Our biave fel- 
lows, panting and bleeding with retreat. 
ing, were shot down, The sound of 
guns firing from the camp was heard, and 
We took hope from the thought thst the ar- 
tillery was coming. The Boer firing ceased 
after a few guo shots, A dozen of us shelter- 
ing in a dongs, several wounded. were dia- 
covered by the Boers, who said they would 
not shoot us if wo lsid down our rifls. We 
didso, and went with the Roers upto the 
crest of the hill. I saw Lieutenant Hill 58th, 
lying with a wounded arm. Hespoke to me 
cheerfully. He had distinguished himself by 
carrying the wounded at Laing’s Nek. The 
Boer General gave me a pass tothe camp on 
conitition that I would show him my account 
before I sent it. H_- said, *‘Who is the officer 
killed?” I said, ‘‘Tako me to him.”gWe went 
to where tie fical -tand was made, and there 
lay a body with tho face covered by the hel- 
mot. By the clothiag I rec gnized the body, 
and liftiog the he met saw the face of our 
poor general, the bravest s ldier of the day, a 
commander loved by every man. from the 
highest to the lowest. The Boers doubted 
me, aad questi ned me again and again as to 
whether ic was really the General. I gave 
my word of honor that it was General Colley, 
and they wove satisfi.d. No word of exulta- 
tion esc »ped their lips. Isaid,**you have killed 
the bravest geatleman on the field. ’’They said 
‘You, ho fought well.” One man said he did 
not think we were wrong, but he was a sol- 
dier and must obey o ders. Similar remarks 
wero made by others, Near the General lay 
Commander Romilly, of the Boadicea and 
Lieut, Maude, 58th ; but I hurried back to 
camp, While voming from the hill I saw 
our poor fellows, wounied and dead, lying 
dotted about, The Boors fired shots on the 
Highlanders’ laager at the foot of the hill, bat 
the guos stopped them. Major Fraser has 
just come in slightly bruised, and having been 
forty-eight hours without food. He states :— 
**T esoaped ty the roar, and worked my way 
at nightfall through the Boers’ lines at the 
Nek.’ He had seen nothing of Colonel 
Stewart. Dr, Mahon says, as an eye-witness, 
‘The General was first wounded, then a Boer 
at four paces blew his brains out.” 

Another writer says that at tho critical 
moment a panic seized the Englith tro»ps,and

Were 
it not for one or two considerations, we

Great ovents frequently spring from very 
small causes, as the present Liberal Goy- 
ernment of England have found, in pro- 
posing to change the dross of the Highland 
rogimonts by doing away with the dis- 
tinctive tartans which haye heretofore been 
worn and substituting a uniform tartan. 
This small spark kindled a very large flame, 
The regiments which would have been 
atfeoted by the proposed change protested 
strongly against the proposition, whilst the 
Scottish people, at meetings held through- 
out the country, similarly expressed them- 
selves, The excitement spread to the 
colonies, and Scotsmen throughout the 
whole of the Queen’s wide dominions held 
meetings on the subject and added theft 
protests to those of their compatriots, as 
above stated. The strong opposition thus 
manifested in all quarters has had its duo 
effect, and Mr. Childers, the Secretary of 
War, has therefore withdrawn the obnox- 
fous order. Tho Government must have 
buta slight knowledge of the Highland 
character to imagine that such an arrange- 
ment would be quietly acquiesced in. The 
Highlanders are justly proud of the dis- 
tinction which attaches to their respective 
clans, and which their varying tartans 
typify. Therefore the proposal to obliter- 
ate that distinction, which was regarded as 
honorable and embodying much that was 
dear beyond conception to those who wore 
it, was naturally provocative of a spirit of 
opposition so strong as to lead to its fail-

Export ot Harley. 


AND GROWLING IN IMPORTANCE, 


Tn a business point of view it is interest- 
ing to contemplate the rapidly increasing 
growth of the grain trade, in so far at least as 
the export of Canadian barley is concerned. 
In ten years the total shipments were 59,- 
829,322 bushels, valued at $48,415,555. 
The receipts at all-American ports, princi- 
pally at Oswego during 1880 were 7,459,660, 
the greatest quantity that crossed the water 
since 1870, excepting in 1875-76, when the 
exported article is said to have reached 
10,262,641 bushels. ‘The only ports in tho 
Oswego Customs District that import bar- 
ley are Oswego and Fair Haven. The 
imports at Oswego of new crop Canada 
barley since July 1st and including Dec. 
Sist, 1880, were 4,227,784 bushels, and at 
Fair Haven during the same period 189,- 
313 hushels: crop year 1879-80 Oswego 
3,972,389 bushels, Fair Haven 246,082 
bushels ; crop year 1878-79, Oswego 2.961- 
874 bushels, Fair Haven 140,997 bushols . 
crop year 1877.78, Oswego 3,972,736 bush- 
els, Fair Haven 126,756 bushels, Previous 
to 1877 there were no imports of barley at 
Fair Haven ; the figures antecedent to this 
date inthe above,therefore repredent the 
imports at Oswego. Of the total imports 
of Canada barley into the United States of 
the new crop of 1880 to and including Deo, 
3lst, the port of Oswego received 56.67 per 
cent; during the crop year of 1879-80,55.79 
per cent. ; 1877-78, 58.01 per cent. ; 1876- 
77, 42.32 per cent. ; 1875-76, 36,31 per 
cent. ; 1874.75, 49.53 per cent. ; 1873-74, 
567.01 per cent. ; 1872-73, 67.02 per cent. ; 
1871-72, 58.62 por cent. ; 1870-71, 66,12 
per cent. 

Tho exports of barley malt from Canada 
during the past nine years aggregated 3,- 
510,761, with a valoe of $3,008,472. Of 
the amount stated Oswego received 65,399 
bushels and Oape Vincent 2,471, — Whig.

The Indians of Canada. 


DEPARTMENTAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1880, 


Orrawa, March 15.—Sir John Macdon- 
ald presented tho first annual report of the 
Department of Indian Affairs, for tho cal- 
endar year 1880. The report states that 
under the provisions of the Act 43 Vic., 
Uap, 28, on May 7th last, the Department 


was established. The report covers the 


operations of the Department during the 
first year of its existence, 


The relations of the Government with the 
numerous tribes of Indiana of the Dominion 


continue to be satisfactory. The Plains In- 
dians of the North-West Territory, who 
were greatly distressed for want of food, 
express themselves as gratified at the as- 


sistance rendered by the Government. 
The efforts to settle upon reserves many of 


these Indians have been surprisingly suc- 


cessful. The efforts to instruct the Indians 


have been uniformly successful, and the 


farm instructors to the Indians have dis- 
charged their duties faithfully and efticient- 


ly. Under the system of food distribution 


adopted, all able bodied Indians are re- 


quired to work for the food they receive, 


and this course adapta them to habits of 
industry and self-reliance, An early frost 


last season prevented a bountiful harvest, 


and consequently the Government will be 


forced to continue their policy of assistance. 
In a few years it is expected the majority 


of the bands of Indians will be selt-support- 


ing. 


The Blackfeet Indians, whose hunting 
grounds cover the south-west portion of the 
Territories, bordering on the Rocky Moun- 
tains and the Assiniboines, who usually 


frequent the country east of Fort Walsh, 


as well as many of the Oreo Indians from 


the more northerly parts of the ‘Territories, 


crossed the boundary line in autumn of last 


year in pursuit of buffalo and remained in 
American tarritory during the winter, and 
indeed the Blackfeet, by latest advices,had 
not returned to Canadian territory, but-on 
the contrary had communicated their in- 
tention of remaining in the buffalo country 
of the United States during the present 
winter. It is however, thought that these 
Indians will probably find themselves oblig. 
ed to return earlier than they intended. 

The negotiations for the removal from 
Oanadian territory of foreign Indian 
agents, who have for several years past 
congregated in considerable numbers in 
the south-west part of the territories to 
their own country, the United States, will, 
it is hoped soon reach a successful issue. 

The Indians of the Keowatin District 
are self-subsisting, and there has been no 
destitution among them. ‘he Canadian 
and British Columbian Indians are report- 
ed to be generally contented and desirous 
of earning the good-will of the white-men. 
Owing to the resignation of Mr. Sproat,the 
Reserve Uommissioner, in March last, and 
the delay experienced by Mr. O'Reilly, 
late County Court Judge, and stipendiary 
magistrate, the new appointee, in assum- 
ing the discharge of his duties, the work of 
alloting [ndian reserves wassuspended dur- 
ing last season, but will be vigorously prosecu- 
ed this year. The important subject of 
{Indian education is receiving some consid- 
eration with a view to the inauguration of 
animproved system. Information hat been 
called for. One of the principal features in 
the new system will consist in a thorough 
and systematic inspection of all Indian 
schools, and teachers will be required to 
hold certificates of competency and char- 
acter from School Boards or other compe- 
tent authorities. ‘The Government aro de- 
sirous of abolishing aa soon as possible the 
old system of tribal government and inau- 
gurating a simple torm of municipal goy- 
ernment. Enquiries are now being made as 
to whether any Indians on regeryes aro pro- 
prepared for this change. 

The quantity of Indian land sold during 
the year in the interest of Indians who sur- 
rendered it was 96,265 acres for $67,624, 
being an increase over the previous yoar of 
298 acres and $225 08 in cash.

The Duty on Malt. 


Speech of Hon. R. Read in the 
Senute. 


(From the Official Report.) 
TituRSDAY, March 10, 

Hon. Mr, Reav rose to inquire ; 

“ Whether it is the intention of the Govern- 

ment #0 to amend the Inland Revenue laws that 
the excise duties may be collected upon beer in- 
stead of malt,” 
Heo said: Ishould like to Say a fow words 
before making this inquiry of the Govern. 
ment. It is within the knowledge of the 
House, no doubt, that the excise duty is col- 
lectod on beor in the United States, and not 
on malt. Last year a bill was introduced by 
the British Govarament in the samo direction 
and it was carried through Parliament,— so 
that at tho present time in England the 
excise duty is collected on beer instead of 
malt, and has been since October last, Those 
who haye boon watchiog the proceedings in 
the United States Congress, will have ob- 
served that for two sessions at loast, if not 
longer, there has been an agitation there to 
increase the duty upon malt entering the 
United States, There are two parties taters 
ested in this movement—the brewers and the 
maltsters, In this country maltaters are gen- 
erally brewers as well, tnt in the United 
States they aro two distinct interests, as there 
are very few cases in which the brewers make 
their own malt. The brewers aro purchasers 
of malt, hence it is to their advantage that 
malt should be allowed to come into the coun- 
try under as low a duty as possible, It is 
owing to tho opposition of the browers that 
the duty on malt has not been increased ; that 
it will yet be increased I have no doubt, and 
my object in asking this question is to draw 
the attention of tho Government to the mat- 
ter, so that, when wo are prevented from ep- 
tering the United States market, we may pos- 
sibly have a market in England under the 
alteration of the law in the mother country, 
There is no reason that I can see why we 
should not send malt to England as woll as 
barley, ‘I'he quantity of barley imported into 
England is vory great. The imports of barley 
into Great Britain for the year 1878, from the 
latest returns we have, were as follows :—

I find there has been no malt imported into 
KEngland, The reason for that is obvious 
when you come to look at the import and 
and exciso duty, In the first place foreign 
barley was not as good as the native grain, 
and then it had to bear high rates of import 
and excise duties, The malt duty was three 
shillings a bushel, and the only return I can 
find o! imports was one of five quarters of 
m. lt imported from France in 1878. Last 
year we exported to the United States 37,- 
988,788 pounds of malt, valaed at $843,132. 
It may be expected that we will soon have 
the British market open to us for the expurt 
of malt, I think it is open to us already, and 
there is no reason why we should not sell a 
large quantity of malt in England. My rea- 
son for making the inquiry of which I gave 
notice is that maltsters may know whether 
under this change of circumstances they are 
to be relioved of this excise duty. It is true 
that they gota drawback on the malt they 
export, but the trade is burdened with 
burdensome and expensive regulations. If it 
would answer the exchequer as well, it would 
bea great convenience so free this industry, 
for which the markets of the United States 
and England aro open, andcollect the duty 
from beer instead. 


Hon. Mr, Aikins—The statistics given by 
my hon, friend are yery interesting, and I 
presume that many hon,members of the House 
were not aware of the extent to which the 
barley trade is carried on in this country as 
well as in other countries, and the amount of 
malt that is uged in England for brewing pur- 

aes, perbaps more than for purposes of 
Food, There is this difficulty, however, in 
making the change designated by the hon, 
member io his speech ; It is true that in the 
United States the excise duty is levied on 
beer instead of malt, but I think it is admit- 
ted, even in that country, that about 40 per 
cent, of the duty is lost. That is the opinion 
ot thoee who are most conversant with the 
trade there. In England, which isa very 
thickly peopled country, and whore an excise 
officer is found in almost every neighborhood, 
thore would bo less seal in seeing that 
the duty is collected on the beer than in tho 
United States. But I may state to my hon. 
friend that, although the present Admini ,tra- 
tion in England has thought proper to make 
a change and collect the duty on beer rather 
than on malt, it wasdone for reasons other 
than the hon. member supposed, It was 
understood thatthe coat of collecting that 
duty would be largely increased, and ofe ot 
the first things that was done was to appoint 
about 300 additional excise officers to attend 
the breweries and see that the duty would be 
properly collected. Now my hon, friend says 
it ig rather harassing to bave restrictions 
placed on the production of malt, It is very 
true, but if the change he desiros were made 
it would be tranforred from tho maltsters to 
the brewors. At presont thore is very little 


attention paid to tho brewers, The malt 
houses have to bo watched very closely, and 
the nocessity for it is very great, particularly 
in a sparsoly sottled country like this, The 
moment you allow malt to goout, then you 
afford overy opportunity for those who 
wish to indulge in illicit distilling. About 


fifty dollars will enable any tinsmith ta got 
up suflicient Brparanes to enablo ® man to 
distil spirits if ho had the malt, but the dilli- 
culty is to got tho malt, It is adifficult mate 
ter in a country like this, whore you have any 
amount of unoccupied territory, such as woods 
anil swamps, to provont illicit distillorios from 
boing carricd on, and if the duty was taken 
off tho malt and placed on beer our revenue 


would bo very much diminished, while tho 
amount of illicit distillation would bo ten 
times as large ae itis ab prosont, Tho mattor 


hos engaged tho attention of tho Dopartmont, 
and I quite agree with my hon, friend that, 
in consequence of tho English market being 
opened to ua to sond malt thoro, every facility 
pe bo afforded to malteters to mako malt 
with ae little trouble and expeaso to thom- 
selyos as possible, Tho barloy interest isn 
large ono in this country, and tho ¢ jovernmont 
are quite alive to the neoessity of seoing that 
tho trade is not hampered in avy way what- 
It is not, howevor, the intention of the 


oyor, 
Government to make the change to which my 
hon. friond has alluded, ; 

Hon. Mr. Road—I can quite understand 


tho necossity there is in Eugland to omploy 
throe hundrod officers more to look after the

brewers than after the maltéers, because in 
the part of England from which J came nearly 
every porson brows, A farmor would almost 
48 soon think of going into the farming buai- 
ness without a plough as without brewing 
utensils, In England the law is such that a 
person Occupying a house worth less than ten 
pounds a year does not pay any duty on the 
boer he brews, and I do not think he has to 
tako outa license, Liosnsés are issuod for 
six shillings to those wno brew for their own 
use ona larger scale, 8o that you can casil 

seo why so many officers aro required to loo 

after brewers in England. I think tho hon, 
gentloman’s romarks about illicit distillation 
in this country are rather far fetched, because 
although it doos take a emall portjon of malt 
—I think about 220 lbs. of malt to 15,0000 or 


18,000 lbs. of grain—almost anybod 
make it if ho choose.

Dominion Parliament 
THIRD SESSION FOURTH PARLIAMENT, 


Orrawa, March 19th, 1881. 

Mr. Ouimet’s motion to give preedence 
to the order for the second reading of the 
Act the Canada Temperance Act was ruled 
out of order. 

_ The Government Bill to establish a mar- 
ine telegraph between the Pacific coast and 
Asia was read a third time and passed. 

The Bill to prescribe an oath of secrecy to 
be taken by the employees of Government 
telegraph lines was discussed at length and 
being advanced a stage its farther consid- 
eration was deferred. 

The Government Kailway Bill, the Bill 
to increase the salaries of Superior 
Court Judges in Prince Edward Island, 
and the Inland Revenue Act were also ad- 
vanced, 

In concurrence Mr. Mills proposed 
an amendment to the large increase in the 
item for the Departmont of the Interior, 
which was lost onavote of 92 to 35, 
also tho vote for Dominion lands. 

Mr. Ross (Middlesex) moved an amend- 
ment requiring that in future none but 
speeches of the Finance Minister should be 
printed and circulated at the public expense. 
The amendment was declared lost on a 
division. 

Mr. Girouard(Kent) made his defence in 
conection with his claim for sleepers, and 
considerable discussion was evoked there- 
on. 

Before returning to Committee of Supply 
on the Supplementary Estimates,Sir Kich- 
ard Oartwright took occasion to point out 
the anomalous position occupied by Canada 
in respect of her fixed charges,and proposed 
an amendment, which was negatived by a 
vote of 26 to 67. 

After passing a few items in the Supple- 
mentary Estimates, the House adjeurned.

recently published, it appears :— 

1st. That our eastern markets, in both 
cities and towns, are largely supplied with 
the meats of diseased animals, and to some 
extent with the meats of animals that havo 
died of disease ; 

2nd. That the coating of these meats pro- 
duces disease in those who eat them ; 

Srd. That it isimpossible to detect theso 
meats after they have been dressed and 
put into the stalls. 

“Tt is estimated,” says the report, *'that 
about six per cent. of cattle die in passage, 
and a large proportion of these are sold in 
our markets, either as meat or rendered 
into cooking lard. The cattle that get 
through alive lose in transit about 100 lbs, 
each from the most juicy and nutritious 
parts of the meat, owing to want of food 
and water and cruelty inflicted upon them, 
in addition to which they come out of the 
cars fall of fever, bruises, sores and ulcers, 
and these are sold in our markets for food.” 

From those facts it appears that cruelty 
to animals ayenges itself upon the consum- 
er, and we shall never be secure against 
disease from eating poisonous meats until 
animals are transported without cruelty, as 
they can be with little loss of weight, great- 
er profit to railroads and every body con-

A VISIT TO Dr, SLADE, THE MEDIUM. 


MESSAGRS WRITTEN ON SLATES ON THE SIDE 
TURNED TOWARD THE TABLU—A SPIRIT THAT 
DID NOT SPRLL NIK OWN NAME ¢ OBREOTLY— 
A SPIRIT'S HAND THAT TOOK LIBERTIES, 


Slate-writing, it may be said in advanco, 
for tho benefit of those not familiar with what 
the spiritualista eall ‘‘ phonomena,,’ is tho art 
or gift of produciog writing between two 
slatow, or on the lower surface of a single slate 
held down upon a table, Tho chief professor 
of this artis Dr, Henry Slade, who bas prac- 
ticed it for over ten years, and is widely 
known in Europo as well 46 in this country, 
He was arrested in London about two yeara 
#g0 at the instance of Professor Lancaster, 
Who claimed that he produced the manifesta- 
tions by sleight of*hand and by a bit of pencil 
stuck under the finger nail. After his release 
by the Landon magistrate Slade went to Rus- 
sia, where ho was introduced by the Grand 
Duke Constantine, and to the principal Ger- 
man cities, where the newspapers discussed 
his performancesin a serious vein, At Leipsic 
ho was taken in charge by three professors of 
the University, who doyoted two weeks to 
*‘ teat sittings.” Ono of them, Profeasor Zoll- 
ner, wrote a book called “ Transcendental 
Physics,’’ descriptive of these sittings, and 
illustrated by diagrams, It has been traus- 
lated into English, and there ig a London edi- 
tion and an American reprint, 

epee the wonderful things described in 
this book is the production of writing in 
English, French, German, Latin, Greek and 
Chinose on tho inside of a closed and sealed 
double slate. On one occasion two coins 
were transferred from a sealed box placed on 
a table to a slate held underneath, and a pen- 
cil was put in the box in the place of the 
coins, According to Zollner the coins and 
pencil must have passed through the solid 
walnut table top. Zollner propounded the 
theory of ‘‘the fourth dimension of space,” 
He supposes that thero is a dimension of space 
which is neither length, breadth, nor thick- 
ness, and that invisible and intelligent forces 
outside haman bodies can franaior objects 
into that dimension, and thus pass them 
through each other in defiance of all human 
laws of matter, This explanation strains 
common sense to comprehend it to such an 
extent that the theory has found fow support- 
ers, 

Dr. Slade now makes his home in New 
York, A reporter of the Tribune, in search 
of ‘‘phozomena,” called on him the othor day. 
He found a large, handsome, well-dreesed 
man, with nothing peculiar about him except 
a kiod of uncanny look in his blue eyes, 
seated ina sunny bed-room on the second 
floor of a brown-stono house in one of the up- 
town streets. The Doctor wore an abundance 
of costly jewellery, and his surroundings 
showed him to be in comfortable and rather 
luxurious circumstances, A plain walnut 
table of very light construction, about four 
feet square, stood in the middle of the room, 
Near one of the windows was a pile of ordi- 
nary school slates. Without as ing his visi- 
tor's name, the Doctor inyited him to sit 
down at the table, and, taking one of the 
slates from the pile, he put a bit of pencil on 
it about as big as » kernel of rice, and, hold- 
ing it below the tablo and closely against it, 
asked if the spirits would write, There was 
a scratching sound, and the slate, on being 
removed, showed the word ‘‘Yes,” 

Now said the Doctor, addressing the visitor, 
“If there is any friend you want to hear from 
write the name on a slate under the table, so 
I can't see it,” 

The reporter wrote rather illegibly “Aug. 
ustus Steele,”and rubbed the pame out. ‘Then 
he placed the slate on top of the table with a 
bit of pencil under it, and put his hands on it 
together with those of the doctor. Immedia- 
tely there began a scratching sound, as if 
writing were going on benoath tho alate, 
After a while the scratching ceased, and 
there came three raps. 

“That's to show they are through,” said 
the Doctor. [Mediums always speak of their 
“control” in the plural number, though it may 
profess to be but one person.) 

The reporter turned the slate over and 
sure enough it was written full, in aclear le- 
gible hand, with a message asserting that the 
phenomenon was a proof ofa future Jife. 
Lhe signature was A, Steol—the final e of the 
name written by the reporter being wanted, 
and unly the initial of the first name being 
written. It seemed alittle queer that the 
spirit should have forgotten how to spell his 
own name, 

The reporter then tried various experiments 
with the slates, selecting fresh ones from the 
pile and putting them under and upon tho 
table in different positions, Writing was pro- 
duced on them inevery case when the doc- 
tor’s hands touched them, Finally Slade 
said he wanted to try an experiment. Be put 
two slates together and placed them on the 
visitor's outstretched left arm near the neck, 
keeping one hand resting on tho upper alate, 
Then the two joined hands. The wniting was 
plainly audible and tho upper slate was partly 
covered on its lower surface with a message 
without any signature. Nexta slate was 
»laced on a table beyond the reach of Slade. 
The reporter placed one hand on it and with 
the other touched the two hands of the Doc- 
tor’s and it ceased, He put his hand down 
and it began again, This experiment was 
frequently repeated. Evidently it was casen- 
tiel thata magnetic connection should be 
established batween Slade’s hands ani the 
slate through the body of tho reporter. 

‘Now put both your feet on mine,” said 
Slado: ‘put your left hand on both mine 
here on the table and hold a slate under the 
table with your right hand” The reporter 
obeyed instructions regardle:s of possible 
corns on the Doctor's feet, and held the slate 
as directed, It was jerked out of hia hrud by 
some invisible force, carried beneath the 
table and brought up on the opposite side, 
A long pencil was thon placed on a slato and 
the slato was held under the table, It was 
thrown out so that it desoribod a curve and 
foll on top of the table, afeat impossible to 
explain by any known lawa of force applied 
to projectiles, 

Porhaps they will play on the agordoop,” 
said the Doctor, taking upacheap little in- 
strument and holding jt with one hand so 
that the keys woro under the table out of 
sight while his hand was visiblo. His other 
hand rested on the table and his feot were atill 
prisoners beneath the stout boots of bis visi- 
tor. A tune was played with fair style, and 
a sudden flame under tho table failed to re- 
voal anything manipulating tho keys, Tho 
playing stopped e9 eoon as tho keys vamo in 
view and bogan again the moment they wore 
out of sight, , 

Thoro was a varioty of diablorio of this gort, 
euch as tho lifting of the table a foot above the 
floor whon all hands wore on it, and tumbling 
tho chairs about. No offorta with hands, feot 
or oyes gould dissoyer anything below the 
tablo but its four legs and the four legs of the 
others, Tho aun was streaming io at tho 
two big windows and tho ciroumstances wore 
highly unfayorablo for the production of oon. 
juror’s tricks, Something began fambling 
about the knoos of the 3 at! and plucking 
at his trousers, Resting his loft hand on tho 
two hands of the modium whioh lay upon tho 
table, he pat his right hand under the table, 
a small cold hand patted it, piuched it lightly 
and grasped the fingers ina quick flattoring 


way. Thenthe hand came out from be- 
neath the tablo in plain view, unbuttoned two 
buttons of the reporters coat and instantly 
disappeared. As quick as he could the re- 
porter looked under the tablo, but there was 
nothing thoro but the suolight on the carpet,

Railways in Ganada. 


Report of the Superintendent of 
Government Railways, 

OrrAWA, March 16, — Mr, Collingwood 
Schroiber’s statistical report upon the railways 
of the Dominion for the fiscal year ending 
June 30th last was presented to’ Parliament 
in manuscript to-day. He says that owing to 
the defective character of means for obtaining 
this information the statistics are merely ap- 
proximate. Daring the fiscal year named the 
total railway mileage of the Dominion was :—

This mileage dees not include 2084 miles of 
the Grand Trank and twenty-one miles of the 
South-Eastero Railway,sitaated in the United 
States, and erroneously included in the returns 
of former years, There was an increase of 
636 miles in operation anda decrease of 126 
miles under construction during the year, The 
length of road of the various gauges is :—

The large increases in Government aid is 
chiefly due to expenditure en the C. P. Rail- 
way and the purchase of the Riyiere du Loup 
section of the Intercolonial, as well as to the 
other extensions snd improvements of the 
latter road. 

The total train milesge for the year wes 
22,481,214 miles, against 20,713, 689,in 1878-9, 
an increase of 1,749,525. The number of pas- 
sengers carried was 10,532,310, against 6,523,- 
816, an increase of 4,008,494 or 61.43 per 
cent. The tonnage of freight handled was 
9,842,493, against 8,328,810, an increase of 
1,513,683 or 18.17 per ceat. The increase in 
the number of passengers carried wr on the 
G. T. R., 20,007 ; Northern and North-Wes- 
tern, 10,041 ; Midland, 2,939 ; Toronto Grey 
& Bruce, 3,033; Toronto & Nipissing, 320. 
On the Great Western there was a decrease of 
574,and on the Intercolonial the enormous de- 
creasé of 53,618 in the number of passengers 
carried, although the revenue was larger. All 
the lines named show large increases in the 
volume of freight carried. : 

The earnings of railways during the year 
showed anincrease on passengers of $616,- 
741; on freight of $2,997,841 ; on mails, ex- 

ress, &c., of $61,262 ; total increase, $3,675, 
B35. Against this must be set off a decrease 
of $64,372 in revenue from other sources, The 
gross operating expenses show an increase of 
$651,000, but while tho earnings per milo 
were greater by $332 in 1879-80 than in 1878 9 
the operating expepses were less by $60 per 
mile, The net profits show an increase of 
$2,984,023. The percentage of expenses on 
earnings decreased from 81.25 to 71.47, 

The sharo and bonded liability per milo is 
$33,876. The capital liability for shares and 
bonds of railways in operation is therefore 
$233,439,516. - The net earnings of the year 
woald be equal to the payment of a dividend 
of 2.87 per cent. upon the share and bonded 
liability, leaving nothing for the Government 
and municipal aid, E 

During the year 87 porsons were killed and 
102 injured, There waz one more passenger 
killed than in the preceding year, ten em- 
ployeos less, and eleven other persons less. 
The proportion of passengers killed to the 
canbe carried wes one in 1,053,231, against 
one in 724,869 in the preceding year Tho 
proportion of the injured was one to 2,533,078, 
against ono to 326,190 in the previous year,

The Intercolonial Railway. 


Mr. Anglin on Thursday night made his 
annual attack on the Intorcolonial Rail- 
way, in which he averred that the reduc- 
tion of expenditure in the operation aud 
maintenance of the line were not ccono- 
mies in tho true sense of the word, but that 
the apparent saving had been caused by al- 
lowing the roadway and rollingstock to run 

* down. This statement is nothing now. Itis 

merely a repetition ‘of what was alleged by 
Opposition orators last year,in order to dis- 
count thefavorableshowing which they know 
Sir Charles Tupper was prepared to make 
with regard to this great public work, 
and which they knew would be contrasted 
unfayorably with the extravagance of the 
Mackenzie administration in regard to it. 
The allegations which Mr, Anglin now re- 
peats wore, early in the present session, 
frankly acknowledged by Mr. Power—who 
is almost as bitter an opponent of the 
Government as Mr. Anglin—in a speech in 
the Senate on the subject, to be founda- 
tionless, as he deacribed the road, which 
he had passed over buta few days pre- 
viously, as being in excellent condition. It 
would have been sufficient answor to quote 
Mr. Power against him, but the acting 
Minister of Railways went turther, and 
gave from the official documents, some 
information which is of interest and value. 
From the blue-books it appears that tho 
cost of working the railway has docroasod 
$871 per mile of road, and in 1879-80 there 
is a difference in tho cost of the 
working of the line of $238,357 over 
1879-79, although there are 124 miles more 
in 1880 than there were in 1878, and we 
are told that the earnings of the first three 
months of the current fiscal year show a 
difference of $80,000 in favor of this year 
as compares with the same period last year. 
The cost of running the road last year was 
$1,643 per mile of road, as against $2,815 
in-the previous year. 

As to the alleged deterioration in the 
physical condition of the railway, Mr. Pope 
quoted from the report of Mr, Collingwood 
Schreiber, the Chief Engineer, as follows : 


“The permanent way, road-bed, buildings, 
eeaeree fences, and structures generally have 
been maintained. All necessary improve- 
ments haye been made, and the road was never 
before in a state of more thorough efficiency. 
Tn consequence of the inc ength of the 

the rolling stock has been worked to its 


full capacity; the engine power especially having 


been subjected toa severe strain, owing to the 
rough state of the old iron track between Riviere 
du Loup and the Chaudiere, and also to the fact 
that the additional engines and cars required for 
the Riviere du Loup branch have not been de> 
livered. Nevertheless the rolling stock is report- 
ed by the mechanical superintendent to have been 
kept in good repair, and to be in a state of effi- 
ciency. new engines have been 

at the cost of working expenses, and ft will be 
necessary with the increased length of road to 
increase the number of engines to be provided 
each year to four at least.” 


Mr. Ross, of Middlesex, tried to assist 
Mr. Anglin by contending that the addition 
of the Riviere du Loup branch had been a 
source of revenue to the whole road ; but 
Mr. Pope mado the crushing rejoinder that 
the receipts of that portion of the line were 
but $1,300 per mile, as against $1,700 per 
mile far the rest of the road. Hon. Mr. 
Macdongall, who always strongly opposed 
the construction of the railway on the route 
that was adopted, made speech which, 
Prejudiced as he has heretofore been, did 
him infinite credit. He declared that he 
had never hoped to live to see the day when 
the Intercolonial railway would be in such 
good financial condition as it was at present. 
It did the Opposition no good to declare 
that the savings ought not to be credited 
to the Government. 


The facts utterly confound the Upposi- 
tion, whose extravagance when in office is 
. by the enormous reduction made by the 
present Goyernment in the operation of the 
Intercolonial. ‘Lheir chagrin is evidenced 
by the jaundiced character of their remarks 
on the subject, and by their attributing the 
healthy change which has boon wrought in 
the financial condition of the road during 
the past two years to every causo but the 
trueone. It is much better, however, that 
they should discuss the matter, as by that 
means the public became more fally in- 
formed with regard to it than they other- 
wise could be. Mr. Anglin does his party 
no service in debating the condition and 
management of the Intercolonial Railway. 


Kingston Awake |! 


Kingston has taken a practical stop to- 
wards establishing manufactures within ite 
limits. On Friday evening o meeting of 
the promoters of a Cotton Mill took placo 
in the Council Chamber. A large numbor 
of the capitalists of the old Limestono City 
were present, and from the action taken it 
is evident the old city is waking up and is 
detormined to tako advantage of the 
National Policy beforo it in too late. The 
Ohasirman stated that it was proposed that 
the cotton mill shonld be 200 by 80, four 
stories high; total stock, $200,000, of 
which 60 or 70 por cent. was to be called. 

Mr. Scott, of Montreal, an export in the 
manufacture of all kinds of cotton, made 
an address and answered 4 number of ques.

It is oot overstating 
the case to say that within the city’s limits 
there are froma dozen to twenty mon, 
worth from $100,000 to $200,000 each, who 
could put into successful operation a large 
cotton mill, orrolling mill,orsmelting works, 
or some other enterprise without feeling it. 
And instead of their capital bringing as it 
does now a paltry 3to6 per cent., they 
would be certain of realizing from 10 to 20 
per cent, on their inyestment. 

When will Belleville open her eyes to 
her real interests and take some earnest, 
practical steps towards establishing manu- 
factories within the city ?

BITTER PARTIZANSHIP, 

Mr. Blake showed on Friday of what bit- 
ter partizanship he is capable, by objecting 
to the appropriation of $10,000 for a monu- 
ment to SirGeorge E. Cartier.

DANGEROUS COAL OIL. 

Tho Peterborough Review says: “On 
Wednesday evening a slight fire was caused 
at the residence of Mr. Oampbell Sawers 
on Charlotte street. A coal-oil lamp stand- 
ing on e table in the sitting room exploded, 
scattering the pieces over the apartment, 
and setting fire to some of the furniture in 
the room. Prompt measures were st once 
taken and the incipient blaze -quickly ox- 
tinguished after only trifling damage had 
been done, which was fully covered by in- 
surancein the Royal. There must be 
something wrong with the coal-oil used jn 
somo houses, as this is the third explosion 
that occurred within a week, to our know- 
lodge.”

It will be the duty and the in- 
terest of the Oompany to dispose without 
delay of the lands granted in aid of their 
undertaking and for the purpose of promot- 
ing emigration from abroad on an extensive 
scale. My Ministers will, however, not 
relax their efforts in the same direction, and 
it is believed that by the united action 
of the Government and .the Oom- 
pany a large influx of valuable set- 
tlers may be confidently .anticipated 
Emigration must tend to enhance the value 
of the public demain and the North West. 
While the scheme of making free grants to 
actual settlers will bo maintained in its in- 
tegrity, the lands reserved for sale by the 
Crown will, it is believed, be disposed of 
at prices sufficient eventually to repay the 
w.ole of the expenditure of money by the 
Dominion on the construction of the Rail- 
way. 

The extension of the boundaries of Man- 
itoba will confer the privilege of local 
self Government on the people already rosi- 
dent in, or who may hereafter occupy the 
area now added tu the Province, and by 
enabling the Legislature to establish muni- 
cipal institutions in its enlarged limits,tend 
greatly.to add to the welfare of thia inter- 
esting region, 

The amendment of the naturalization 
laws will, I trust, have the effect of 
removing the disadvantages under which 
the emigrants from Europe have hitherto 
labored and of attracting a large influx of 
population from the old world. 

The consolidation and amendment of the 
general Railway Acts and of thu laws re- 
lating tothe Government Railways, has 
improved and systematized our railway 
logislation. 

Tam pleased to observe that you have 
not been forgetful of the interests of the 
Indian population of the North-West. It is 
greatly to be hoped that the efforts to in- 
duce them to forsake their nomadic habits, 
and betake themselves to agriculture! pur- 
suits will be successful. By no other means 
can their civilization be promoted. The 
Indians themselvesare evidently self-reliant 
and self-supporting, and the Dominion 
Treasury would be relieved of the burden 
of rescuing thom from their apparently 
chronic state of destitution. 

The extension of our telegraphic system 
by cable in the river and Galf of St. Law- 
rence will aid the fisheries and the com- 
merce of Canada and increase the safety of 
the waters.

A Fine New Steamship. 


The Liverpool Daily Courier gives an elab- 
orate description of the new steel steamship. 
Parisian, the official trip of which was made 
on Thursday, Feb, 24th, on the River Olyde. 
This magnifi.ent ship, the ounstruction of 
which may be said to inaugurate a new era in 
slupbuilding,arrived in the Mersey on Monday 
morping, the 25th February, after a most suc- 
cessful trial trip on the Clyde on the Thurs, 
day previous, when she mado an average speed 
of 15 knots an hour, The Parisian was built 
by Messrs, Robert Napier & Sons, of Glasgow, 
aud ig the largest steel-made steamship afloat, 
and 14 a handsome and important addition to 
Messrs. Allan Brothers’ numerous floet of 
ocean-going steamers, She has heen designed 
by Mr. Wallace, the Allan Company's Super- 
intendent Engineer, to meet the requirements 
of the North Atlantic trade, and as rogaris 
constructive and structural arrangements is 
thoroughly abreast of the latest achievements 
of naval architeoture, Tho general dimen- 
sions are :—Length over all, 450 fect ; breadth, 
46 feat ; depth (moulded) 36 foot, with a gross 
tonnage of abont 5,500 tons, and a load dis- 
placoment of 10,000 tons. The machinory 
consists of a massive aot of pomponnd ongines 
of the three cylinder type, capable of develop- 
ing 6,200 indicated horge-power, which will 
propel the ship at the speed of frem fifteen 
to sixteen knots per hour, Four double- 
ended tubular boilors, with twenty four 
furnaces, supply tho necessary ateam, 
All the most sod aeh improvements have hoon 
introduced to secure strongth and efficiency 
in this most important department of tho 
ateamor. To obtain the maximum of strength 
the hull has been built of stecl, mado by the 
Stool Company of Scotland, and the bottom 
has beon constructed upon the longitudinal 
brackot-framed system, with an outer and in- 
nor skin five foot apart; this space is also 
subdivided into numerous water-tight com- 

artmonts, and while availablo for wator- 

allast, is principally valuable in reducing 
danger should tho outer skin be damaged, 
whilo ton wator-tight bulkheoada protect the 
vesaol from tho porils of gollision, ‘ho owners 
of tho Parisian have kept bofore thom the 
pousibility of the Admiralty, in timos of war, 
wishing to omploy o ship of suoh largo capa- 
city as a transport or fast cruisor, and wo un- 
derstand that the vessel has boon surveyed 
by tho Adiiralty officials for that purpogo,

Iron Smelting and Steel Making. 


From the Montreal Journal of Commerce, 

Our attention has been called to a now ma 
thod of smelting ores and making steel, both 
by one process; the results claimed for it b 
the inventor being such as to revolutionize all 
preaont methods, and consequently to open up 
a wide field oven in this country for enter. 
prising capitalists. At present only limited 
results attend the iron-miniog industry, not- 
withtanding that we have the best iron ore in 
the world; and it is mainly owing to the ex- 

ones nocissary to reduce the ore to a mar- 

otable shape, so that a large portion of what 
is mined is shipped to the United States. By 
the now process, the cost is reduced to a min- 
imum, boing about $2.50 for fuel to produce 
8 ton of malleable iron or steel direct from the 
ore, and tho ateel, it is claimed, is far superior 
to that mado by tho Bessemer; or any other 
process now in use. We understand a com- 
pany is being formed for the purpose of adopt- 
ing it in Canada, and a prospectua will proba- 
bly be issued in a few dave with further do- 
tails, Meantime, it is certainly worthy of the 
earnest attention of those interested In iron 
mining and manufactures therefrom, especially 
of those in the steel trade, A furnace is now 
in operation on the plan referred to in Toledo, 
Ohio, and for the benefit of our iron mon, and 
othera interested. wo copy the following re- 
garding it from the Toledo Blade :— 

The Duryea Steel Company are at the present 
time busily engaged in conyerting the King pork 
house on the East side, into a furnace for the 
manufacture of steel andiron. Some account of 
the Prindinle involved in this new process may 
be of interest, especially as this furnace is the 
first large one erected in the United Stetes. 

First, the ores with coal and slack lime,and 
proper proportions,are fed in the top of an up- 
right deoxidizing chamber about forty feet 
high over inclined perforated shelves Which 
answer s8afunnel to the furnace’ proper, 
which is a cupola nearly horizontal and re- 
volving slowly, the same being proyided with 
An enlargement at its lower end answering ‘to 
the hearth of the ordinary iron smelting fure 
nace, but with an opon end for the enterin 
of the blow pipe nozzle, from an adjacent fuel 
furnace, where an intense flame, twenty to 
forty feet long, is produced in the simplest 
manver possible, A coal fire is kindled in 
this lower fuel furnace, and when the heat is 
sufficient to decompose petroleum into its 
elements, a blast of air from a fan-blower fed 
with crude oil at the rate of five to ten gallons 
por ton of oreis projected across the top of 
tho flame from the coal fire, pert an in- 
tense white flame entering the ‘ore furnace, 
impinging against the ores, setting free the 
carbonic oxide gas from coal dust with the 
ores, or furnishing the same reducing gas as 
is generated in the old-fashioned iron, fur- 
haces, and this gas depriving tho ores of their 
oxygen and reducing them to metallic iron, 
which fusing with the flur, melting and 
running into the potor enlargement at the 
lower end, is tapped as pig-iron, or may bo 
deprived of the carbon and conyerted into 
steel, or puddled or wrought iron. 

The puddling of iron mechanically ina re- 
volving cylinder is done, and has been accom, 
plished successfully before this, by the Dunks 

uddler, but the lack of sufficient heat has 
bead a serious difficulty. In England there 
has been $500,000 spent within a few years 
on mechanical puddler experiments, so that 
jron masters could be independent of hired 

uddlers and atrikes, Heat sufficient has 
en the failure. As tothe blow-pipe heat, 
for centuries it has been wel/-known as the 
beat attainable and the only found successful 
in the upright cupolas, namely the “‘prepar- 
ing” stage, so called. Siemens, the most ac- 
complished metallurgist in the world to-day, 
has worked even a shorter oylinder than

The By-Hlections. 


So soon ax tho Grit party commenced to 
realize their disastrous defeat in the gen- 
eral election of 1878, they began to acoount 
for it by asserting that the poople had been 
temporarily blinded to their true interests 
by false promises on tho part of the Con- 
sorvatives, which promises it was a matter 
of impossibility to carry out. Tho enact- 
mont of the tariff ot 1879 disproved these 
assertions of the Opposition, who were con- 

strained to admit that tho ante-slection 
promises of tho Government were thus 
fully carried out ; but, said tho critics of 
the N. P., the people will never submit to 
the burden of taxation thus imposed upon 
them, and a great popular reaction against 
the nowly inaugurated protective policy is 
certain to result. Krom thattime to the 
present, the Opposition have nover ceased 
- to condemn the tariff, to call upon the peo- 
ple to rise against the “‘fiscal tyranny” of 
the Macdonaldites, and to comfort them- 
solves by asserting that the reaction was 
about to show itselt, with what result let 
the record show. In tho elections held 
‘since the general election, the Government 
have won aix seats and lost none. This is 
a record almost without precedent in con- 
stitationally governed countries, as no 
sooner does a Goyernment commence its 
existence than decay begins to set in. 
Witness the result of elections in Great 
Britain during the twelve months or so 
that the Liberal Government have been in 
power there. The fact that no such re- 
sult is to be chronicled in Canada, is all 
the more extraordinary when it is consid- 
ered that the majority by which the Con- 
seryative party carried the country in 1878 
was unparalleled in the history of political 
parties in Canada. A slight falling off in 
their strength—tho loss of a fow seats in 
uncertain constituencles—was something 
to be looked for end expected ; but as, 
even in Grit strongholds, the Ministerial 
candidates have won decisive victories, the 
_ facts show bow warmly the electors endorse 
the policy of the Government, and how 
strong Sir John A. Macdonald and his col- 
leagues are in the confidence of the pecple, 
Two elections took place on Saturday 
last,namely in Charleyoix and Bellechaase, 
aud to them additional importance attached 
as being the first held since the passage of 
the Pacific Railway Bill. In the former 
Perrault (Conseryative), who was unseated 
by the Supreme Court, was on this occa- 
sion defeated by Mr. Cimon, another Con- 
servative, the Grit-Rouges not daring to 
nominate a candidate in this usually Grit 
constituency, which was won from them by 
Mr, Perrault in 1879, on the death of Mr, 
Tremblay (Rouge). In Bellechasse Mr. 
Larue (Liberal) was elected in 1878, but 
Intoly he was unseated and disqualified by 
the Supreme Court. The Opposition can- 
didate in Saturday’s election was Dr. 
Bilodeau and Mr. Amyot, who was de- 
feated in 1878 by Mr. Larue by 52 votes, 
was the Oonservative standard-bearer, The 
result was the election of Mr. Amyot, by a 
majority of 40 votes, and thus the Govern- 
ment gain one more seat in the Province 
of Quebec. The constituencies which have 
been gained by the Conservative party are: 
Argentouil, Bellechasse, Brome, Charle- 
voix, Hastings East and Selkirk, making a 
gain of six seats in the House, or twelve 
on # division. So much for the boasted 
“reaction” against the N. P., and so much 
for the Grits’ denunciation of the Pacific 
Railway bill. If the reaction continues as 
ithas been doing during the past two years 
the Opposition, after the genoral election 
of 1883, will be able to dine atthe same 
table without serious inconvenience. 


An instructive contrast is that between 
the position of the present Government at 
tho close of its third year, with that of Mr, 
Mackenzio’s administration after having 
boen a similar time in office. The Mac. 
donald Government is to-day stronger than 
atany previous period of its existence, 
whilst Mr. Mackenzie’s groat majority, in 
his third year, having been largoly reduced 
in theby eloctions during the first two years, 
was rapidly declining and nearly every 
election held went against the Ministry,

The Close of the Session. 


The third soasion of tho fourth Parlia- 
mont of Canada, which was brought to a 
close yosterday, will be momorable as the 
moat important in tho history of the Do- 


minion. 
was the adoption of tho agroomont made 


with capitalists for the construction, opera- 


tion and maintonance of tho Pacitio Rail- 
way. By the adoption of this measure the 
burdon which this groat work would ontail 
upon tho taxpayors has boon lifted, tho re 


sponsibility of the country in connection 


with it fixed, and the strong combination | 


of capitalists who have undortaken it will 
lond thoir powerful assistance in inducing 
emigrants to settle in our hitherto unpro- 
duotive Northeweat Territorios, and so add 
lorgoly to the population and woalth of tho 


country. In due timo, under the wise pol- 


ioy of the Government, tho salos of public 
lands in that rogion will recoup the money 
spont on the railway, of which tho people 
will dorive tho bonotit without having really 
contributed anything towards it, Logiolat- 
ing in the samo direction, the Government 
havo paased laws to facilitate the naturali- 
zation of alions, and haye liboralized and 
mado moro satisfactory their policy rogard- 
ing lands in the North-wost, the offect of 
which will be to encourage omigration to 
those territories. 

The Consolidated Railway Act has been 
amended in the public interest; the Customs 
Act has also boon amended, in ordor to fa- 
cilitate trade ; snd much more logislation 
of a useful and practical character has been 


had, 
Tho financial situation is most cheoring. 


Sir Leonard Tilley was able to announce a 
surplus of $2,000,000 for the current year 
and a probable surplus of $1,500,000 for 
tho ensuing year. This, too, besides pro- 
viding liberally for neodful public works. 
For tho first time in several years local 
interests have received duo attention, The 
appropriation of $6,000 for the site fora 
publio buildingin Bellevillehas been follow- 
od up with the sum of $15,000 towards the 
erection of the building; for the dredging 
of the harbor $5,000 has been granted, and 
$1,800 for the erection of a now lighthouse 
which will bo maintained by the Govern- 
ment, Add to these suins the $50,000 for 
the Murray Uanal and 36,000 for further 
survey of the Trent Valley Canal, and we 
have a total of $77,800 for needed improve- 
ments in this part of the country. Had 
the Mackenzie Government remained in 
power, not one cent would have been ap- 
propriated for these purposes, because -the 
expenditure exceeded the income in each 
yoar, and the answer to deputations on 
such matters was ‘‘no money.” The day 
of deficits is now, however, happily past, 
and thanks to the ability and the liberality 
of the existing administration, the claims 
of the Bay of Quinte district havo at last 
received due attention and consideration.

Oarrying OCoaland Iron Ore. 


A POruLAR BEuROK, 


An English trado journal /ron, published in 
London, thus tried to show, rocontly, tho ad- 
vantago that English Bessomer furnaces hayo 
over the samo kind cf works in the Western 


States, inthe much shorter distaacos over 
which coal and iron ore have to be carried: —~ 

Comparo, for examplo, the situation of the 
North Chicago Rolling Mills, with that of any 
Bessomor works in this country, Theso works 
aro described by Mr, Jeans in his ‘History of 
Stool’ as ‘ono of the moat important Boasomer 
plants started in tho country, We hear so 
much about tho completonoss and productive. 
noss of American Bossemor plaut that vory 
little attention is given to. the particulars of 
their working. In the works named Mr. 
Jeans does ‘not complete his account of them 
by stating that tho fuel used therein comes a 
distanco of from 600 to 800 miles, and the ore 
adistance of 400 miles, What would bo 
thought of Bessemer plant worked in London 
with ore brought from Glasgow and fuel from 
Aberdeen ?” 

To which the American Manufacturer (Pitte- 
burg) thus replies:— 


“Ts not ore brought tothe English Bessemer 
works from points farther away than Glas- 
gow? Whatdo our cousins do with the ore 
thoy import from Spaia—and Africa, too, wo 
believe? Let us see.’ The North Chicago 
Rolling Mill goes about 350 miles—say 400— 
for its ore, and 500 not 800, as our contem- 
porary says—for its fael, making 900 miles at 
the outside for both. The Bessemer works 
at Sheffield, to get as good ore asthe North 
Chicago uses, must go as far as Bilbao, which 
must be about 750 miles, and for fuel, say 50 
miles, making 800 miles in all, According to 
our figures, therefore, the North Chicago goes 
goes about 900 miles for its ore and 
fucl, while the Sheffield Bessemer works 
to got os good quality of ore and 
fuel, must go something like 800 miles. So 
the difference in transportation is not go great 
after all. But suppose the western railroad 
had to get ore and fuel from Sheffeld, in the 
shape of ateel rails, then to 800 miles would 
haye to bo added 4,000 more, making a 
total of 4,800 miles, as compared with 900 
miles, Hence the transportation question, as 
viewed from the western standpoint, shows 
up quite favorably for the North Chicago Koll- 
ing Mills, Furthermore, all American works 
are not as far away from ore and fuel as the 
Chicago ; tho most of them are contiguous! to 
ejthor ore or fuel fields, and some of them to 
both ; but the first named works is, with 


ossibly one or two exceptions, nearest the 


field of groatest railroad construction, which 
is a factor that it will not do to omit from the 
calculation. As to the completencss and/pru- 
ductiveness of American Bessemer works, the 
undeniable fact that either one of them can 
produce several times as inuch steel ina given 
time as either of the English works is suffici- 
ent evidence that Mr, Jean’s statement is 
correct.” 

The enterprise of iron-making in Canada is 
hindered by 4 prevailing popular error with 
regard to distances, much the same as that 
for which the American paper just quoted 
takes its English contemporary to task, Just 
as the English journal would discourage the 
attempt to make stecl at Chicago, so do some 
people discourage all attempts to make either 
iron or steel in Canada. ‘‘The distance’— 
they are continually sayiog—"'the distance 
we would have tq carry coal is fatal to the 
enterprise ; it is a difficulty that can never 
be got over,” The superior advantages of the 
United States are cited to discourage iron- 
making in Canada, just as the superior ad- 
vantages of England are cited to diacoyrage 
iron-making in the States, Now, it is truc 
enough that there are zany ton farnaces in 
Pennsylvania, which have both coal and ore 
near at hand. But the mistake lies in argu- 
ing as if what is true of some American fur- 
naces were true of all, There are furnaces in 
New York, Ohio, Illinois and other States 
to whuch ore is carried nearly as far a3 we 
would have to carry coal, in some cases per- 
hapa farther. Look at the Canadian ore from 
the Ottawa district and from back of Kingston 
and Belleville,and the thousands of tons which 
are mined and annually taken past oyr doors 
and carried by water all the way to Cleve- 
land, At the minos it may be worth perhaps 
a dollar 4 ton ; but after the long carriage to 
Oleyeland it hos beoome worth nine dollars, 
Then look at the immense quantities of ore 
from the Lake Superior iron district, which 
are carried all the way to Cleveland, Pitts- 
burg, and even farthor east. The truth is 
that coal to makeaton of iron—and Cana- 
dian coal too—can be delivered on our own 
side of Lake Ontario cheaper than Canadian 
ore is now delivered at Oleveland and other 
points to which it is now exported. A con- 
siderable number of American furnaces, ag- 
gregating a very largo annual ontput, draw 
no small proportion of their ore from distan- 
ges of one hundred, two hundred, and even 
four or five hundred miles. And both Spain 
and Norway send large quantities of ore to 
England, to heep jthe Bessomer furnace go- 
ing. These facts seem to be lost sight of in 
Canada nearly altogether ; we allow ourselves 
to be frightened by the bugbear of ‘‘dietance,” 
We seo a “‘lion in the path,” 4n4 come to the 
slothfal man’s conclu+ion with rogard to iron- 
making at hoine, while our more enterprising 
noichbors tako the procious ore, with which 
we can do nothing, and carry it hundreds of 
miles to their farnaces, almost as far as we 
would have to carry the coal to ours. The 
mineral treasures with which Providence has 
endowed the Dominion are worthless to us, 
just because we have not the energy to uso 
thom, andthe wit to help thomselyes. It has 
been said that what man has done, man can 
do ; what, then, hinders us from making iron 
hore, as they doon the other side? Lot 
those who say that wecannot do as our 
neighbors are doing give a good reason why. 
Itis not the natural difficultios that aro in- 
superable, by any means; tho main difficulty, 
insuporablo, so far, lies chiefly in our want of 
courage to follow the examplo—aye, and the 
successful example, too, be it observed 
which is Lofore our noses, With ao officient 
measure of Protection guaranteed in the first 
place, which is of course indispensable, tho 
solution of tho iron problem, where tho coal 
and the oro lio far apart, is simple onough, 
Erect two sots of furnaces, one noar tho iron 
mines, andtho other near tho coal mines, 
and carry tho ore ono way and tho coal the 
othor way. By this moans the vessels or oars 
anaplayen in the trade will always havo full 
froight both ways, and the cost of carrying 
will be reduced to tho minimum, It is truly 
an ironical compliment to call this a progres. 
sivo and onterprising country, when wo are 
helpless to do anything with tho troasuros of 
iron ore which Providence has bestowed upon 
us, andocan think of nothing better than to 
sell it to our pushing and wide-awake noigh- 
bors for tifty conte oradollar aton, Then 
wo buy tho ‘finished iron back from thom at 
8600 ton, which may romind us of what our 
ancostors inthe mother country woro in tho 
habit of doing long ago, whon thoy used to 
nell hides to the Datoh for sixponce, buying 
back the tails for ashilling, This might bo 
agroat country, with only a little more Na- 
tional Polioy—onough to complete the work 
already beguo., Lot us hope that the vory 
decided success already aohieved will ore long

SURVEY 


Orrawa, March 21,—Tho avoual report of 
the Dopartment of the Interior was submit. 
ted to day by Sir John Macdonald, Thongh 
nominally confined ton report of the fissal 
year onling let July last, it includes an ac- 
count of the general business down to the 
close of tho calondar yoar, 

The Indian Departimont report appears in 
separate form, and tho report submitted to- 
day doals chiefly with the ollowing branches: 
Government of the North-West Territories 
government of the District of Keewatin, Do- 
minion lands Geological survey, North«Weat 
Mounted Police, and school lands ia Manitoba 
and the North-West, 

Tho report of the Minister, which boars date 
the lst of March inst., states that the white 
population of tho North-West grows apace, 
The Pombina Mountain, Tartlo Mountain, 
Souris, Little Saskatchowan, Bird Tail Creck, 
and Prince Albert sections continue to attract 
tho most immigration, Referring to the or- 
gavization of the North-West, the report 
points out that the division into three electoral 
districts will in part become imperative when 
the proposed extension of the boundaries of 
Manitoba comes into effect. Governor Laird 
states that he did not summon the usual 
meeting of his Council last autumn, owing to 
doubts he entertained as to tho legislative 
power which that body might possess by vir- 
tue of the Order in Council of 11th May 1877, 
penved. under an Act which was superseded 
ast Ah by that now in force. The white 
and half-breed population of the territories 
have throughout the past season enjoyed com- 
plete immunity from contagious and epidemic 
diseases, Their crops have been good, com- 
merce brisk, and peace and prosperity have 
prevailed.~ The remnant of refugee Sioux up- 
der tho leadership of Sitting Bull are reported 
not to exceed one hundred lodges, 

Ip the portion of the report referring to the 
geological survey, it is stated that operations 
were prosecuted in the North-West, Mani- 
toba, Hudson’s Bay basin, Quebec on both 
sides of the St. Lawrence, New Brunswick, 
Nova Sootia, and Cape Breton Island, An 
examination of the Magdalen Islands was also 
made by Mr, Richardson, In the North- 
West borings were made on the Souris River 
tothe depth of 295 feet, Morse Mountain 
Creek 155 feet, South Antler Creck 150 feet, 
Turtle Mountain 200 fect. In the first of 
these tests a bed of lignite coal six feet thick 
was found at a depth of 273 feet. Nono was 
found in the other bores, Dr. Bell, with Mr. 
Cochrane as assistant, and Messrs, Molsen 
and Langford volunteers, made a partial ex- 
ploration of the shores of Hudson’s Bay, and 
in Quebec explorations were made in Argen- 
teuil, Terrebonne, Montcalm, and Jolictte 
by Mr. Vennor, Berthier, Maskinonge, and 
St. Maurice were examined by Messrs, Orr 
and McConnell, Onthe south side of the 
St. Lawrence explorations extending from 
Lake Memphremagog to the Mains and New 
Hampshire boundaries were made by Mr. 
Webster, The work in New Brunswick was 
continued in Northumberland, Gloucester, 
and Restigouche by Mr. Ellis, and in York 
and Carleton by Mr. Broad, In Nova Scotia 
Mr. H. Fletcher made explorations, including 
the coal regions, and extending into Cape 
Breton. During the year analysis have been 
made at the laboratories of various mineral 
specimens collected. 

Most of the information relating to North- 
West lands and Mounted Police had been 
anticipated in the returns before brought 
down, Annexed isa voluminous extract from 
a valuable report of explorations by Prof. 
John Macoun. This exploration includes the 
Moose Mountain, Souris Piaiv, Uypress Hills, 
and the country north of there, also from 
Strong Oarrent Crock to Qu’Appelle River, 
Besides yaluablo observations upon the soil, 
timber, flora and fauna, Prof, Macoun’s re- 
port gives extended ornithological notes, en- 
umerating 109 varieties of birds of which 
specimens were shot during his tour. 

A statement from the Crown Timber Office 
appended shows the number of permits issu- 
= 642 ; seizores made, 40; value of timber 
seized, $30,00) ; amount of timber returned 
as sold, ten million feet, board measure ; 
amount on hand unsold, two and a half mill- 
ion feet. Thore are ten saw-mills in Kee- 
watin, 19 in Manitoba. and 20 in the North- 
West Territories. Of those all are driven by 
steam power except three in Keewatin, ono 
in Manitoba, and three in the North-West,

Mr. Crouter is the nominee of the Grit 
party, and as such ho is bound to follow in 
the wake of his leaders and consequently 
to oppose every measure which the Gov- 
ernment introduces, regardless of its merits. 
Therefore, let there be no mistake about 
the matter; every vote recorded in favor 
of Mr. Orouter is a yote against the Goy- 
ernment. 

Our-adyices from the riding leave no 
doubt of the return of Mr. Kennedy, but 
we ask our friends to use their best exer- 
tions and toroll up a large majority in 
fayor of the straightforward, outspoken 
supporter of the Ministry and against the 
man who seoks to make his way into Par- 
liament under false pretences.

The Iron Industry. 


The spirited article on the sybject of 

iron making in Canada, which is printed in 
another column of to-day’s issue deserves 
careful and attentive perusal. It very 
properly chides Canadians—and especially 
the residents of Ontario—for their seem- 
ingly unaccountable apathy with regard to 
the manufacture of iron from the ores, and 
urges that action be taken in a matter of 
so much importance, The bugbear of the 
long distances from which coal would have 
to be brought to furnaces in Ontario is 
completely exploded by the writer from 
whom we quote, who shows that iron ore 
is carried much greater distances to Amer- 
ican furnaces than coal would have to be 
conveyed to the iron region of Ontario. 
He suggests the erection of two sets of 
furnaces, one near the coal mines and the 
other near the iron deposits, which is pre- 
cisely the course that Mr. Pardee pro- 
posed to pursue when he purposed the es- 
tablishment of iron smelting furnaces in 
Belleville. But, taking the proposal as 
being impracticable, as it does not seem 
that any of the iron masters of the United 
States are likely to establish smelting works 
here, atill cheap freights could be secured 
for coal from the United States by giving 
vessels which carry iron ore hence to ports 
in the United States return cargoes of coal, 
This traffic could of course only be carried 
on afterthe completion of the Murray 
Oanal, but that is now a certainty within a 
very limited period. Therefore we are not 
Premature in urging that, were steps 
taken now looking to the erection of a 
smelting furnace here, the ntorprise 
might be inaugurated contemporaneoualy 
with the opening of the canal. Othorwiso, 
some enterprising American firm will ip all 
probability step in and avail themselves of 
the advantages which the canal will offer, 
as above indicated. Such has been the case 
with regard to the iron ores of this region, 
which are daily carried past our dours to 
feed the furnaces of the United States, and 
the only profits derived from which aro the 
employment of the miners and a small roy- 
alty to the owners of the minos. - 

We must not be understood as condemn- 
ing this superior enterprise on the part of 
the gentlemen who are operating the Madoc 
fron deposits. On the contrary, wo welcome 
their adyont amongst us, and morely cite 
their exhibition of pluck and onergy as an 
example for capitalists in Belloville and 
other places. There is an ample supply of 
the finest of iron ore in the back country 
to meet all prospective demands, but it is 
to be regretted that, of tho raw material 
which this Province affords in abundance, 
none is manufactured within its limits,

Tho London Advertiser refers as follows 
to our statomont regarding the change 
which is taking place in the shipbuilding 
trade;— 


ile INTELLIGENCER attempts to ac- 
ee aa alling off in the shipbuilding ins 
dustry of the Dominion by stating that ie len 
ships are being replaced by iron ships of os gu 
manufacture. But this falling off is coinck ont 
with the N. P., to adopt the style of reavonitg 
the ‘Tories assume when accounting for the goo. 
times generally, Bountiful harvests cannot 
last forever, but the destruction of the ship- 
building trade goes steadily on, 


Strange as it may appear to our London 
oritio, the replacing of wooden vessels by 
those of iron developed toits greatest ox- 
tent so far during the past two years, a8 
only within that period have iron ship- 
building establishments commenced opera- 
tions along the lakes, That this is tho 
fact is shown by the following extract from 
the St. Oatharinos Journal—which, being 
published ina large centre of tho ship- 
building industry, is a much better 
authority than is the London Grit paper. 
The Jowmnal— says-:—.‘‘ There can be 
no longer any doubt that iron and 
steel are rapidly taking the place of 
wood as material for the construction of 
ships, For many years the builders of 

haye combatted. the idea, but 
daa 16 truth has been forced upon 
them that iron must take the place of 
wood. Several establishments are now in 
operation along the chain of lakes where 
iron y, e turnedout, and weseo it 
just announced that another is about to 
begin operations in Buffalo, Iron vessels 
turned out twenty years ago still class A.1, 
and are practically as good as new. Twenty 
years is more than the average life ofa 
good wood built vessel. If Canada is to 
keep pace with the spirit of the age, these 
palpable facts must notbe ignored. The 
stout built hulls of Canada, useful though 
they once were, must give place to the 
lighter, stronger and more durable iron or 
composite ships. This is emphatically an 
fron age, and just as iron has been found 
mgre suitable, more economical and more 
durable for bridge building, so will it be 
with ourships. The smoke-stack is usurp- 
Ing the place of the white and flowing sail.” 


Hast Northumberland. 


' The contest for the vacant seat in the 
Commons for East Northumberland has 
been ably fought by both political parties, 
the policy of the Government haying been 
fully discussed before the people at largely 
attended meetings in all parts of the con- 
stituency. The result has been, we are 
credibly informed, to strengthen the cause 
of the Government candidate materially, 
as the Opposition having no policy of their 


own ‘ the electors could not re- 
ple» Lace claims of ,a party which 
had a mere series of negations to offer in 
opposition to a policy that has already pro- 
duced a wonderful change for the better in 
the condition of the country, and is certain 
to further materially enhance the interests 
of the Dominion. 

The polling will take place to-morrow, 
when we confidently anticipate a consider- 
able majority in favor of Mr, Kennedy,the 
Conservative candidate. The majority in 
favor of the late Mr. Keeler in September, 
1878, was but 63,and Mr. Kennedy should 
have & majority at least twice as large to- 
morrow. This canouly be done by hard 
work on the part of our friends, and that, 
We are confident, will not be lacking.

The conditions of peace to which the 

Boers have assonted aro as follows :—The 
sugerainty of the Queen ; British control of 
foreign relations, and the establishment of 
& British Resident in future at tho capital 
(the Boors,however, are promised complete 
elf-government) ; & royal commission con- 
isting of Governor-General Robinaon,Gen. 
Wood, and Sir John DeVilliers, will bo 
4ppointed to consider the position of the 
natives, the regulation of frontier affairs, 
and the question whether any, and what, 
vortion of the territory eastward within o 
certain limit shall be seyored from the 
fransyaal, Tho conditions also provide 
for the dispersal of the Koers forthwith,and 
the temporary maintonance of Hritish gar- 
cisons, which are, however, not to inter- 
fere with local affairs. General Wood pro- 
mises not to advance or send warlike stures 
into the Transvaal.”

sanguine expectations of its friends haye 
| boon more than realized, It was the good 
| fortune of the Acting Minister of Railways 
| a fow days ago to inform Parliament that 
| during the last six months the Intercol- 
onial Railway earned 820,000 over its 
working expenses, and that during the 
whole year it was likely ot least to pay 
working expenses. It did less than this 
last year by $97,000 ; which, however, was 
| better by agood many thousand dollars 
| than it ever did before. But for the short- 
| er lines between Montreal and St. John, 
| soon to be completed, it might reasonably 
be anticipated that the Intercolonial Road 
would within the next ten years not only 
pay its way, but also yoarly interest on tho 
cost of ita construction, And evel as it is 
tho prospect of the road’s paying working 
expenses is good. 


Prot. Macoun’s Hxploration. 


The report of the Dopartmont of the In- 
terior has the following reference to the 
exploring trip made last summer by Prof. 
Macoun in the North-west Torritories;— 


“In the course cf the summer Professor 
John Macoun, of Belleville, under instructions 
from this Department, proceeded to make an 
exploration of the section of country embrac- 
ing, the great Souris plain and the territory 
between it and the Cypress Hills,also botweon 
the latter and the South Saskatchewan, with 
a view to ascertain the capacitics of those 
districts for agricultural and pastoral) purposes, 
The result of his enquiries, briefly stated, is 
to show that what has hitherto been regarded 
as an arid plain contains much productive 
land, that the rainfall is sufficient, and that 
the extrame winter frosts, inatead of being a 
drawback to the cultivation of crops, are cal- 
culated to contribute to the success of farming 
operations, the very gradual evaporation re- 
sulting from the thawing of the strong clay 
subsoil furnishing s source of constant moist- 
ure tothe roots of plants all through the 
early part of the summer, In fact, the por- 
tion of the so-called American Desert which 
extends northerly into Canadian territory is 
proved to have no existence as suoh, for in the 
very worst parts of the country many tracta 
of good soil were found, andalmost invariably 
the grass was rich and nutritive, offering ex- 
cellent facilitiesfor stook-raising. ‘There is 
but one drawback to which Prof. Macoun calls 
attention; the want of wood for long distances, 
Lignite, however, underlies all this part of the 
territories, the outorops of which will furnish 
fuel; and the introduction of railways will 
enable settlers to obtain Inmber supplies, 
Streams are not plentiful, but there is 
an abundant supply of water to be found 
everywhere by digging wells, and at no great 
depth. 


Meeting at Wooler. 


A meeting of the electors, called in the 
interest of Mr. Crouter, was held in the 
Town Hall at Wooler last night. It was 
announcced that Mr. G. W. Ross, M.P., 
Mr, Crouter and others, would address the 
electors, and Messrs. John White, M. P., 
E, B. Fraleck, W. Jetfs, and othera from 
Trenton, proceeded thither in the interest 
of Mr. Kennedy. The gathering was a 
large one, the number of electers in attend- 
ance being from 400 to 500. A long in- 
terval was spent in waiting for the speak- 
ers who had been announced, but as they 
did not appear, Mr. Wesaels was chosenchair- 
man, and Mesars. White, Fraleck and Jefis 
made excellent speeches in support of the 
Government candidate, whose friend were 
in a large majority. Mr. Orouter was not 
represented, except by an individual who 
made himself conspicuous by his interrtip- 
tions, and received some rough handling 
from the speakers. The meeting closed 
with three cheers for the Queen, Sir John 
Macdonald and the candidates,

Winpbsor Hore, Montreal, 
Mr. Editor, 

L'Union Sucriere Franco-Canadienne is now 
daly constituted with a capital of 10,000,000 
franos, of which 1,000,000 francs is already 
be up for the immediate construction of the 
Berthier, en haut,factory. ‘Che work of build- 
ing is under way and sugar will be produced 
by next fall. ‘Che board of directors is com- 
posed of the following gentlemen: MM. 
Chopin, Masson, Schacher, Lafroniere, Tran- 
chemontagne, Mauger, Macherez. Legra, 
technical conncil with right to participate in 
the debates of the board, 

. The Union Sucriere, if the working of the 
firat factory turns out satislactory, intends 
not only to build and work other sugar houses 
but also to help other parties to engage in tho 
same business, lending its capital to sugar 
factories indeperdent from its control and 
taking an interest in enterprises connected 
with the sugar interest, 

5o much 1s said about the formation of now 
sugar companies in the Province of Ontario as 
well as in Quebec, that I think proper to warno 
people against inconsiderately engaging in 
this essentially French industry. 

Though introduced in the United States 
*more than 15 years ago, the Reet Sugar in-

These profits were not earned, be- 
cause the small capital prevented the purchaso 
of perfect and costly machinery, or because 
the men at the head of the enterprise, though 
fally coinpotont, lacked the necessary oxperi- 
ence. Perhaps, unforesoon causes or evon well 
understood causes which wero thought to 
be easily managed haye prevented BUuCccOsS, 

This industry,to become prosperous, requires 

large capital aud pecuniary sacilices for some 

years tillthe harmonious working of the suger 
house is well regulated, It requires besides 
a prudent 4nd carcfal management In many 
countrios, from the start, this jodustry has 
been cudangered because peoplo were too san- 
guine or to precipitate ia their oxpootations, 
The Sugar Factories lately established ia Rou. 
mania ard,as woll as thove in the United State 4, 
a striking oxamplo of this tendenoy

Dairy and Farm Notes. 


When atrawberry plants are set in rows 
threot foot apart and a foot apart in the rows 
it requires 14,520 for an aore, 

Charred corn is ono of the best things which 
can be fed to hens to make them lay, It must 
not be fod as a regular dict, but in limitod 
quantities each day, 


A simplo and effective remedy for lico on 


cattle is to give them a thorough dusting over 
with wood ashes every day, brushing them 
clean the following day. 

There is no probability that milking olthor 
heiter or cow before she calves will do her 
any harm, while neglecting or objecting to do 
it may do eorions injury. 

The Agricultural Colloge in Michigan is the 
oldost and is said to be the most suoccssfal 
in the country. It was oatablished in 1854, 
and has graduated 212 stndents, of whom 
sighty-six are general farmers and eight are 
fruit culturists, 

A vory simple remody—and said to be of- 

fective—to rid canary birds of mites, is to 
place a clean white cloth over the cage at 
night. Tho yormin leave the bird and gather 
upon the cloth, Thoy are very small, red, 
and scarcely discernible with tho naked 
eye. 
_ In regard to English oxperiments tho claim 
is, that by the constant grazing with cattle 
and the accumulation of nitrogen and potash 
in the soil through the medium of cotton cake, 
4 pasture contaioing all the best species of 
grassos andan abundant growth of white 
clover has been produced, 

To utilize the feathera of ducks, chickens, 
and turkeys, genorally thrown aside as refuse, 
trim the plume from the stump, inclose them 
in a tight bag, rab the whole as if washing 
clothes, and you will secure a perfectly uni- 
form and lignt down, excellent for quilting 
overlets and not a fow othor purposss, 


Kansas harvested 25,000 acres of Egyptian 
or rice corn last year, the average yield being 
twonty-five bushels to the acre. This corn 
was among Egypt's exhibits at the Centennial, 
and, avit thrives in the driest soil and under 
the intensost heat, and is preferred by cattle 
and fowls to Iudian corn, its widespread in- 
troduction is predicted. 


Young men who are intending to be far- 
mers should remember that agriculture is an 
intricate science, one which should be care- 
fully andthen practically carried out. The 
day has gone by when the ignorant can bo- 
come successful farmers, Within the past ten 
yeers agriculture has undergone greater 
changes than have yet been witnessed. The 
leading sgriculturists will be the leading men 
of the country, 


George Geddes, Western New York, has 
been very successful in raising clover and 
wheat by the simple application of plaster. 
For forty-tive yoars he has raised these two 
crops with no other fortilizor, a heavy crop 
of clover being turned under asa fertilizer for 
the wheat, This particular field lies on the 
Onondaga salt group of rocks, and from these 
rocks in all probability the soil obtains some 
fertilizing matter, 

Tbe report of the West Winfield cheese fac- 
tory for 1880 shows—whole number of cheese 
made 2,734, weighing 139,645 pounds, and 
made from 1,419.100 pounds of milk. The 
number of pounds of milk for one of cured- 
cheese was 10,162 and the average prico a 
pound of cured cheese .1171. The not price 
per 100 pounds of milk was $104 33, and tho 
total amount of monoy received $16,354.37. 
The factory opened April lst, and closed De- 


-opmber 3, 


The manufacture of beet sugar was not com- 
menced in France or in fact in the world, till 
Napoleon I. established the blockade of Milan 
and Berlin, This caused sugar to become 
very scarce and high, and started the making 
of it from beets. It has since been a perma- 
nent industry in France. In 1827, when the 
first statistics were taken, 4,000 tons wero 
made, The annual product in that country 
now amounts to 420,000,000 tons of 2,200 lbs, 
each, and valued at $55,000,000. In 1875, it 
furnished work in the factories alone to 51,033 
mién, 9,367 women, and §.192 children, The 
industry has held firm foothold in Germany 
since 1835, 


The value of salt applied to land as a man- 
uro is in its action asa solvent, thus render- 
ing other plant food available, though it 
supplies plants with soda and chlorine, both 
of which aro constituents of plants. All plants 
that require soda or alkali are benefitted by it, 
if applied with judgment. Wheat contains 
both soda and potash as well as chloriae (the 
latter and sodium areconstituents of salt.) 
Salt that has been used for brine possesses 
value for fertilizing ab eed It should be 
applied to wheat sufficiently early in the spring 
to get the benefit of wet weather, and at the 
rate of three to six bushels per acre. ‘Ten 
bushels are sometimes sown, 


A successful New York dairyman states his 
method briefly: Set the milk about twenty- 
four bours, Temperature of Spring froin 46 
to 50°. In milking he cleanses his cows’ 
udders, uses clean pails, and does not allow 
the milk toremain long in the stables, which 
are cleaned daily. Churns at at emperature 
of 60 to 63°. The butter is worked in tho 
granulated state mainly, In hot weather tho 
first washing is with brine, the noxt with 
pure water. His herd is about one-half Jer- 
soy or Alderneys, His average per cow was 
227 pounds thie season, this including soveral 
heifers. Tho average product was $65.31 
for butter sold from thirty cows. Had sold 
from 26 1-2 to 34 conts per pound this 
yoar, 


‘Judging from the slight trial that has been 
given in this country to beet sugar making, 
tho result is not encouraging. Of tho six fac- 
torios which have operated last season, three 
in the onst and three in California, probably 
not more than two or threo will work the 
coming season, {tis thought neither of the 
factories in tho east’ has the clemonts of life 
init. The Portland, Me., factory, though it 
haw a subsidy of $7,000 a yoar from the state, 
is to be closed, and somo of ite machinery will 
probably he brought to Schenectady ; and the 
Pranklin, Mass., factory has failed. Tho Dol- 
aware Beet sugar company with works at Wil- 
miogton’ has no expectation of gotting a suf- 
ficient numbor of boots noxt season to run 
moro than a few weeks, In cach oase tho 
machinery, whether made in this country or 
Europe, has seemed to work well,and the fail: 
uro has been caused by a short supply of beets, 
Tho avyorago yield of sugar por ton has boon 
ax good as in Franco, There the business 
gives omploymont in tho field and in the fac- 
tory the whole year round, Tho beets which 
aro to be kopt aro for tho moat parb buried in 
Silos,

For the Intelligencer. 
From Belleyille to Winnipeg. 


Having procured my ticket I took a pase. 
age on board the Taylor spocial, which loft 
Ottawa on the 2od inst, for Winnipeg- It 
being the most uppleasant season of the year 
for travelling, I think I can woafely say that 
although unpleasant as the weathor is in this 
particular mouth, the oxperience of a journey 
from Ontario to Manitoba is well worth know- 
ing if it io hard earned, Wohad many diffi. 
culties to enoounter upon the way, owing to 
tho reoent mowstorms which had been raging 
in Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, 
Minnesota and western Ontario, | Woe only 
remained a few hours in Chicago and started 
on our way to Milwaukeo, ia which place we 
Were snowbound and had to lay over for 
seventeen hours, Wo left Milwaukee at six 
o'clock in the evening, with a poor prospect 
ahead of us ; the mercory of our expectations 
was below freezing point,and gradually work- 
ing down. We ran as far as Oconomowoo,some 
thirty miles distant, where our special, alon 
with tho Great Westorn emigrant’ epecial add 
cight passenger trains, was detained for near- 
ly twenty houra on account of the snow drifts 
which filled up cuttings all along tho line. 
Some cuttings tull fifteen foot deep wore filled 
tothe top, utterly preventing the use of 
snow ploughs and compelling the company to 
set gangs of men at work to shovel a passage 
for the trainu out of the solid drifts, | Some- 
times the openings would be #9 narrow that a 
Passenger train could not pass through with- 
out chafing the sides and windows of the'cars, 
We had just such difficulties as these to en- 
counter all the way from Chicago to St. Paul, 
After leaving the latter mentioned place, the 
snowfalls did not appear to have been so 
heavy as they were further south, The track 
was perfectly clear, but for one whole day the 
fastest time we made was 8} miles_per hour, 
Tho time seemed very dreary, and if our con- 
ductor, who was appoiuted to look after the 
convenicnoe of the passengers, had been a 
little more attontive to their wants in scoin, 
that the cars were properly watered an 
stocked with wood, the time would have 
seemed much shorter, 

All along the line of travel from Ontario to 
Manitoba you aro constantly coming in con- 
tact with the persuasive and winning ‘ Yan- 
kee,” and from that fact it is to be wondered 
at that more of our young men have not gone 
tothe great Western States. But I live in 
the hope that we as Canadians will try, and 
try hard too, to win, nourish and cultivate 
the patriotiem of our young men by showing 
them an agreeable front, by offering them 
every courtesy, end boleter them up in the 
belief that we have a country not only equal 
in extent, but superior in productiveness and 
infinitely more advantageously situated than 
the nation south of us, whose proud subjects 
oxert every effort to push the land that they 
idolize solidly and irresistibly to the front, 
and the greatest of all their influences are 
their railway companics, who through their 
attention to travellers and the unlimited dis- 
tribution of pamphlets and papers—in fact 
legion is the name of the many advertisements 
thet they have scattered throughout the con- 
tinent, the whole world—have succeeded in 
building up 4 nation that we would bo safe in 
copying atter. 

Ve arrived in Winnipeg in the morning, 
making our trip over cight days in length and 
pepieacking it four days beyond its usual 
ength,

The Uanada Pacitic 


The Ottawa organ of the Opposition in- 
forms us that ‘‘ Mr. Peter Imrie haa pub- 
lished a letter in the London, Eng., Leon- 
omist, on the effects of the Canadian i’acific 
Railway Act on the North-west of the Do- 
minion. The company, he asserts, has it 
in its power to charge for transportation all 
that the farmers can pay, and while for the 
purpose of encouraging omigration they 

may not do this at the outset, yet the fact

' mind that the right ia destined to be used, 
and that under these circumstances the 
farmers would only be exchanging ono 
landlord for another.” 

The letter allided to was evidently penned 
by a writer who did not understand his 
subject, or with the intention of diverting 
emigration from Great Britain to the Unit- 
ed States. The Company possess no such 

power as Mr. Imrie asserts, and eyen if they 
did they would not, as hard-headed men 
of business, exert it. Their object is to 
soll off their lands, and bottio them as rap 
idly as possible, in order to create business 
for thoir railway, as thus only can they re- 
alize a return from their investment. Bo- 
cides, the amendment to the Railway Act 
limite their profita to ten per cent. upon the 
anount of money which tho Company ox- 
pend in the construction of the road, which 
is an effectual proventive of oxocbitant rates, 

The self interest of the Syndicate so strong-

koep it in good condition, to sell their lands 
at rates as low or lower than United States 

Railway Companies, and to carry passengors 

ond freight at the lowest possible rates, 

that allegations to the contrary, are tho 

Mereat nonsense.

We are well aware that some may be politic al- 
ly fanatical enough to import the question of 
protection into this matter, and to olaim that 
such a thing could not be thought of but for the 
national policy. So far as th! oncerned we 
have not tho alighteat doubt that auch an_ enter 
prise a4 the one in question could not only oxiat 
but flouriah, as factories of various kinds cortain- 
ly did throughout the country, under a revenue 
tariff and the incidental protection such a ts riff 
would afford. 

Thia is a decided caso of ingratitude —an 


instance of receiving a favor without 
thanks. It fs truo that a few cotton mills 
existed in thocountry proyious to 1879, 
but does the Whig daro to say that tho 
business of those factories has not received 
an immonse impetus from the N. P. 7 Its 
own files, if consulted, will show to the 
contrary, for we remomber many donuncia- 
tions by our esteemed contemporary of the 
so-called ‘cotton monopoly” which the 
vew tariff had created.

Advance in Lumber. 


At a meeting of lumber dealers held in 
Chicago on Wednesday last, a motion was 
made and adopted to the effect that the 
first three sections of the present price list 
including thick clears and selects, one inch 
finishing and twelve inch stock boards, re- 
main in their present shape. Ten inch 
stock remains the same, as also the box 
boards, with the exception of O box, which 
wero raised from $26 to $28, Prices on 
flooring, dressed and matched, were changed 
in the following way:—Fencing, flooring, six 
inches and ten feet,narrow common boards, 
narrow common boards dressed, and nar- 
row common boards selected, dressed and 
matched, were all raisod 50 cents a thou- 
sand. Flooring strips remain the same, as 
also lining-tied and beaded ceiling-tied. 
The prices on common and cull boards and 
common and cull fencing were raised 50 
cents a thousand. Of the timber, joist and 
scantling section, the twenties and twenty- 
twos were raised $] ; the twenty-fours and 
twenty-sixes and twenty-eights and the 
culls remain at present prices, For shingles 
—clear, the price remains the same, while 
the extras were advanced to $3 and the 
standard to $2.90, Green lath were struck 
from the list and the prices of dry lath will 
remain the same. 

The lumber business is “humming” in 
Ottawa, and it is reported that twenty-live 
carloads of lumber wore shipped daily to 
the United States by the St. Lawrence & 
Ottawa Kailway last week.

Lipset Oask.—At the Manitoba Spring 
Assizes, just concluded, a libel caso of gen- 
eral interest to the newspaper press was 
tried, ocoupying a whole day. Oapt. O. W. 
Allen, formerly night editor of the Globe, 
and afterwards of the Mail, who has since 
been pursuing his calling as a journalist 
for somo five years in Winnipeg, brought 
action against Kenny & Luxton, proprie- 
tors of the Manitoba /’ree Press, for im- 
pugning hio trustworthiness os a press cor- 
respondent, more especially in his capacity 
as local news correspondent of the Mont- 
real Telegraph Company at Winnipeg. By 
direction of Mr. Justice Miller, who deem- 
od the evidence insvflicient, the jury found 
for the defendants on the count claiming 
special damages a8 & consequence of the 
series of articles in the Free Press com- 
plained of ; but, upon the count alleging 
malicious libel, they gave an unanimous 
verdict for the plaintiff, with nominal 
damages —twenty-five dollars. 


CoLoxeD Poruration INckEASING.—Tho 
consus returns of the United States show 
the somewhat romarkable fact that the col- 
ored population has increased in ao larger 
ratio than the white population during the 
past decade, although the increase of the 
latter was 60 largely swelled by immigra- 
tion, The total population increased 30 
per cent. between 1870 and 1880, whilo in 
the same period the colored population in- 
creased from 4,880,000 to 6,677,101, or 
more than 34 per cont, ‘Thus it would ap- 
pear that natural increase went on moro 
rapidly among the nogroes than among the 
whites, and tho fact that betwoon 1850 and 
1865 the colored population increased only 
22 per cont, andin tho next decade not 
more than 10 per cent., sooms to oatablish 
that tho negroes have multiplied toa far 
groator dogreo in a stato of froodom than

A 'THULTY YEARS’ RECORD oF ATTEMPTS ON THE 
LIVES OF RULERS 


1848, November 26—Tho lifo of tho Dake 
of Modena was attempted, 

_ 1819, Juno 21—Tho Crown Prince of Prus- 
sin Was attacked at Mindon, 

1851, May 23—Sofeloque, a Workman, shot 
at Froderick William IV , King of Prussia, 
and broke his forearm, 

1850, June 28—Robert Pate, an ex-lieuten 
antintho army, attempacd to assassinate 
Queen Victoria. 

1852, September 24—An infernal machine 
was found at Marseilles, with which it had 
boon intonded to deatroy Napoleon ILI. 

1853, February 18—Tho Emperor Francis 
Jouoph of Austria was griovously wounded in 
tho head while walking on the ramparts at 
Vienna bya Hungarian tailor named Lib- 
Zona, 

1853, April 16—An attompt on tho life of 
Victor Emanuel was roported to the Italian 
Chamber. 

1853, July 5—An attempt was made to kill 
Napoleon IIL, as ho was entering the Opera 
Comique 

1854, March 20—Ferdinand Charles III, 
Duko of Parma, was killed by on unknown 
man who stabbed him in the abdomen, 

1855, April 28—Napoleon ILI. was fired at 
in the Champs Elysees by Giovanni Pianeri, 

1856, April25—Raymond Fuentes was ar- 
rested in tho act ot firing on Isaboella,Qacen of 
Spain 

1856, December 8—Agenilas Milano, a sol- 
dier, etabbed Ferdinand IIL, of Naples, with 
his bayonet, 

1857, August 7— Napoleon III, again. 
Barcoletti, Gibsldi and Grillo were sentenced 
to desth for coming from London to assassin- 
ate him. 

1858, January 14—Napoleon III. for the 
fifth time, Orsini and his associates threw 
fulminating bombs at him ashe was on his 
way to the cpera. 

1861, July 14—King William of Prussia 
was for the firat time shot at by Oscar Becker, 
a student, at Baden-Baden. Becker fired 
twice at him, but missed him, 

1862, December 18 —A student named Doa- 
sios fired a pistol at Qaeen Amelia of Greece 
(Princess of Oldenborg) at Athens. 

1863, December 24—Foar more conspira*ors 
from London against the life of Napoleon IIT. 
were arrested at Paris, 

1865, April 14—Prosident Lincoln was shot 
by J. Wilkes Booth. 

1866, April 6—A Ruesian named Kavansoff 
attempted Czar Alexander's life at St, Peters- 
burg, He was foiled by a peasant, who was 
ennobled tor the deed. J 

1867—the Czar's lifs was again attempted 
during the great Exposition at a review in the 
Bois deo Boulogne at Paris, 

1867, June 19—Maximilian shot. 

1868, June 10—Prince Michael of Servis 
was killed by the brothers Radwarowitch, 

1871. The life of Amadeus, then nowly king 
of Spain, was attemptod. 

1872, August—Colonel Gutierioz assassinat- 
ed President Balta, of the Republic of Peru, 

1873, January 1—President Morales, of Bo- 
livia, was assassinated.

1879, Ajnl 14—Attempted assassination of 
the Czar at St. Petersburg by one Solowjew. 
He was executed May 9. 

1879, December 1—The assassination of the 
Czar attempted by a mino under a train near 
Moscow. : 

1879, December 30—The King of Spain was 
shot at while driying with the Queen. 

1880, Feb’y 17—Attempt to kill the Royal 
family of Russia by blowing up the Winter 
Palace, Hight soldiers were killed and forty- 
five were wounded.

The Mango Trick. 
HOW IT IS DONE—NOT A WONDERFUL PER- 
FORMANCE, 

An East Indian correspondent writes : 
With certain Indian jugglers tho ‘‘mango” 
trick is the most cffective feat. A mango 
seed is produced, and a floworpot filled with 
mold, and after alot of ceremony (in plain 
English, fuss,) the seed is put under the mold 
and several coverings of baskets and cloths 
are placed over the pot. ‘Thwre is more cere- 
mony and fingering about the covered bas- 
kot, and the potis showed with ‘the mango 
leayes just sprouting up. Then it is covered 
ovor again and moro hocuasing goes on, and 
the cover is lifted up again and the plant is 
seen to have grown. ‘Tho covering, hocussing 
goes on, the plant meanwhile haying further 
grown and become strong enough to bear 
fruit, the blossom to appear, the fruit to 
ripen, which is then plucked off and given 
away to be caten., 

Now, we, for our part cannot understand 
how any one can seo through tho performance, 
we oxplained the details of the trick after it 
was all ovor, he would not believe, but reck- 
oned the affiair wouderfal, and oven partak- 
ing the supernatural, We can only attribute 
it to his having boon so myatifiod as to have 
boon actually mesmerized, though pe 
of consciousness. Tho real truth about tne 
fruit was that the greon and rip» fruits, and 
eyory branch and shoot that was exhibited, 
wero actually there, just as much asthe sod 
and tho flower-pot—all in the wraps and folds 
and baskets which formed the covering. We 
were carefully watching tho man’s prooced- 
ings, and atthat timo had acquired some 
knowledge of juggling tricks. As we were 
not allowed to touch the instramonta of the 
oxbibition after the particular performance 
began, the baskets, wraps, otc., could not be 
disturbod but with our own eyes wo saw tho 
porformor draw out tho branches, ote., from 
the folds of tho cloth, and noticod him stick- 
ing thom into the pot beneath the covering, 
working away with his hands, and, as wo 
thought very clumsily. 

Tho question may be asked by a doubtor 
of our account of the process, how about a 
greon and ripo fruit, as well as blossoms, being 
produced sitnullanoously,#ay at a period woon 
thoy aro out of soasont This, indood, has 
boon brought forward a4 comploto angwor 
by those who believe in those jogglers. lo 
anewor thia ia not #6 diffivult, however, as it 
appears, India iso vait country, aud from 
its southormost limih onthe India ocean, where 
tlioro is little differonce between summor and 
wintor, to its northern boundary on the snowy 
Himalayas, thore is existing every varioty of 
climate at avy given timo of tho yoar, 

Tho mango flourishes equally in Ooylon and 
in the sub-Himalayan countries, Wo have 
oursolyos, in passing through tho plaina into 
the uppor Himala ‘av,intho course of successive 


wookas, soon the Mango keason just over on 
tho plains; a little ci up the mangoos were | 
unt iu soaxon; bhe fruits forming bighor up | 
atill, the blossoms in full flash a couple of | 


thousand feot higher ; while higher still the 
blossoms had not yet made an Appearance 
With this fact are to bo takon two othora . 
tho first, the Indian jugglers all belong to ono 
Mas mic brothorhood,and are in intimate com- 
tMunication with ono another—all over on the 
move ; and the second, that even they will 
deolino at times to porform this peculiar foat 

that is when*they are not provided with the 
blossoms, green and rips fruit. Tho soeds, 
pboces, oto., aro always everywhere procur- 
able, 

If thoro bo atill any other doabter, let us 
only ald that after the performance «dotailed 
abovo we took the man aside (uowilling oatur- 
ally to expose tho man, and destroy the crodit 
by weang of which ho male his liviog) and 
asked him if it was not truo tho branches and 
fruit were all there in the wraps, Tho glance 
of our oyo told him that we knew everything 
that ho did, and #0 ho confeased that what we 
said was tho trath, and apologize! by saying 
that he must make a living.

Scotland. 


Farm servants in Scotland ase receiving on 
an avorage from £38 to £40 /a year. 

Floods caused by the overtlow of the Gala 
wator havo caused damago to foundrios, bridges 
and railways, estimated at £10,000, 

The Messra. Pallar, of Perth,the well known 
dyer#, have presented their employees with 
8 sotof musical instruments, costing £300, for 
the formation of a band, 


The extra expenditure incurred by tho 
Great North of Scotland Railway Company 
in removing the snow from the lines durin 
the past two months was upwards of £2,000, 

Perforated pipes are to be laid acrosa the 
mouth of the Peterhead harbor ani tanks 
erected to contain oi], s» that a continuous 
stream may be allowed to flow into the sea 
duriog heavy weather, 

The north and east coasts of Scotland are 
stvown with wreckage, Itis stated that at 
least 20 lives were lost in the late storm. 
Some of the roads have beon blocked with 
snow for more than a month, 


The Earl of Perth and Melfort, having ca- 
tablished his claim in France to the titles of 
Dac de Melfort, Comts de Luszan, and Baron 
de Valroso, has ruined himself in vain at- 
tempts to recover tho property going with the 
titles 

A return has beon made to the House of 
Lords showing the sums raised by tho assess- 
ment in each parish in Scotland for building 
and repairing churehes aud manses during the 
ten years ending with 1879. The gross sum 
is £420,527,an average of over £42,000 a year. 

The Forth Bridge has not been finally aban- 
doned. Engineers have been employed to 
give another report on the bridgeas to whether 
it cannot be erected ina perfectly safe man- 
ner, and if the repért be favorable the echeme 
will again be taken up, Meantime, the bill 
for the abandonment of the bridge has been 
delayed. 

As an instance of the interest taken by 
members of the Parochial School Boards in 
their work the Peeblesshire Advertiser saya :— 
‘The late Sir Wm. Stirling Maxwell, witha 
rontroll of £60,000 a year, used to post from 
London to Pollokshaws in order to decide 
whether Petty Malone’s allowance should be 
a shilling or eighteen-pence per week. 

The Advertiser informs us that the storm 
which has now laste1 125 days at Crieff, Perth- 
shiro,has been the most protracted on record, 
and there is not the least appearence of it 
abating or breakin op. Tho large accumnla- 
tions of snow are the heaviest experienced oy 
the the last half century,the result being that 
every sheep farmer has been pm, to great ins 
convenience in feeding *\arving flocks. 


Craigenpnttock, the estate which Mr, 
Carlylo b»s bequeathed to the Univsrsity of 
Edizourgh, is on the wild borderland of 
Galloway and Dumfries. Itisa plain stone 
building,such as is to be found fn almost every 
Scottish homestead—a window on each side 
of the door below, and three windows on 
the upper storry. There are a few trees 
which shelter the approach oravenue, but the 
general prospect in winter is bleak and bare. 


The People’s Journal says:—‘“‘1tis a sign 
of the times which will be generally observed 
with regret that there is a large class in towns 
like Dundee who no longer regard solemnitiea 
of religion or tho services of a christian min- 
ister as necessary to the celebration of mar- 
riage.” The custom of dispensing with the 
services of a minister and all religious cere- 
monies in inarriage seems to have become 
quite common in some towns in Scotland. 
One legal firm in Dundee has married in its 
offices nearly 500 couples within a few years. 


New Steamers. 
The Cunard steamer the Servia, though 
the largest boat afloat, will not be without a 
rival, for there will shortly be launched from 
the Barrow ship building yard a vessel for 
the Inman line, to be called the City of Rome, 
which, though 500 tons smaller in bulk, ia 70 
fect longor, her length being exactly 200 
yards. Hor engines are colcalated to give 
her aspeed of 18 knots also, being 10,000 
horse power, and as the ship from her extra 
length has longer aod easior lines than the 
other, some prodict for her the highest spood. 
Between there two. ships, the Furnessia, of 
the Anchor lino; the Alaska, of 6,400 tons, 
in aforward state of constraction for the 
Guion line on the Clyde; the Parisian, 5,500 
tons, of the Allan Line, and a White Star 
liner now being built at Belfast, there is 
likely to be considerable rivalry and soma in- 
toresting ocean racing. The Anglo-Amorican 
companies aro taking advantage of the low 
price of iron, stool and labor to renew thoir 
tlects, tho Cunard Company having 26,300 
tons of new boats in course of construction 
on the Clyde, which, with the Cephalonia, 
5,100 tons, building at Birkonboad, givos ao 
total of 31,400. Altogether, taking boats 
Jaunched and boats on the stocks, something 
like 120,000 tona of shipping has lately been 
added to tho trans-Atlantio fleet.

Mr. W. H. Ross, recallod, said : 
was no tologram received from Mossrs, Chap- 
mau & Sons, oranyonv, stating that thoy 
would givo 644 conte por bushol for barloy; I 
had a conversation with Mr. Grahaza on tho 
samo day that I made tho baryain with Mr, 
Knox; I wont to Mr, Graham booause Hou. 
Robert Koad told mo that ho (Graham) had a 
largo amount of good barley; Mr.Granam told 
we to go to James Knox to buy tho barloy 
which was in his possession, inasmuch as Mr, 
Knox was tho reprosontative of the Grango; 
thoro was no offer mado to mo by anyone to 
the effect that if the veasel camo into tho port 
of Bellovillo, the yvossel would receive her 
load in throo hours; 1 understood that Messrs, 
Knox and Grahain wished to revoll their bar- 
loy, and it was for that reason that they 
wantod to pot the bill of lading; tho vessel 
was not aground on Saturday night or Sunday, 
I don’t know whother Mestra. Knox and 
Graham pressod the Dominion Bank for their 
pay; the wholo diffioulty was that the grain 
was not of propor quality,and they wished me 
to sign # cortilicate as to its quality, which I 
refused to do; I sont Mr,“Canniff to sample 
the barley; I gave him a sample by which to 
gample it; ho and To tnparod tho barloy that 
was going in, and complained that it was not 
up to samplo; I complained to Mr. Knox; he 
said that the best grain was to como yot; the 
grain was very unequal in quality. 

by Mr, Wallbridge —Mr. Canniff had his 
satnples of tho differont kinds of barley in 
boxes and whon I camo I compared the sam- 
ples; he was not put thore as a judge, but 
merely to select samples. Mr. Graham held 
back somo 1,000 bushols of barley. The cap- 
tain stayod at the wharf because he could not 
get grain, not on account of low water. 

Henny Cannirg.testified as follows: —Mr, 
Ross sont me up to tho Grange dock; he 
wanted mo to sample barley there; I droye up 
with Mr, Knox; the way I sampled tho bar- 
ley was, I took a handful out of each load 
and putitinalot; I found fault with the 
barley of different parties; [ was not author- 
ized to reject any grain;I showed tho sample 
to Mr, Ross; ho complained about tho quality 
and gaid he thought they. must keeping 
back tho good barley; no grain came in after 
12 v’clock on Monday ; I did not hear atthe 
time that the veasel was aground. 

By Mr, Dickson,—Vhe last load was put on 
board a fow minutes before the vessel left, 
About 500 buehels came on Monday morning, 
I did not reject any barley. 

To Mr. Wallbridge.—When I saw Mr. Gra- 
ham at the dock, he said he had no more bar- 
ley. Attho rate at which the vessel was-be- 
ing loaded on Monday, it would have taken 
about three months to load it, It should have 
been loaded on the Saturday previous, 

CHARLES Drxon, sworn, said :—1 am a ship 
broker in Belleville, When Mr, Knox and 
Mr. Roes came to me for a vessel, Mr. R. re- 
marked that a vessel of less than 12,000 bus, 
capacity would not do. 

Joun McGuen—I was captain of the Gari- 
baldi last fall. I understood that I was char- 
tored for a load to be taken on at the Grang- 
ers’ wharf; the tiret man I saw with reference 
to the grain after arriving at the wharf was 
Mr. Knox; this was on Thuraday morning ; 
he said he was going into the city to see about 
the pay for the grain before it was put on the 
vessel; the grain did not come on board fast 
enough; the load should have been taken on 
in two days ; I complained to Mr. Roas about 
the slowness with which the grain was coming 
on, On Thursday, Friday and Saturday, and 
Monday morning, I got on 7,450 bushels ; the 
bulk of this came on Thureday and Friday : 
on Saturday evening, on account of the slow 
rate at which the grain was coming in, I voti- 
fied Mr, Ross that I would claim demurrage 
on account of being unreasonably delayed ; the 
veesol left on Monday evening, Thero was a 
heayy gale on Sunday, which lowered the wa- 
ter, and I got aground. I complained to Mr. 
Rosa of the shallowness of the water, I left 
because the grain did not come in fast enough, 
not on account of the shallowness of the water. 
When I came down to Belleville. Mr. Graham, 
on Tuesaday night, claimed the grain as belong- 
ing to the patrons of the Harris Grange, 

By Mr, Dickson.—Mr,. Graham served mo 
with a notico on Tuesday night, forbidding 
mo to leave port until I was authorise 1 by him. 

W. W. Natron testitied—I was acting 
agent for the Dominion Bank in Belleville last 
fail. I showed Mr. Knox the instructioza I 
had received from Toronto with respect to the 
grain matter, which he pronounced satisfac- 
tory. (Tho instructions were to pay 65 cents 
por bushel for the Grange barley,to Mr. Ross, 
on receipt of the bill of lading.) Mr. Ross 
signed the first application for insurance, Mr. 
Knox being present at the time. They both 
agreed that the quantity was not to exceed 
13,000 bushels. There was afterwards a 
policy taken out for the amouat actually sbip- 
ped. Messrs. Graham and Knox came to me 
soveral timos in regard to the payment for the 
grain, The answor [ made was that Messrs, 
Chapman wanted them to fullil tho contract, 
I remember that the price of grain, from the 
time the contiact was made to tho timo the 
vessel left, had gone up considerably, If the 
contract had been fulfilled the money for the 
grain would have been paid. 

By Mr, Dickson—The grain was paid for at 
the rate of 65 conts per bushel, upon the 
checks of Messrs, Knox and Graham. By 
this I mean that they gavo me a list of those 
who sold tho grain. Mr, Graham wrote out 
the list, and Mr. Knox said it was all right. 

Geo. CuArman testitiod that he was ono of 
the plaintiffs in the suit. He gave a brief 
h story of hisconnection with the case. He 
received from Mr. Ross two samplea—ono a 
samplo of Bayside barloy and one « sample of 
the farlay which had beon loaded, He con- 
sidored the sample to be equal to No, | Oawe- 
go barley. Tho difference in value between 
the grain which ho got and tho grain which 
he contracted for varied from 5 to 10 cents 
per bushel, His losson the grain actually 
received hp ostimated at $376.43, Tho loss 
on the extra freight which had to be re was, 
at 24 conta por bushel, $112, Tho difference 
between the price which was paid for the grain 
and what was received for it was 25 conta per 
bushol, ‘Tho total loss sustained by not hav- 
ing received the barley was $1,856, 

By Mr. Burdett—We made a protit of 20 
cents por bushel on the amount received..The 
reason why I infor that Knox was ealoaman 
of the Grange is that I received lottera from 
him io regard to grain. I cannot prodnos tho 
letters. 1 novor paid any money for freight, 
The froight was paid for by our agents in 
Oswego, Mevsars, Irwin & Sloan, who aro» in 
tho habit of doing so. 

Mr, Dickson claimed that thero was 
ing in the evidence to prove that Mr, 
was connected with the Grange. 

His Lordship doclined to nonsuit, 
youted that Mr, Knox bo called, 

Tamms Knox wan callod and testified na 
followa :—I am acquainted with the Harris 
Grange. I do not know tha officors, oxcopt 
that Mr. Massey is Mastor, (Tho iwninutos of 
the Grango being produced, the witness road 
o liat of the officers for 1880.) Thore was no 
salesmon for 1880, I did not act in that 
capacity. I did not agroo with Mr, Ross as 
to the quantity and price of grain, Mr, Dixon 
was not corrost in saying that L went to him 
to woo about a vessel, (At this point the wit- 
noss was soiz0d with faintoors, and was ob- 
liged to leave the box.) 1 was authorized by 
My, Grahamtosoll the grain, In 1877 and

I told Ross in the Dominion House that I had 
authority to sell Mr. Gilbert's, Mr, Road's, 
Mr, Graham's and my own grain, but that I 
had no authority to sell any cther grain, 
Aftor tho vessol left Mr. Roas camo to mo 
and complained that he hsd not been treated 
fairly. Itold him that Mr. Read aod Mr, 
Farley hal yot a quantity of yeain which had 
act beeu shipped on tho vessel. Nono of the 
officers of the Grange bad a right to soll grain. 
I was ono of the Executive Committee of the 
Grange for 1880, Tho others wore K.Graham 
and ‘I, Blanchard. I put on the whole of my 
barloy, and Graham and Blanchard put ona 
part of theirs, Thoy know of my bargain 
with Rous, 

By Mr. Dickson. —Tho Harris Grange, as a 
corporation, had nothiag to do with the sale 
of tho grain in quostios, At no moetiog of 
the Grange Inst fall was tho sale of barley 
spoken of. Ata mveting of farmors it was 
determined to send canines of our barley over 
the bay in order to sellit. Shortly after this 
Mr. Ross saw mo and asked me if we had 
sold our barley. I told bim I-did not know 
—not knowing whether it had been sold 
across the bay or not. I ssw Mr. K. Graham 
noxt morning. I had learned beforo this that 
our barley had not been sold across tho bay, 
He had heard eo too, and authorized mo to 
sell his, Mr, Read's and Mr. Gilbert's barley, 
I then saw Mr. Ross and told him I would 
sell him my barley and-that of the other 
threo gentlemen, for 65 cents a bushel, 
Shortly afterwards he saw me in the Domin- 
ion House, and he asked me to go to tho tele- 
Araph office with him. Ididso. He wrote 
a tologram there, but I did not see it, A 
fow.daya afterwards he told me he could not 
givo me 65 cents, but would givo 644 conte, 
Afterwards he said he had received a tele- 
gram and would give mo 65 cents, The bar- 
Koin was then made. The day after the ves- 
sel left a good many who had barley on board 
came down to Belleville. They appointed 
Mr. Graham to look after their interests. At 
4 meeting hold that night it was agreed that 
Mr. Graham was to sign a notice on tho 
captain. Mr, Grabam, Mr. Massey and I 
were there ; wonld not be sure that Blanch. 
ard was there. Thore was no cntry made in 
the Grangera’ books as tc the informal mect- 
ing held on the Front of  idney, already 
mentionod. When the Grange sells barley as 
a Grange, entry is always made in the books, 

KeroHan GRAHAM testified :—I signed and 
served a notice on the captain of the vessel 
Garibaldi, The notice waa drawu up by Mr. 
Jobn Bell. I was thon acting in the interest 
of myself and other farmera, I claimed the 
grain on behalf of myself and the otber far- 
mers, noton behalf of theGrange. I have 
not acopy of the notice. I delivered 2,700 
bushels of grain on the vessel. I had left-about 
400 bushels. I got 70c tor the 400 bushels 
which was left. I was willing to deliver all 
my grain, and tried to prevent the vessel from 
going. 1puton at first as good barley as I 
had. The Grange has not sold barley since I 
have been a member of it. I sold my part of 
the grain in question to Mr. Rosa, The money 
received for my grain from the Dominion 
paak was on the sale I made to Mr, Ross my- 
self,

this country varies from 1-800, to 20,; the 
noxt grade, 2c, to 240,; Nova Scotia iron, 
2ho, ; the better qualitics of Amorican and 
English iron 30. Charcoal iron is better than 
avy of these grades, but the consumption is 
not great in this country on account of the 
high price—$70 to $90 per ton. It would 
not do, however, to ask that price for it, as 
that would destroy the market, so 1t has been 
decided to put the price at $45 per ton— 
equal to 240, por pound for finished iroa. 
Mr, Bartlett, manager of the Toronto Bridge 
Company, an expert in the iron businees, is 
of the opinion that the market for forgiogs 
would very much more than take up the pro- 
dact of the works, butin the event of the 
iron works, now in the country not taking up 
the output of charcoal, the company could 
put up iron works of their own, which would 
cost only $8,500. 

Mr, Gildersleeve then read the following 
statement ; 

Kingston Charcoal and Iron Company limit- 
ed, $50,006; 500 sbares of $100 each, 

From the superior quality of the iron ore 
resembling Swedish ore in the portion of On- 
tario between Lake Ontario and the Ottawa 
River and the abundant supply of wood it is 
believed that by using the best process a high 
standard of charcoal wrought iron can be pro- 
duced at a reasonable cost and yioldioga large 
profit io its production. 

Charcoal as ordinarily made in heaps pro- 
duces about thirty five bushels to the cord of 
wood with no other products. As made in 
kilns it produces about 45 bushels to the 
cord. As made under the Matthieu process 
recently hiought into use in Pennsylvania it 
produces from 60 to 70 bushels to the cord, 
together with other products of high value, 
procured from the condensation of the smoke 
and vapor from the wood. The ordinary 
Catlin forge for producing wrought iron with 
charcoal direct from the ore uses about 300 
bushels of charcoal to the ton. The Wilson 
process in tise in Jersey produces a ton of iron 
with about 150 bushels of charcoal. 

It is proposed to adopt the Matthieu and 
Wilson processes mentioned, and to erect the 
works forboth onthe line of the Kingston 
and Pembroke R. R, whore the wood and ore 
can be procured in sufficiont abundance and in 
clese proximity. 

The cost of the works to produce 1,200 to 
1,500 tons of iron per annum are estimated as 
follows :

THE FISHERIES DIBPUTE. 

The London Daily News has reason to 
believe that the fishery dispute between 
England and the United States is in a fair 
way towards a settlement. The fact being 
admitted that the Ameriosn fishermen are 
entitled to compensation for the injuries to 
their vessels and tackle, England has pro- 
posed alternate courses, one being the pay- 
ment of alump sum of money, and the 
other the reference of the question to the 
arbitration of two Governments nominating 
each one person, these nominees appoint- 
ing a third. A difficulty at one time arose 
from the excessive claims of the United 
States, but the latest telegrams from Sec- 
retary Blaine point to the willingness of 
the Washington Cabinet to accept one or 
other of the above plans.

The charcoal was the finest he ever saw, and 
one bushel of it was equal to two of the othor 
and double the weight, He had every faith in 
the Mattbiou process, and had not the slight- 
est doubt if it were adopted here it would 
prove a success, He noxt visited the Wilson 
iron works, but they were not in operation. 
However, from enquiries in Ponnsylvavia he 
learned that the Wilaon plan of producing ia 
looked upon favorably. When Mr. Wilson 
gets his worka runoiog thore ia likely to bea 
revolotion in tho iron market—his mothod 
will suporsede all othora. 

Mr. U. F. Gildorsleove read a lotter from an 
expert at Philadelphia relative to the Mat- 
thiea plan ot making charcoal. Tho writer 
thooght it the most available ho knew of, as 
there were a large amount of products. The 
average number of bushels of charcoal secured 
per cord is 724.

Neyillo and Albert Moon should 
valuo it, deft. alloging that when ho signod 
anid agrooment ho was under the influence of 
liquor, 

Keppick vs, BLeE«cker, TARLINGTON AND 
VANDEWATERS —Bill filed to set aside the 
alloged agreement, and lis pendens rogistored 
by Tarlington upon plff's land, alleging, among 
other things, fraud practised on him when 
agrooment was signed, and that the Jend had 
not been valued, Tho facts in the case boing 
#0 oloacly connected,an ordor was mado to try 
all threo cases at this court, 

The same evidence was taken in the above 
three cases, Dr. MeMichael, Q. C., for Blair 
& Hough, Jas, Bothuno, Q. C ,for H. Bleock- 
er; Clute and Burdott for Tarlington and 
Vandowaters. 

The following isa summary of tho testi- 
mony takep: 

Groroe Reppick was tho firat witness oal- 
lod. He teatided : I am tho mortgagor in tne 
caso, I dealt originally with Mr. Phippon, 
Did not pay the instalment due ia 1879, be- 
cause 1 did not have the money, I arranged 
with Mr. Phippon, who held the mortgage ; 
I payed the interest!and kept the mortgage, 
In 1880 my brother went to arrange with Mr, 
Phippen, not I. { was subsequently served 
*ith a writ of ejectmont and notice of sale, 
The notice ia dated on the 9th of December, 
1880. 1 had not soen cither Mr, Vande- 
waters, or Mr. Bleecker before the writ was 
served on mo. I was at Hog Lake when the 
writ and notice were served on me. I went 
to Madoc that samo vight, and stop at 
Moon's Hotel. Mr, Bleecker,Mr, Tar)'ngton, 
and Mr. A. Moon were there, [Here an agreo- 
ment, by which witness consented to deed 
over 75 acres of land to Mr. Bleecker at a 
price to bo fixed by valuators, waa read.) J 
did not consent to that agreemont, 1 signed 
it. ‘Ihe reason I signed it was that I was 
drank. I got the liquor from Mr, Bleeckor 
aod Mr. Tarlington. They came to look for 
me where I was working. Tarlington had a 
quart bottle of whiskey, They were in a 
sleigh driven by aman named Bailey. Mr, 
Bleecker aud Bailey droye on to my fishing 
shanty and Tarlington and I followed on foot. 
When we got to the shanty I took several 
drinks, It was atthe shanty that the writ 
was served on me, We all went back to 
Madoc. After we got tothe hotel another 
bottle of liquor was produced There wers 
present Mr, Bleecker, Mr. Tarlington, Mr. 
Moon and myself. Tho agreument was pro- 
duced, and I signed it. he next morning 
we wentup to the land, with valuators, 
After I found out that I would have to sell 
the land at the price fixed by the valuators I 
refused to abide by the agreement. (The 
price fixed by the valuatora was $175.) 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bethune.—I thought 
the object of the valuation was to see whether 
it was worth the mortgage or not ; the reseon 
1 refused to eign the agreement was, I heard 
several of those present, Mr. Bleecker includ- 
ed, say that the land would be sold at the 
valuation fixed by the valuato:s, I was very 
drunk the night I signed the pspers; have 
been as drank bsfore—several times, I was 
druok the next morning, but not so drunk as 

on the previous night, The agreement was 
not rend over to me the next morning ; I was 
so drunk that morning that I can only remem- 
ber, now, what is convenient to remember ; if 
the paper had been read over to me I would 
remember it. When we went over to seo the 
place I did not haye any idea of the amount 
at which the land had been valued; did not 
hear of it till I got down to Belleville. Mr. 
Faulkiner tirst told me that the valuators had 
laced a value on the land ; I placed the mat- 
tae in Mr, Faulkner's hands; I afterwards 
took the case away from him and gave it to 

Mr, Blair; he i if I was willing he would 
go on and collect the costs trom Mr. Bleecker. 
I toli him to go on and get all the costs he 
could. I received a receipt from Mr. Blair, 
the effect of which was that he should take 
up the first mortgage and proceed with the 
case against Mr, Bleecker, and acknoxledgin 
the receipt of the $185 from my brother an 
the $100 mortgage which I gave him, which 
he was to use in procecding with the caso, 
I gave Mr. Blair authority to file a bill in 
Chancery against Mr. Bleovker, I intended 
to pay Mr. Blair's coste. When I swore bo- 
fore thé Master that I was to be saved all 
costs, I swore to what was true. I told Mr, 
Blair that I thought Mr. Bleecker wanted to 
defraud me out of theland, I thought it very 
wrong of Mr. Bleecker to get mo drunk so as to 
get the land out of mo. The land is, I think 
worth $1,000. I bought it 6 or7 years ago, an 
sid $500 or $600 for it. I sold 100 acres for 
200. The remaining 75 acres is,betior than 
what Isold, There is not much of the 75 acres 
that [ couldn't plough. No one lives on the 
land. I never lived on it. I worked out, 
I would not haye taken less than $1,000 for 
it 1 don't think Mr. Moon a good judge of 
land. I don’t think Mr. Rossa good judge 
of land. I know more about land fhan either 
of them. I worked on the land two winters, 
I took ties and shingles bolts from it. I con- 
sider that by so doing I increased the value 
of the land. On an ayerage I got drunk 
about once a month. ‘‘I drinked alittle on 
Saturday night. , K 
Tho $100 mortgage referred to in the receipt 
wasn't on my land, I gaveit to Mr. Blair 
to take up tho first mortgage, I sold ae 
brother 109 acres for $200,and the $185 whic! 
he psid to Blair & Hough was part of his 
payment, tho remaining $15 having been 
takon by Mr, Faulkner as coste, My brother 
gave Blair & Hough the $185 and I gave 
them tho $100 mortgage in order to have them 
sottle the case, It was beforo the mortgage 
was given that Mr, Blair said he would take 
the costs out of Mr, Bleecker, At that timo 
the land was all the property I had. 

Re-examined—Tho reason I sold the 100 
acres to my brothor was that I owed $175 on 
the firat mortgage, and Mr, Bleecker charged 

$103 costs, and I could not raiso enough 
money to pay them. ' 

8, H. Purpren, aworn, testified; I was 
the owner of the mortgage inquestion. I was 
not prossing for the payment, The way I 
came to wolt the mortgago to Mr. 2 Bleecker 
was that by what ho told mo I considered the 
soourity poor. Hoe offered to buy it from mo, 
I think he told mo ho was acting for anothor 
party. 

To Mr. Bethune—I vever saw tho property 
myself, and do not know anything about it, 
When I sold the mortgage thero was two 
yoors’ intorost paid on it, I refused to nell 
the inortgage until I saw Goo. Roddick's 
prothor. I saw him and asked him to become 
socurity for tho payment of the mortgage, Ho 
refusod, and after two or threo duys T wont to 
Mr. Bleeckor’s office and sold the mortyago to 
him. a, ; 

Joun BAtLsy was sworn, The evidones of 
this witness was mainly intended to prove 
that liquor was frooly used doting tho timo 
he and Messrs, Bleooker, Tarlington and Red 
diok were togethor, and that Keddiok was 
under the influence of liquor, The land ia

question he judged to be worth $400 or 8500 

GiLbenr VANDEWATERS, sworn :—I hold 
tho mortgage in question. I bought the 
mortgage through Mr. Bleooker, After I 
bought the mortgage Mr. Bleecker told mo 
that the seourity was not good, when I an- 
thorized him to foreclose it. I had instructed 
Mr, Bleockor to look out for 10 per cent, 
mortgages for me, 

JAMuS FoLey, sworn, said :—I live pear the 
Jand in question. I spoke to Mr, Bloockor 
about the land and told him it wes worth 
nothing. Thoro is no farming on it. Tho land 
all around it is nottled, 

THos, NEVILLK, sworn, said :-—Tho valua- 
tion of the land in question was made at 
Moon's Hotel, Madoc. I named the valua- 
tiov. I valaod the place at $175. I remome 
ber a conversation with Mr, Hough in Jaou- 
ary or repay: Ho asked mo whether the 
place v as worth $500 or $609, and I answered 
that it might be. But I added that it was in 
my opinion worth only $175, Mr, Bleecker 
did not influence me in the least in giving my 
valuation, It was my indopendent judgment. 
After tho timber is taken off, I cousider tho 
land worth very little No mancould mako 
4 living on it, I would not take the land and 
pay the taxes on it. Mr, Bleecker agreed to 
settle for the tace of the mortgage and his ox- 
penses incurred in going out to Mado. 

Puitir Reppick sworn,said: Mr. Bleecker 
told me that if the amount of bis mortgage 
aud his costs were paid he would give up the 
land. I told this to Mr. Blair, I think Mr. 
Bleecker eaid he would stay proceedings 
while the negotiations for a settlement wero 
giving on. I gave $185 to Blair & Hough, 
pap to the receipt which they gave mo. 
Blair & Hough wore to pay all the costes of 
the suit to be brought against Bleecker & 
Henderson. I deposited the $185 with Blair 
& Hough with the understanding that they 
were to get the mortgage paid off and to get 
me a clear deed of the place. Vho deed was 
in Mr. Falkinor’s bands, I did not want it 
until the mortgage wes paid off If I do not 
get the deed I will expect Blair and Hough 
to hand me back the Biss, 

Wa Harrinotox, sworn, said: I have 
liyed near the land in question for fifteen 
years. Ifthe title wos clear, I would be 
willing to give $600 or $700 for it. I am an 
uncle of the Reddicks, IfI didn’t live near 
the land I would give $400 for it. 

Samvet Hoover,—I live near the land in 
question. I consider it worth $400 or $500, 

Joun Brunson, testified that the velue of 
the land was, in his opinion, about $1.50 an 
acre, 

Cuakces Reppick, testified: I was at 
Madoc at tho same time that Mr, Bleecker 
was there, I was atthe shanty when their 
party wore there. My brother George was 
about two-thirds drunk at that time. He 
might not have been more than half drank. 

Hucnu BLAtr, sworn, testitied—Mr, Red- 
dick first came to Mr. Hough, my partner, in 
regard to the present case; I have made no 
arrangement with the plff. about carrying on 
the case at my own expense without coste; I 
have no doubt that I signed the receipt pro- 
duced; I am rot prepared to say that Philip 
Reddick’s evidence was not correct; the mon- 
ey which I paid into court, $220, I consider 
includes the money deposited with me by 
Philip Reddick; when the matter first came 
under our notice we called in Mr, Bleecker, 
sndhe treated us impertinently, and we 
would not go agsin; I may have an ill-feeling 
against Mr. Bleecker; the bill against Mr. 
Bleecker was filed about three days after our 
communication with him; I did not warn my 
client that if we could not succeed in proving 
the charges against Mr, Bleecker, he (the 
client) would incur heavy costs; the state- 
ment of Geo, Reddick, that I had money to 
pay off the mortgage and thatI would fire 
away at Bleecker & Henderson, and save 
them (tbe Reddicks) tha costs on the mort: 
gage,” is not t-uo: I expect Geo. Reddick to 
pay the costs of this case, if defeated; I had 
nothing to do with the sale of the 100 acres 
to Philip Reddick; the $185 which was 
broaght to me by Philip Reddick was to be 
used in taking up the mortgage given by Geo. 
Reddick to Mr. Falkiner and afterwards 
travsferred to Mr. Vandewaters, and also to 
pay the costs of the suit brought by Bleecker 
& Henderson. 

This closed the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion, 

A. F. Woop was then called. He had a 
good knowledge ofthe northera townships ; 
was valuator for twocompanies. He consid- 
ered $100 # high price for the land in ques- 
tion. Mr. Aylesworth, a surveyor, and Mr, 
O'Flynn, a merchant, were with him at the 
time. The reason he went to value the land 
was that Mr. Bleecker asked him to do 80, 
stating that he wished to have a fair valuation 
of the land. He did not tell him the circum- 
stances of the case. ; 

E. D. O'Flynn. sworn, said : I madea close 
examination of the land in question. I should 
not place its value at more than $100. 

©. F. AyLesworts :—I went over the land 
twice for the purpose of placing a value on it. 
I value it at $200 at the outside price. 

The court then adjourned till Tuesday 
morning.

The fact is that these 
schedules are never seen except by the 
commissioner and others engaged in taking 
and compiling the census, who, besides

The names are taken in the census scho- 
dules simply for a check upon the returns, 
and to afford opportunity to correct any 
palpable error.

when Reddick signed the agroomont; Mr, 
Bloeokor was not thero whon the agreoment 
was nignod: tho paper was read ovor and ex- 
plaine to Reddick bofore ho signed it; thero 
was no influonce used to got him to nign it; 
before Mr. Bleeckor went out he told Rod_ 
dick he could uso his own ploasure as. to 
signing the agrooment; Mr. Bleecker had 
nothing to do with naming tho valuation. 

Oross-examined by Dr, McMichael.—On the 
morning that Tarlingtou, Bleockor and I went 
to look for Keddick, I took a bottle of brandy 
witb me, We wont to Reddick’s fish house, 
I went to show them the way. Mr, Bleocker 
went, [ suppose, to look after the mortgage, 
and Mr, Tarlington to serve papers, When 
we got back to the hotel Reddick was shiver- 
ing with gold, I heard some of the conversa- 
tion between Bleecker and Reddick on the 
night the agreement was signed. Bleecker 
said he wanted the payment for his mortgage, 
Reddick said he had no money with which to 
pay it. Oo the morning after the agreement 
was tigned, Mr. Bleecker told Reddick 
that if he did not consent to the 
agreement he (Bleecker) would leave for Belle- 
ville, When we went out to value the land, 
I learned that Reddick refused to stand to bis 
Siroeman’, and I would not go any farther. 
When Reddick refused to abide by 
tho valuation, Mr. Bleecker told him that all 
he wanted was the face of his mortgage and 
his costs. Rodidick’s brother then said that 
they wonid try and raise the money. This 
took place in a 25 acre lot near the land 
in question, ‘Tho party then came back 
to the hotel. Mr. Bleecker left that night at 
8 o'clock. 

N. B, FALKINER testified as follows :—Geo. 
Reddick brought me a statement of the papers 
which had been served upon him by Mr. 
Bleecker. I told him that his only remedy 
was to have Mr, Bleecker’s bill of costs taxed. 
I advised Charles and Philip Reddick to raise 
money enough to pay off the mortgage held 
by Mr. Vandowaters. They succeeded in 
raising $200, I advised them not to let George 
have the money without his giving security, 
and suggested that he give them a deed of the 
east 100 acres of his land. This they agreed 
todo. Thedeed was drawn. Its date was 
the 28th of December. I afterwards saw Mr. 
Bleecker and urged him to scttle the Reddick 
matter, I told him that I thought $200 for 
the mortgage and $40 for his costa was suffi- 
cient. e ssid he was willing to abide by my 
decision. I told him that I would so advise 
my clients, I did #0, but they were not will- 
ing to pay any mopey. After this I found 
that the Reddicks had been receiving advice 
from Blair & Hough, and I immediately gave 
thom back their papers and the amount which 
was deposited with me, less $15 for my costs. 

Wo. Munuey, testified; I liye near the 
Jand in question. I know it well; have 
known it for 15 years ; I should say that its 
outside value is $1 a acre. 

Henry HENDERSON, testified ; I am a part- 
ner of Mr, Bleecker ; I remember Mr. Hough 
asking fora statement; Mr. Bleccker said 
that he had already given a statement, and 
that the matter was about being settled. The 
day before this Mr, Falkiner came in and 
told mo that he had raised money and would 
settle the case, 

By Dr. McMichael—Mr. Bleecker came 
back on Saturday night from Madoc, and on 
Monday there was a bill filed. The Reddicks 
came jnto our office and were served with the 
bill. We then gave thoma statement. Next 
wo agreed with Mr. Falkiner’s clerk to stay 
proceedings for ten days. 

Henry BLeecker was the last witness. 
His ovidence occupied tho greater part of an 
hour, Briefly summarized it was to the fol- 
lowing effect :—He bought from 8S, H. Phip- 
pen, for Mr. Vanderwaters, a mortgage on 
Reddick’s property, for $182. Hoe considered 
that the property was worth at least $300, 
When he discovered that the property was 
not worth more than $200 at the outside price, 
and that it was therefore insecure, he issued 
a writ of ejectment to ascureit and to save 
further costs in the proceedings. He alter- 
wards agreed with Reddick to leave it to 
three arbitrators to value the property, and 
sell it to him at the price fixed by them—al- 
lowing Reddick the privilege of choosing the 
arbitrators. Reddick,aftor signing the ayree- 
ment, refused to carry it out. Ho (Bleecker) 
then offered to accept the face of the mo tgage 
and the costs incurred in valuing the land, 
This the Reddicks agreed, through Mr. 
Faulkner, todo, He then stayed proceed, 
ings in order to give them an opportunity to 
pay. Afterwards Reddick transferred his 
business to Mesers. Blair & Hough, who 
shortly afterwards filed a bill in Chancery 
against him, wherein fraud was alleged, and 
put in a defence to the ejectment suit brought 
by Tarlington, ‘Tho witness donied the charge 
bf Bava gained Reddick’s consent to “the 
agroement by fraudulent moans, 

After the arguinents of the counsel, the 
judgo rendered his decision. It was, in sub- 
stance as follows:—In Vandewatora against 
Reddick the verdict was giyou in favor of tho 
plaintiff. In Reddick egainst Bleecker’ an 
order was made allowing the plaintiff to 
redoom on payment of all the coats of tho 
suit, in wading the motion for injunction, and 
an order was made for the payment of tho 
monoy paid into Court ($220) to be paid out 
to the defendants. In ‘arlington against 
Reddick the case was dismissed by consent, 
without coats, 

«His Lordship also said that there was no 
ground, oven in tho plaintiff's own showing, on 
which to base the charge of fraud. Mossre, 
Blair & Hough couid not collect costs from 
their cliounts because tho proceedings wore 
unnecessary. Ho left it open for tho clients 
to mako application to compel thom to pay 
the coats of the procecdings.

Hinte for the Season. 

A FEW POINTS ON VEGHTABLE GARDENS, 

Once again, at tho opening of spring, lot 
farmers bo urged to adda garden to the farm 
What an anomaly itis to seon farm without 
agarden. Varmors aro out of reach of war- 
kets in which vegetablos and fruits can be 
bought in their season, and would hardly bay 
them if they had the opportunity, Why 
either buy them or go without thom, whon 
they can be so easily grown athome? Thero 
in overy facility; manure for a hot bed, team 
ond plough to break up the land, an old 
horae td do the oultivating, and hungry ap- 
pees to devour the things grown. As wo 
ave often remarked, the groat bugbear with 
farmors is the mistaken idea that garden stuff 
can «nly be grown by hand labor. The fact 
is, 4 farm garden should be well nigh inno- 
centofaspade, Map offapicce of ground 
hoar the house that can be worked with 
plough sud scaffler Grow every thin 
in long rows with room for # horse to to wor 
botwoen them. Vegetables don't need to be 
aot threo in a bed in ordertodo well. This 
narrow contracted 7x9 notion of a garder, to 
be dug with » spade, and wholly tilled by 
hand, may do for town or village lots, but it 
is out of place on the broad expanse ofa farm. 
Tho easo with which a gardon may be tilled 
by horse-power should tempt every farmer 
into the determination to havo one and to 
grow in itall the vegetables displayed for 
sale in town and city markets, Health, com- 
fort aud economy plead loudly for a garden 
on every farm. With proper management it 
will require but little tims to look aftor it, 
and no equal expenditure of money and labor 
pays better. When people find out what is 
good for them there will be a ‘‘amiling gar- 
den” attached to every farm, and a smiling 
household rejoicing over it. 

If one has not laid his plaus for the year, 
let him now ‘‘stop and think,” that ho may 
lose no time afterward in finding out what to 
do, and how and when to do it. He who 
plans is the one who succeeds in every de- 
partment of human labor, Though the win- 
ter may still linger, thero is much to be done 
to make ready for the busy days that will 
sooncome, The engine must be loaded with 
fuel, the fire built, and the steam on before 
the train can move, Letevery farmer bave 
a good head of steam on, and be ready to go 
forword as goon asthe spring work begins. 
Floods and freshets are likely to occur, and 
much damage may be done unless prevented. 
Outlets must be provided for surface water, 
and so made that the water will not gather 
in dangerous streams. Clear the drains of 
any rubbish, leaves, etc., thst there may be 
no interference with their full flowing. Bad 
roads in spring are one of the moat serious in- 
conveniences in many localitios ; now is the 
time to plan and execute a reform in road- 
making. As soon as “settled weathor” comes 
seo that the almost impassable places are 
made go d—the strength of a chain ia meas- 
ured by that of its weakest link. Thera is 
much to be done in getting the farm imple- 
ments all in good trim for work. 

Top-dreesing of fall grains with some quick- 
acting fertilizer has in many casea doubled the 
crop, and at a comparatively trifling expense, 
The aided manure stimulates the growth of 
the young plants at just the time when most 
sedod.end gives them strength to better take 
care of themselves, 

There is frequently much damage done to 
pastures and meadows by putting stock Epon 
them too early. All meadows should be rolled 
as Soon aa the frost is out of the ground to press 
down all the raised turfs, stones, etc., and se- 
cure a smooth surface for the mowing machine. 

This is a critical time with liye stock, espe- 
cially if young animals are being added to the 
herds and flocks. It is often useful to give 
animals that have been wintered on dry foed a 
dose of physic. Apint of raw linseed oil 
given two or three times will help the diges, 
tion of cows, horses, etc. 1t helps te loosen 
the skin, and aid in changing the coat. Too 
much care cannot be given t> brushing the 
avimals and keeping the surface of the body 
clean. 

Give sows that are to have pigs a warm bed 
and a run by themselves. A board or acant- 
ling nailed from the side of the pen will give a 
place of escape for the young pigs,aud prevent 
the sow lyiog upon thom, A fow minutes spent 
in putting in this fender may make all the 
difference between a full litter of pigs and a 
loss of a large share, or even all. After pigs 
have growo to teed from the trough, they 
should all haye an equal chance as far as may 


0. 

March and April chicks are very prolitable, 
and brooding hens should be setatonce. The 
nests should be clean and soft ; by applying 
kerosene in the corners of the box,or strewing 
a small handful of flowers of sulphar among 
the straw of the nest, comparatively few in- 
sects will trouble chickens—not enough to do 
much injury.
